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WARSHIPS TO CONCENTRATE. 


Under Orders to Rendezvous at Key 
West and Hampton Roads— The 
Mosquito Fleet. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—A number of 
very important orders were issued to the 
various divisions of the navy to-day. These 
orders show that there is being made a gen- 
eral concentration of warships at the two 
rendezvous of Hampton Roads and Key 
West. Almost every hour each of these 
fleets is strengthened by the addition of an- 
other vessel, from a formidable battleship 
down to a mosquito from the insectivorous 
fleet that has been forming in the harbor of 
New York. Revenue cutters are being trans- 
formed into torpedo boat destroyers and 
sent to one or the other of these stations. 
Yachts are steaming hither to act as pick- 
ets, scouts, messengers, or as torpedo boat 
guards for the heavier ships, and now 
colliers and hospitals are going to swell the 
number and the efficiency of the squadrons 
in their cruises in Cuban and Spanish wa- 
ters, 

The first division of the mosquito fleet 
that has been fitted out in New York 
Harbor will sail within a few days for Key 
West. Commander Eller, who has been 
assigned to the command of this little fleet, 
will, it is thought, command the division 
that goes to Key West. The other division 
will start for Hampton Roads, to join the 
fiying squadron, the latter part of the week. 

The little torpedo boat Somers has ar- 
rived at Weymouth, England, having 
crossed the German ocean in or good 
time, and will immediately steam for the 
coast of Ireland, and thence, after coal- 
ing as heavily as possible, turn her prow 
toward the nearest point of the American 
coast and start on her long ordeal of sea 
travel. The officials are watching her prog- 
ress as carefully as a General watches the 
movement of a storming column across the 
zone of fire. ° Her trip is an experiment, 
as she will try to make the nearest coast, 
a distance of 2,400 miles, with her own 
supply of coal. She will hardly reach this 
side before April 18 or 20. 

The Albany, formerly the Abrouall, is not 
nearing completion as fast as the navy of- 
ficials wish. It was learned to-day that she 
will not be ready for several weeks yet, and 
it is probable that she may not figure in the 
war if it is opened within the next three 
weeks. 

The Oregon arrived at Callao yesterday, 
and is now coaling preparatory to her voy- 
age to Valparaiso. Orders were sent to her 
commander to-day to look out for Spanish 
ships, as it was not unlikely that war might 
break out before the ship could again hear 
from the department. It is not probable 
that the Oregon will take part in the first 
movements of the war, as she will hardly 
get this side of the Horn before hostilities, 
if they are to commence at all, will begin 
in Atlantic waters. 

The board appointed to look into the mat- 
ter of auxiliary ships for use by the navy 
has filed its report. It goes very fully into 
detail, giving a list of several hundred ves- 
sels in tne Bastern ports that would be 
available in the event of war. The ships 
cnentioned range from tugs and yachts up 
to ocean greyhounds. Commodore Hich- 
born, Chief of the Bureau of Construction, 
will review it and report on the service- 
ableness of the vessels. 


MAINE WRECK ABANDONED. 


The United States Flag Taken Down 
the Captain’s Pennant 
Torn in Two. 


HAVANA, April 4.—Soon after sundown 
to-night the tattered United States flag 
was taken from the gaff of the Maine 
wreck, where it has floated since Feb. 17, 
two days after the explosion. It was taken 
down by an officer and a boat’s crew from 
the Fern, to which vessel it belongs. All 


the colors the Maine had left was the Cap- 
tain’s pennant, and this was torn in two. 

The wrecking tugs Underwriter and Mer- 
ritt and the barges Chief and Sharp left for 
American waters to-day. The wreck of the 
Maine now rears itself, a jagged mass of 
steel, iron, and twisted plate, with a slant- 
ing mainmast, in the middle of the harbor, 
alone. 

Occasionally a Spanish patrol boat touches 
there or a passing sailboat or a steamer 
goes close under the pvop, but the loneiiness 
of the remnants of the gallant ship is a 
most affecting feature. One’s sadness is in- 
tensified when one remembers the scores of 
brave fellows still entangled in the wreckage 
of what wa- once their home, but is now 
covered by the cloudy waters of a foreign 
harbor.

May Be the Body of a Maine Victim. 


The body of Assistant Engineer Darwin 
R. Merritt, who was killed on the Maine, 
Was supposed to be contained in a hermet- 
ically sealed metal casket which arrived in 
the City of Washington from Havana last 
evening addressed to the Commandant of 
the New York Navy Yard. Whether it was 
the body of Assistant Engineer Merritt 
could not be definitely learned last night. 
He lived in Iowa. 


SUPPOSED SPY AT FORT MONROE. 


Ordered to Shoot Prowling 
Strangers at Night. 


FORT MONROE, Va., April 4.—There is 
a good deal of excitement here over the al- 
leged discovery of the presence of a Spanish 
spy. Several nights ago the sentry at Fort 
Monroe, whose post was nearest the newly 
arranged esplanade for rapid-fire and dis- 
appearing guns, noticed a man skulking 
along the grassy side of the slope. He chal- 


lenged, but received no answer. The next 
night the same thing occurred, and the sen- 
try challenged, and then fired. 

Blank cartridges were in use, but since the 
incident Capt. Hoskins of the fort is author- 
ity for the statement that the guard is 
armed with ball cartridge and with orders 
to shoot. While the sentries at the fort 
can shoot a stranger intruding, there is no 
law in force by which at present he can be 
apprehended. 

Col. Frank, in command of Fort Monroe, 
said to-night that a day guard as well as a 
night guard was being preserved about the 
new gun emplacements, and strangers would 
not be given information. 

When Commodore Schley was at the Ho- 
tel Chamberlin, a man of foreign appearance 
watched him closely. Friends of Commo- 
dore and Mrs. Schley noticed the man sev- 
eral times. He is registered at the hotel, 
but has evoided all the guests.

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EUROPE TALKS MEDIATION 


Exchange of Notes Begun Between 
the Powers Concerning the 
Spanish-American Crisis. 


UNITED STATES IS UNBENDING 


Cabinet Officers Say This Country 
Will Not Listen to Any Terms 
That Do Not Include the In- 
dependence of Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—It has just been 
learned here definitely that an exchange 
of notes between the great powers of Eu- 
rope has begun concerning mediation on the 
Spanish-American question. 

Notwithstanding the many reports of Eu- 
ropean mediation they assumed their first 
tangible form this afternoon, when at least 
two of the foreign establishments in Wash- 
ington received official information that an 
exchange of notes between the great pow- 
ers was now in progress with a view to ar- 
riving at a basis on which they could make 
a joint proposal for mediation. It is evi- 
dent that the exchange has not yet been 
productive of a common understanding, as 
the Ambassadors and Ministers at Washing- 
ton have not yet received instructions to 
initiate the movement. 

Their only information thus far is that the 
notes are passing by telegraph between the 
capitals of Europe. It had been understood 
that France and Austria were most active 
in bringing about this movement, and that 
Great Britain had held aloof from it, but it 
developed to-day that the British Govern- 
ment was also taking part in the exchange, 
and that in case of concerted action by 
the powers Great Britain probably would 


act with the others. What common grounds 
the powers are seeking to reach can only be 
conjectured. 

Members of Mr. McKinley’s Cabinet and 
his friends in Congress say that any ma- 
terial or moral powers which it is purposed 
to exercise in the line of mediation may 
as well be confined to efforts to influence 
Spain, for this Government will insist on 
the independence of Cuba as an ultimate 
sine qua non, unless the insurgents them- 
selves should consent to less, and this they 
have flatly refused to do. 

The Spanish Government seems to be 
hopeful of results from this movement, and 
this inspired additiona] ground for the be- 
lief that it will not be regarded with favor 
by the United States. The diplomats, how- 
ever, think that if a common understand- 
ing was reached by the great powers of 
Europe, such suggestions as these com- 
bined powers might make could not be 
lightly set aside. The general view of the 
diplomats is that the movement is not so 
much one toward reconciling the United 
States and Spain as it is to preserve the 
peace of the world by combined action. 
Spain’s policy in this matter is one of urg- 
ing on the European powers that if Cuba 
was free from Spanish sovereignty the next 
move under the Monroe doctrine would be 
to bring an end of European control over 
other West Indian possessions. 

Great Britain, France, and Denmark have 
interests in that locality. In other quar- 
ters it was stated that the influence of 
the powers was more likely to be exerted 
on Spain in urging her to the largest pos- 
sible measure of concession. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambas-. 
sador, made a short call on J Day to- 
day. It is understood, however, that it did 
not relate to the Cuban question, as the 
Ambassador has not received instructions 
conceteans mediation or any course of ac- 
on. 

M. Thebeau, First Secretary of the French 
Embassy, also called at the State De- 
partment, and had a talk with Judge Day 
on subjects other than the Cuban question. 


FRANCE AND MEDIATION. 


Ready to Act Promptly if a Peaceful 
Solution Appears at an End. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The French Am- 
bassador at Washington, M. Cambon, has 
received no instructions to act for Spain 
in the event of the withdrawal of the Span- 
ish Minister, Sefior Polo y Bernabé. This 
statement is authoritative, after inquiry at 
the French Embassy and the Spanish Lega- 
tion. The story originated in London, and 
stated that Premier Hanotaux had given 
definite instructions to the French Ambas- 
sador at Washington to act temporarily as 


the diplomatic representative of Spain as 
soon as her own diplomatic official with- 
draws. 

Neither has the French Government de- 
termined to take the initiative in media- 
tion, although it is being kept constantly 
and fully adviséd and is in a position to act 
promptly in case it becomes apparent that 
all chance of a peaceful solution is at an 
end. The Spanish Minister, it is learned, is 
making all arrangements to leave the 
United States should his position become un- 
tenable, and has notified a local music house 
to call for his piano and organ. 


PARIS, April 4.—A semi-official denial has 
been issued of the report that M. Jules 
Cambon, French Ambassador to the United 
States, had intimated to the American Gov- 
ernment that France would not intervene 
unless asked to do so by America. The de. 
nial is significant in view of the semi-official 
announcement that the powers are continu- 
ing their earnest efforts to find a common 
ground upon which they could jointly offer

MR. EUSTIS ON M. HANOTAUX. 


The ex-Ambassador Says that No Eu- 
ropean Power Will Intermeddle. 


WASHINGTON, April 4—J. B. Eustis, 
former United States Ambassador. to 
France, was asked his opinion with refer- 
ence to M. Hanotaux’s recent declaration 
‘n the French Chamber of Deputies touch- 
ing the Spanish-Cuban question. 

“I have no doubt,” said Mr. Eustis, 
“that the declaration correctly represents 
the opinion of M. Hanotaux. Since this 
Spanish-Cuban question has become serious 
the attitude of the French Government has 
become one of extreme delicacy. Having 
frequently discussed the question with M. 
Hanotaux, I have always found that his 
attitude as regards the Spanish and the 
American Governments was exceedingly 
proper. The French aristocracy and the 


Catholic party in France naturally strongly 
sympathize with the Spanish Government 
as against the United States, but they have 
no voice in the French Government to-day, 
and there is no doubt that the French Gov- 
ernment would be absolutely neutral in case 
of a war between Spain and the United 
States. 

“M. Hanotaux does not sympathize with 
either of those parties, and they have not 
the slightest influence with him. He is a 
man of remarkable intelligence, an ad- 
mirably equipped diplomat, always cool, 
knowing when to be firm or conciliatory, 
and the sincere admirer of our people and 
our institutions. He is equally friendly to 
the Spanish Govermment and to our Gov- 
ernment. 

“The fact is, that if our Government in- 
tends to take any decisive action which 
would lead to hostilities, it can discard any 
apprehension that any European power 
would take any active part against our 
Government. Alliances in European politics 
have become so fashionable that they be- 
come a most important factor in settling 
any Buro question, but with us the 
case is dificrent. No European power could 
have any possiple interest in intermeddling 
in a question of peace or war between 
Spain and the United States.” 


ENGLAND ANXIOUS FOR PEACE. 


Mr. Balfour Says Anything England 
Can Do Will Be Done. 


LONDON, April 4.—Replying to Mr. John 


of Montrose, who asked whether the Gov- 
ernment could furnish any information in 
regard to the situation of affairs between 


Spain and the United States, Mr. A. J. Bal- 
four, the Acting Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs, said: 

“I do not Know that I can say more than 
the question is causing anxiety at every 
capital. On both sides of the Atlantic there 
is a very strong desire upon the part of the 
Governments concerned to preserve peace, 
and anything we can do will be done. I do 
not think anything more can be advan- 
tageously said at the present moment.”’ 


THE SPANISH SITUATION. 


Financial Circles at Madrid Take a 
Rosy View of It and Prices 
Advance, 


MADRID, April 4.—No further develop- 
ment in the political situation is yet re- 
ported, but the feeling of relief experienced 
is strongly reflected in financial circles, and 
was marked by.a rise in prices on the 
Stock Exchange, 


The Papal Nuncio had an audience with 
the Queen Regent this morning. 


LONDON, April 5.—The Madrid Bourse 
takes a rosy view of the situation. Span- 
ish 4s have advanced 4 points; Cuban 
bonds, 1886, 1 point, and 1890, a half point, 
with other securities in proportion.

A special dispatch from Madrid says that 
Premier gasta caeesen expressed the 
hope that ‘peaceful considerations would 
in uence the American politicians,” declar- 
ing that the Pope’s mediation is “ practical- 
ly the last chance of averting war.” 

The Madrid correspondent of The Stand- 
ard, telegraphing Monday night, says: 

Very conflicting impressions prevail con- 
cerning the new stage of the crisis, It is 
generally taken for granted that the Pope 
must have consulted with and obtained the 
assent of President McKinley, subject to 
certain conditions on the part of the lat- 
ter, before he volunteered to be mediator 
between Spain and America. It is also as- 
sumed that the Spanish Government as- 
sented to his mediation on the understand- 
ing that it would imply no surrender of 
rights or territory. 

“The Spanish Government is credited 
with a disposition to consent to a suspen- 
sion of hostilities in Cuba if the ope 
proposes it in holy week. The armistice 
would last a month, at least, wth an offer 
of complete amnesty to all who adhered to 
the new autonomous regime. 

“The unknown factor in the situation is 
how the rebel chiefs will welcome an armis- 
tice with conditions such as may be im- 
posed, and even how the Papal advice can 
be conveyed to them. The general impres- 
sion here is that all further steps for the 
pacification of the island or for an under- 
Standing with the insurgents ought to be, 
and must be, conducted by the Cuban insu- 
iar Government, which can undertake much 
that the Imperial Government cannot do 
without compromising its own position, if 
not higher interests in Spain. 

“Most Spanish statesmen share the opin- 
ion of military men and of the Cuban repre- 
sentatives, who question the expediency of 
a prolonged armistice on financial consid- 
erations and because they are not sure that 
the contact’ of loyal Cubans with the disaf- 
fected and the respite granted to rebels in 
arms, with free communication with Ameri- 
ca, would really promote a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Cuban question in harmony 
with the interests of Spanish rule. 

“ Financial circles heartily welcomed the 
mediation of the Pope as affording a pros- 
pect at least of some postponement of the 
conflict, even if not of an immediate satis- 
factory settlement. Funds and securities 
rose and exchanges were firm. The keenest 
curiosity is felt to learn how the Pope’s 
mediation will be received in America.’ 


SPANISH IDEAS OF THE CRISIS. 


An “Eminent Spaniard ” in Paris Says 
European Powers Cannot Com- 
plain of Our Filibustering. 

LONDON, April 5.—The Paris correspond- 


ent of The Times gives a conversation he’ 


has had with an “‘ eminent Spaniard,’”” which 
is interesting as a record of Spanish ideas in 
the crisis. The ‘‘ eminent Spaniard ”’ is said 
to have spoken with some bitterness, ex- 
pressing the belief that ‘“ nowadays it is 
hopeless for any weak State to expect help 
from Europe, and, therefore, Spain must 
rely on herself alone.” 

He said: ‘‘ Moreover, European interven- 
tion in the eyes of the American people 
would have no significance unless it were 
armed, and that will never occur, for all 
these powers, if once under arms, would feel 
mutual distrust and watch one another in- 
stead of joining forces for a common result, 

“The only consideration which affects 
the United States is their probable chance 
of success. Thev will take no heed of any- 
thing abroad. Europeans always fancy that 
the intervention of Emperor William would 
have some effect, and that a dispatch from 
him to the President of the United States 
would somehow modify Mr. McKinley’s de- 
cision. But this is a mistake. The Amer- 
icans would like to have a dispatch from 
Emperor William merely to have the pleas- 
ure of refusing what he asks, and thus 
marking the profound disdain they profess 
for the powers of old Europe. 

“How could Europe do anything against 
the United States? For forty-five years the 
principle of filibustering has been in vogue 
throughout Europe, and the whole policy of 
Europe is based upon it. By what right 
should Europe reproach the United States 
for doing what she herself has been doing 
constantly for nearly half a century? 

“TI repeat that not on Europe should we 
count, vut on ourseives, on God, and our 
right. There is still in Spain plenty of good 
gold and of good blood, and we shall spare 
neither. We shall send all the soldiers we 
can to America. If the Americans attempt 
it they will not vanquish the 250,000 men 
which is the number we shall shortly have 
in Cuba. 

“We shall deal American trade more 
rapid and telling blows than America will 
ever deal us; for, if we cannot capture ves- 
sels, we can wreck them. If we succumb 
the Americans will soon seize other Euro- 
pean possessions. 

‘“‘T am told that the Pope is intervening. 
The Pope remembers the ironical triumph 
which Prince Bismarck secured for him 
over the Caroline Islands; but this time he 
will find the Americans madder with pride 
and scorn of others than all the nations of 
Europe. They will not heed him more than 
others; and nothing will make them hesitate 
but the necessity of paying for premedi- 
tated conquest by mountains of ruins and 
torrents of blood.” 


SPANISH FOURS RALLY, 


LONDON, April 4—The stock market 
opened better, with American securities 
showing an average of two points above the 
New York parity. Spanish fours were 


strong, opening at 4! and advancing to 
50%, a net gain of 3% from Saturday’s clos- 
ing price. ey closed at 51, a net gain of 
8% from Saturday.

BOUGHT MINES FOR HAVANA | 


Several Secured in London by 
Spain Were Laid in the Cuban 
Harbor, It Is Asserted. 


SPECIALLY CONSTRUCTED WIRE 


Engineer Who Made the Mines Says 
They Could Not Explode Accident- 
ally, and that He Could Iden- 
tify a Piece of the Cable. 


LONDON, April 4.—Details have been ob- 
tained of the manufacture of submarine 
mines in London for Spain, which was first 
brought to the attention of the United 
States Embassy and cabled to America on 
March 5. A man whose cards described 
him as being an electrical engineer, and 
whose namé was forwarded at the time to 
Washington, then said he sold to Spanish 
officers in London, several years ago, a 
large number of mines, eight or ten of 
which were placed in Havana Harbor. 

He said they were made in a special way, 
were numbered, and had a specially con- 
structed cable, which he could identify if 
the smallest piece was produced, and he 
added that some of the mines were so 
fixed that they could be fired from a fort, 
while two of them had bulbs so arranged 
that they would explode upon a vessel com- 
ing in contact with them. The man added, 
however, that he did not believe the bulbs 
would be used in water as shallow as that 
of Havana Harbor. Finally, the man ex- 
hibited plans of one of these mines, which, 
he said, was most likely to produce the ef- 
fect described as causing the wreck of the 
Maine. It was numbered 2, and was con- 
structed to contain 500 pounds of guncot- 
ton. 

Lieut. Commander J. C. Colwell, the Unit-. 
ed States Naval Attaché, has since investi- 
gated the matter, and nas made a report on 
the subject to the United States Govern- 
ment. The facts learned strongly tend to 
show that Havana Harbor was mined, and 
they unquestionably prove that Spain pur- 
chased mines for that purpose. The firm 
of Lattimer, Rhodes & Clark, electrical en- 
gineers, during 1887-8 filled a large order 
for Spain of a lot of mines, in which were 
used fourteen anu a half tons of guncot- 
ton. The work was done under the surveil- 
lance of Gen. Fernandez and Capt. Busta- 
mento. The latter was then the head of 
the Spanish Torpedo School. 
of these officers the mines were divided 
into four consignments—for Havana, Ferrol, 
Cadiz, and Cartagena. The mines were 
manufactured under the direction of J. P. 
Gibbons, after Gibbons’s patents, which are 
described in Slemen’s book on torpedoes and 
mines. 

Gibbons, from whom the information is 
obtained, and who furnished Lieut. Com- 
mander Colwell with a written statement 
of the above facts and outlined his theory 
of the explosion which wrecked the Maine, 
was then employed by the firm as Superin- 
tendent of the torpedo department. He 
says also that a similar lot of torpgdogs 
was manufactured-for Spain in 1896. 

The manager of the Westminster En- 
gineering Company, which is the successor 
of the aforementioned firm, and with which 
Gibbons is connected, confirms the latter’s 
statement as to the manufacture of mines 
for Spain. Gibbons, who is a former Ser- 
geant of Engineers and a Government In- 
spector of Torpedoes, believes the Maine’s 
first explosion was caused by what is tech- 
nically called a ground mine, containing 500 
pounds of guncotton, several of which were 
manufactured for Spain. 

He has experimented largely with these 
mines at Portsmouth, and says that, once 
laid, they retain their properties for fifty 
years. In addition, Gibbons asserts that it 
is absolutely impossible for them to explode 
accidentally, as the electric currents for 
their explosion are formed only by_ the 
manipulation of a complicated keyboard es- 
pecially devised to prevent accidents. Three 
keys are necessary. which are always kept 
in the possession of different officers, and 
even if an outsider obtained possession of 
them, it would be impossible to manipulate 
the keyboard without instructions. 


WAR FAVORED IN HAVANA. 


Spaniards Are Enlisting in Confidence 
of Victory—Money Drawn from 
the Bank of Spain. 


HAVANA, April 4.—There is great enthu- 
siasm here among the Spaniards, and thou- 
sands of them are enlisting in the battal- 
fons of volunteers. The sentiments of the 
immense majority are in favor of war. 
These are awaiting anxiously the conclusion 
of the diplomatic efforts, and seem to have 
confidence that Spain will triumph over the 
United States. The Spaniards generally say 
they prefer to fight with a great nation than 
with a smaller one, as they would rather 
‘die as heroes than live as cowards.” They 
addi that Spain has always had a special 
Providence in great conflicts, and they have 
confidence that Providence will not aban- 
don Spain in her ‘defense of justice and 
her rights.”’ 

But in spite of this seemingly brave show- 
ing many depositors have already with- 
drawn their money from the Bank of Spain. 
But there is no panic and business is going 
on about as usual. It is said that a major- 
ity of the business men have for a long time 
past had their funds deposited in their own 
houses and safes. 

The Treasury has advanced $800,000 in 
gold to the Bank of Spain in order to pro- 
vide for eventualities. 

In an editorial, La Lucha presents a long 
extract from a report of A. B. Caula, a 
naval expert, in which it is set forth at 
length that the United States Navy has only 
two formidable vessels and that, therefore, 
**Spain need not fear the fantastic supe- 
riority of the United States fleet.” 

Spanish bank notes rose four points to- 
day, which is regarded here as a good sign 
for peace. 

Advices received here from Matanzas say 
that ten guns have arrived there from Ha- 
vana, to be mounted on the fortifications at 
the former place. 


NO “REPLY” SENT TO SPAIN. 


Report from Madrid that It Had Been 
Communicated to the Madrid 
Government Officially Denied. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—President Mce- 
Kinley’s attention was directed to-night to 
a cablegram from Madrid announcing that 
the “‘reply’”’ of the United States Govern- 
ment had been communicated to the Span- 
ish Government, but that its contents had 
not been made public and no action had 
been taken upon it 

An official announcement was authorized 
that ——— with Spain have not been 
resumed. 


BRITISH INTEREST IN A WAR, 


Question in the Commons in Regard 
to the Use of Privateers. 


LONDON, April 4.—Replying in the House 
of Commons to-day to Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, Member for York, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour, the Government leader, and 
Acting Secretary of State for Foreign ar- 
fairs, said the question as to whether the 
United States, not being a signatory of the 
Declaration of Paris, would in the event of 
war with Spain be bound by its pre visions, 
raises an important point in international] 
law, on which a question might advan- 
tageously be addressed to the Attorney 
General.

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WARNING SENT TO CONSULS. 


Our Representatives Instructed to be 
Ready to Quit Spanish Terri- 
tory at Short Notice. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Govern- 
ment has taken another preliminary step 
toward hostilities. It has to-day advised 
all its Consular representatives to be ready 
to leave Spain and the Spanish possessions 
at short notice. 

Minister Woodford himself was notified 
several days ago that it might be necessary 
for him to leave Madrid at any moment, 
and he and the rest of the American i.e- 
gation are ready to leave that capital ac 
any time. It is believed that Minister 
Woodford has arranged to place American 
interests in the hands of the British Le- 
gation in the event of war. His safe con- 


duct to the Spanish frontier is, of course, 
guaranteed by the Spanish Governments. 

The notice sent out to-day was much 
broader in its scope. It is said to have 
embraced all the Consuls and Consular ofii- 
cials in Spain itself, and in all of the Span- 
ish possessions. It advises these officiais 
of the delicate and critical nature of the 
relations between the two countries, and 
notifies them that their recail may be sent 
any moment. They are expected, therefore, 
to be ready to start for this country the 
moment they rec2ive information that 
hostilities have begun. 

Many of the commercial representatives 
of this country in Span'‘sh territory are 
Spanish subjects, as is usua! with all coun- 
tries having representatives at small posts 
where the salary or fees are not suffictent 
to support a Consul, anc the position is 
given to a native or other resident who can 
look after the interesis of the country that 
appoints him without loss of time from his 
own affairs. ‘These officials will not be 
affected, save to luse their not very lucra- 
tive positions as our Consular Gr commer- 
cial agents. 

The strained relations between the two 
countries have made the members of the 
Spanish Legation nere very uneasy also 
It is understood that Sefior Polo y Bernahé 
has been advised that he mey be recalled 
at any time, and to be prepared for a sud- 
den departure. 

Such notices are generally sent to the 
representatives abroad of all countries 
whenever the cvisis seems to foreshadow 
war, but the fact tnat the United States 
waited so long to z1ve2 such advice to its 
representatives is caken as very significant 
of the attitule of the Administration. It 
refused to act until forced to do so by the 
very pressure of the situaiion. That it has 
done so at this iate hour is thought to he 
of itself a positive sien of the near approach 
of hostilities. 


TWO VESSELS SENT TO HAVANA. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 4.—Acting under 
orders from Washington, Capt. Sampson, 
commander of the United States fleet in 
these waters, sent the survey boat Bache 
to-day from the Tortugas to Havana. Her 


sailing orders were dispatched late this aft- 
ernoon over the new cable, and an hour 
later the Bache was on her way to Cuba. 

It is assumed here that she goes to afford 
a mode of safe egress for American citizens 
should a riot occur in Havana or war be de- 
clared. The survey boat Blake, now in this 
harbor, was also ordered to proceed to Ha- 
vana, but these instructions were counter- 
manded before she got away. The Fern is 
still at Havana, but her accommodations 
are very limited. 

The Mangrove, which was lying at the 
dock here, received unexpected orders to 
proceed to Havana to-night and sailed im- 
mediately. The usual exciting rumors re- 
garding trouble in Havana ran riot after 
her departure. 


HAVANA, April 4-—The Mangrove and 
the Bache are expected here to-morrow, to 
take to Key West such Americans as de- 
sire to go, and also such others as can 
show good reasons for leaving. Consul 
General Lee has been authorized to hire 
merchant vessels, if necessary, and will 
probably employ the City of Key West of 
the Coast Line, due here to-morrow; the 
Mascotte, which is due Wednesday, and the 
Olivette, which is due for an extra trip on 
Thursday. The Fern will remain here, so 
far as is now known. 

American citizens only will be given pas- 
sage on the Mangrove and Bache. Others, 
if their passports and vaccination certifi- 
cates are all right, can leave on the Mas- 
cotte or the Olivette. 


WRECKERS WILL LEAVE HAVANA. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—As a result of 
the operations of the Chapman & Merritt 
Wrecking Company and the Boston Tow- 
boat Company, which have been at work 
on the battleship Maine, considerable ma- 
terial which hereafter may be put to some 
practical use was secured from the wreck. 
Most of it was removed to Key West, where 
it will be kept until some conclusion as to 
its final disposition is reached. 

The naval officers are as yet unable to 
say whether the value of the material re- 
ccvered will compensate for the amount of 
money expended by the Government in the 
effort put forth for its recovery. They have 
not yet been able to strike a balance. 

The suspension of operations by the 
wrecking companies will enable them to 
take all their outfit from Havana Harbor, 
a condition of affairs which might not have 
been the case had the contract been in 
operation at a time when war is declared. 
The contract with the companies was an- 
nulled Saturday. 


Wainwright to Leave Cuba. 


HAVANA, April 4.—Lieut. Commander 
Wainwright has received orders to go 
north, his work in superintending the sal- 


vage at the wreck of the Maine being end- 
ed by the closing of the contract. Lieut. 
Commander Wainwright will go north at 
the first opportunity.

CUBA MUST BE FREED 


President McKinley, in His Mes- 
sage to Congress, Will Stand 
on This Proposition. 


WILL ADVISE INTERVEN 
TION IF NECESSARY. 


The Administration Unmoved by Sugs 
gestions of Mediation by 
European Nations. 


No Proposition to be Considered Which 
Is Not Based on Cuban 
Independence. 


Tne President will send his Cuban mese 
sage to Congress to-morrow. The under- 
standing in Washington is that the Presi- 
dent will insist’ that Cuba must be free 
and will recommend armed intervention 
by this country to bring about that re- 


sult. 
It also is understood that the President 


has abandored hope of securing a settle~ 
ment with Spain by diplomacy. It seems 
to be the fact that diplomatic correspond~ 
ence with Spain was broken off when the 
reply to the propositions of this country 
was received. It was announced at the 
White House last night that negotiations 
with Spain had not been resumed. 

A good deal of talk about mediation 
has come from Europe, but there is no 
reason for believing that our Government 
wants mediation from any person, GOv- 
ernment, or association of Governments, 
A Cabinet officer said yesterday that the 
Administration would listen to no media- 
tion that was not based on the proposi- 
tion of Cuban independence. 

Orders have been sent to Minister 
Woodford and the Consuls of the Unit 2d 
States in Cuba and Spain to be prepared 
to leave their posts at a moment’s no- 
tice. These orders are regarded as in- 
dGicating the belief of the Administration 
that there will be war. 

There is no question as to the attitude 
»f Congress. It waits only for the word 
from the President to take measures that 
will result in Cuban independence. 

The Cuban insurgents apparently are 
unmoved by the plea of the Autonomist 
Cabinet for an armistice with a view to 
arranging terms of peace. The represent- 
atives of the insurgents in this country 
say there will be no peace in Cuba until 
tlhe Cuban flag flies over the island and 
the dominion of Spain is at.an ends 


STRONG MESSAGE TO-MORROW. 


Believed in Washington the President 
Will Submit Propositions that 
Will Suit Congress. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—President Mec- 
Kinley’s message to Congress on the Span- 
ish-Cuban question will be sent to the Sen=- 
ate and House Wednesday. The pacific out- 
look of Sunday has disappeared. The work 
of those who were employing the Sunday 
hours to impress Congress with the impor- 
tance of “ thinking,’’ which was taken to 
mean something less acceptable to the pub- 
lic feeling than acting, looks to-day as if it 
were but the vain striving of the overanx- 
ious who would have peace at any price. 

A special meeting of the Cabinet assem- 
bled at the White House at 8 o’clock. It 
adjourned at 11:15 o’clock, after thoroughly 
considering the President’s forthcoming 
message. Secretary Long authorized the 
statement that the message would be sent 
to Congress on Wednesday. 

The Administration stands as ft did on 
Saturday, when the President determined 
upon the outline of his message and asked 
Attorney General Griggs and Assistant Sec- 
retary Day to assist him in preparing the 
communication to Congress. 

Reports differ as to what the message will 
recommend. Outlines that appear to be 
semi-official promise a message of great di- 
rectness, strength, and courage. One Sena- 
tor says that it will startle the world with 
its boldness. At the White House no inti- 
mation as to its contents can be obtained, 
A few of the Republican Senators who aré¢ 
most frequent visitors at the White House 
agree in saying that it will recommend rec- 
ognition of Cuban independence and inter- 
vention if necessary to prevent further hos- 
tilities in Cuba. Spain’s answer in effect 
will be declared to be unsatisfactory and to 
leave little or no reasonable ground for 
hope that a satisfactory settrement of the 
Cuban question is at all likely to be 
reached through diplomatic agencies. The 
President will favor intervention, and his 
message will make no recommendations or 
suggestions in conflict with that idea. The 
disaster to the Maine will be prominently 
brought to the fore and wil! be treated in a 
vigorous manner. The whole subject, it is 
believed, will be discussed in a spirit of 
patriotism that must commend itself to the 
entire American people. This policy, howe 
ever, it is said, does not necessarily involve 
war, but leaves the determination of that 
question to Spain herself. 

All the members of the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations are not as sure of the 
character of the forthcoming message as 
others who preaict so strong a document 
as has been desired and expected. A prom- 
inent member of the committee said to-day 
he had no definite information as to the 
intentions of the President. He hoped they 
would be responsive to the sentiment of the 
country, after so much deliberation of tha 
question. For himself, his mind was made 
up to intervention, and it would not be 
changed by any recommendation from the 
Executive short of that. 


The White House Makes Denial, 


New repcrts about an armistice, to be 
arranged by Spain between the Spanish and 
the Cubans, for peace negotiations to be 
carried on after the armistice is in force, 
have been current as proceeding from the 
White House, where they were said to have 
been approved by Col. John J. McCook. But 
the White House has promptly denied the 
report, and has disavowed any interest in 


the project of Col. McCook, or of Senator 
Hanna, who is everywhere regarded as one 
of the most potent of the advocates of 
peace without a war. 

The reports from Madrid last night of the 
agreement of the Pope to mediate between 
Spain and the United States have not been 
received with approval. As was reported to 
THE NEW YORK TIMES, the effort at media- 
tion, if any has been made, proceeded from 
Rome, or from Spain at the suggestion of 
the Vatican, which is believed to dread war 
in Cuba as likely to weaken the power of 
the Church in the island. Even the use of 
the Pope’s name in connection with the re- 
port does not secure respect for it from the 
Junta. Mr. Quesada, who represents the 
Cuban cause in an official capacity, says 
distinctly and with authority that the Cu- 
bans will consent to an armistice only 
after independence has been granted. Sen- 
ator Gray, who would prefer peace to war, 
says that no form of mediation will be o 
avail at this time. As Senator Gray has. 
been reluctant to believe that war is inevi- 
table, this admission by him is regarded as 
an indication that the outlook is not as- 
suring to those who would settle the ques- 


: 





tion by any other means than an appeal to 
arms. 


Significant Signs for War. 


Other indications were given to-day of the 
expectation that the President’s message 
will be of a character to lead the Congress 
to declare war. Representative Grout of 
Vermont, who had visited the President in 


the morning, introduced in the House in 
the afternoon a bill recognizing Cuba as a 
free and independent State, authorizing the 
expenditure of: $500,000 ‘to succor the non- 
combatant Cubans, and to provide the nec- 
essary agricultural aid to those who wish 
to raise crops. Mr. Grout had-talked with 
the President at length, and he said that 
the President’s message would go beyond 
the bill in its proposals. 

To meet the tide of intervention talk in 
‘Congress, a2 member of the Cabinet uttered 
to-day a speech which was quite as signifi- 
cant as the explanation of Mr. Grout. He 
authorized this statement: 

“You may say tor me that all the powers 
of Europe and the heads of all the Churches 
may pose mediation to Spain if they de- 
sire, but the United States will positively 
not listen to mediation of any kind that 
does not lead to the acceptance of our con- 
dition, which is independénce for Cuba.”’ 

ot the least important of the indications 
heard here is that conveyed in the state- 
ment of a well-known member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, who 
gays that he has canyassed the Administra- 
tion, including the Vice President, and finds 
that it is in unbroken line for intervention, 
including Mr. Bliss, who had been classed 
with Senator Hanna as one of the men who 
have urged the;President to accept any set- 
tlement of the controversy that would avert 
war. 


Expected Purport of the Message. 


A New England Republican who spent 
some minutes with Mr.’ McKinley to-day 
said: ‘‘His central idea is to bring free 
Cuba duit of the present complications. His 
message will take a firm and pronounced 


stand that certainly will fully meet the 
expectations of the country. He will re- 
view the situation very. thoroughly, and a 
state paper of such significance requires 
very laborious work and. a weight of re- 
sponsibility that makes ample time for con- 
sideration absolutely essential. As a result 
of the showing up of the deplorable state 
of affairs on the island, the establishment 
and maintenance of a republic against 
great odds, and the present showing made 
by the insurgents, he is determined upon 
the-freedom of the whole island from Span- 
ish. rule, 

‘How that isto be aceomplished I can- 
not tell beyond the point of official recog- 
nition of independence by this country. 
do not think he will deal with the Maine 
affair at any length in this connection. He 
doubtless will refer to it, but in view of 
the intention to take up that later as a 
separate subject, my impression is that he 
will not urge any action on~that incident 
at this time. He believes it»would be wiser 
to wait a little while longer before taking 
precipitate action; that we would certainly 
gain as much by a little delay as Spain 
might in case of war. There are many 
things to do, and I believe the country is 
not in readiness to go to war with another 
nation. I-think the President thinks. that 
Way, too, and that if war is inevitable, de- 
lay of a few days would not harm us at 
all, in view of- preparations that are under 
way and need time fer completion.- Un- 
less his present plan is changed, that mes- 
sage will be submitted surely Wednesday.” 


Calls to Stand by the President. 


Congress has been called upon by tele- 
graph and by letter to stand by the Presi- 
dent. The suddenness with which the 
stream of communications poured in and 
the similarity in the wordings of the mes- 
Sages have been noted. The comment by 
Senators and Representatives is that they 


lack spontaneity and originality, and appear 
to -have been sent upon solicitation. Very 
few of the appeals thus sent out have come 
to Democrats. 

The House to-day held a large audience 
of spectators- when business began. The 
Democrats, led-by Mr. Bailey, found oppor- 
tunity to express their topmost feclings 
“when’ Mr: Bailey, in objecting to the imme- 
diate consideration of a Senate bill to per- 
mit the’ construction of fortifications for 
emergency otcasions, suggested as a condi- 
tion ‘of thé passage of so unusual a Dill an 
explanation of it. Mr. Bailey’s declaration 
was that his side was without information 
as to whether there was to be a war or not, 
and ff war was not. to come there was no 
necessity for passing such bills. 

His utterances, fu.i of the belligerent spir- 
it, Moved the audience to uproarious ap- 
plause. Speaker Reed tried to stop it, and 
sternly threatened to clear ‘the galleries if 
the outrage upon_the rules was repeated. 
The outrage was repeated, but_the Speaker 
did not. clear the galleries. The temper of 
the crowd was unmistakeable, and, as it was 
made up in part of a body of tourists, 600 
_strong, from New England, 'the demonstra- 
tion was impressive. 


Talk About Mediation. 


Among the leading men here the talk 
about mediation by the Pope or others is 
not discussed as likely ta be successful, and 
it is treated as a matter for Spain to be in- 
terested in if it is to be employed. The Pres- 


ident would undoubtedly regard with satis- 
faction a plan of mediation pressed by pow- 
ers friendly to Spain and. to.the United 
States if the plan included a provision for 

Cuban independence, early if not immediate, 
'...Dr,. AYbert Shaw of The Review. of Re- 
views is here, and saw the President this 
afternoon. It is understood that he ‘told the 
President that it was a mistake to assume 
that while business men deplore the pros- 
pect of war, involving as it does the busi- 
ness disturbance and great loss of life. and 
material, that they believe war to ‘be the 
worst outcome of the controversy. He is 
of the opinion ttat the country will sustain 
the President in asserting a strong, vigor- 
~-ous,-and hostile treatment of the subject, 
and that any other handling of it will prove 
to’ be a National as well as political calam- 

There is no longer a shadow of doubt that 
the Maine disaster will be treated in Con- 
gress as a deliberate and hostile act by 
Spain. Intimations of severe reference to 
it by the President are heard, but it cannot 
be ascertained, from those who have talked 
with the President on the subject, that he 
has expressed any well-defined intention to 
describe ft us a’ cause of war. ‘“‘If he 
should’ do so;” said a Republican Senator, 
“the message would’ be as startling as it 
would be gratifying to a large majority of 
the Senate and the House.” 


CONGRESS PREPARED TO ACT. 


No Delay for the President Beyond 


To-morrow—Maine Disaster to 
be. Made Prominent. 


WASHINGTON, April 4—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Rélations has com- 
pleted a tentative programme on the Span- 
ish question, in anticipation of the Presi- 
dent’s special message. Unless that mes- 
“Hage radicaliy alters the situation, or. is 
materially different from what the mem- 
“bers of the committee expect, the resolu- 
tions and the accompanying report will go 
fin as they have been drawn. The commit- 
tee expects. the message to-morrow or 
Wednesday at the latest, and it has no 
present intention. to anticipate the Presi- 
dent’s communication. 

On the part of some of its members, how- 
ever, there is a disposition. to chafe at fur- 
ther delay for any cause, and several of 
_them are opposed to walting any longer 
than Wednesday for the Executive to show 


his hand. Among these are understood to 
be Senators Forakers and Frye, With the 
resolutions. and the report itself already 
drawn, the committee is prepared to act. the 
day the message is recelyed. There will be 
no dilatory tactics on its part. 

The parliamentary programme. contem- 
plates the prompt. reference of the message 
to the Committee on Foreign Relations 
without debate, and the prompt reporting by 

, the committee. of .a set of resolutions, ac- 
companied by .a detailed statement of the 
reasons therefor. 


Capt. Sigsbee’s Dispatch Suppressed. 


“**Jt is stated on the authority of a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee 
~that the report will give great prominence 
to the sinking of the Maine. The commit- 
tee has been taking testimony on this sub- 


fect on its own account, and the statement 
is made by a Senator who has heard this 
supplemental evidence that if the people at 
large could hear it they would be more 
thoroughly convinced than they are that 
thé Mainé was deliberately blown up by 
the Spaniards.

members are with them. A member of the 
committee who has canvassed the Cabinet 
in the last few days said to-night that he 
had been greatly encouraged by his can- 
Vass, which had revealed gratifying solid-. 
ity in favor of firm and aggressive action. 
Vice President Hobart had become a con- 
vert to the aggressive policy, he said, and 
Secretary Bliss, who has been classed as 
“‘a peace-at-any-price”’ man, he declared 
- heart and soul in sympathy with that 
policy. 


‘Consular Reports to be Held Back. 


In the executive session of the Senate to- 
day it was stated that Judge Day had said 
late to-day that the message from the Pres- 


ident could not be sent in before Wednes- 
day, but that it would be forwarded cer- 
tainly then. , 

Senator Mason asked if the Consular cor- 
respondence was to be supplied with the 
message, and Senator Morgan, speaking for 
the committee, said it was not to be fur- 
nished at the same time for the reason that 
the President considered it unsafe to print 
the reports of the Consuls in ‘the present 
state of feeling, and while they were in 
Cuba, and that they would not send them 
in until ‘the writers should be withdrawn, 
which was expected to be done soon. 

The ‘leaders of the Republicans ‘of the 
House and Senate held several informal 
meetings during the afternoon looking to 
the arrangement of a programme for con- 
certed action at both ends of the Capitol in 
case the President is not ready to transmit 
his message to Congress on Wednesday. 
Senator Davis, Senator Foraker, Senator 
Cullo and others were seen by the House 
Republicans, and as a result the committee 
<eppater by the» House Republicans last 
Wednesday postponed the meeting of the 
conference, which was to havé been held 
to-night, until Wednesday at 11 A. M. 

At that time, if it is apparent that longer 
delay is to be asked, they are to proceed at 
both ends of the Capitol. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Reiations has agreed in- 
formally on their resolutions, and the Re- 
publitcans of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the House are eee. united. Both 
will be for armed intervention, and the 


blowing up of the Maine will be a feature 


of each. 

The House committee will call Capt. Sigs- 
bee and other naval officers before it to- 
morrow, and the committee expects to take 
strong ground on the Maine affair. Both 
committees being ready to act on Wednes- 
day, the resolu. sns can be brought up in 
both hotises on that day. 

Speaker Reed, {t is positively stated, will 
not attempt to block any programme that 
has the indorsement of a majority of the 
Republicans of the House, and when the 
conference meets on Wednesday, it is said, 
if the President is not ready to report, the 
committee will be able to’ convince .the 
Speaker beyond cavil that they are in not 
only the majority, but a large majority. 


THE SENATE FOR FREE CUBA. 


A Prominent Member Makes a Can- 
vass, Showing 74 For and.15 Against. 


WASHINGTON, April 4-—If Senator 
Hanna has been expecting, as has been 
stated in some of the newspapers, to secure 
the defeat in the Senate of such a series of 
resolutions as the Committee on Foreign 
Relations is prepared to bring in on Thurs- 
day, it is the opinion of a leading Senator, 


who favors intervention, that he will merely 
suffer a crushing defeat in his first venture 
as a director of Senate action. 

“There is no hope,” said this Senator, 
“of any outcome of this matter in the Sen- 
ate with its present spirit save the dec- 
laration that Cuba shall be free, and that 
the United States will intervene to assure 
that freedom, partly on Cuba’s account and 
partly on our own. With the greatest re- 
spect for the President, whom I rely, upon 
to regard the convictions of the people and 
the informed conclusions of the Congress, I 
feel free to say that this will be the out- 
come, whether the message of the President 
be_in that direction or in another.” 

The Senator to whom reference is made, 
and who does not desire to be mentioned by 
name, showed his canvass of the body to 
support his prediction that a motion for rec- 
ognition and intervention would be passed. 
He says that the vote will stand as follows, 
and perhaps will be more nearly unanimous: 
For intervention—Allen, Butler, Harris, 
Heitfeld, and Turner, Populists; Bacon, 
Bate, Berry, Chilton, Clay, Cockrell, Daniel, 
Faulkner, J. K. Jones, Kenney, McEnery, 
McLaurin, Mallory, Martin, Mills, Mitchell, 
Money, Morgan, Murphy, Pasco, Pettus, 
Rawlins, Roach, Smith, Tillman, Turley, 
Turpie, Vest, Walthal, and White, Demo- 
crats; Baker, Burrows, Carter, Chandler, 
Clark, Cullom,. Davis, Deboe, Foraker, 
Frye, Gallinger, Gear, Hansbrough, Haw- 
ley, Lodge, McBride, McMillan, Mason, 
Nelson, Penrose, Perkins, Pritchard, Proc- 
tor, Quay, Sewell, Shoup, Spooner, Thurs- 
ton, Warren, Wellington, Wilson, and Wol- 
cott, Republicans; Cannon, Mantle, Petti- 
grew, and Teller, Silver Republicans; Kyle, 
an independent—74. . Against intervention— 
Aldrich, Allison, Elkins, Fairbanks, Hale, 
Hanna, Hoar, Morrill, Platt of Connecticut, 
Platt of New York, and, Wetmore, Repub- 
licans; Caffrey, Gorman, Gray, and Lindsay, 
Democrats—15. 

There has never been any doubt about 
how the House stands. Nearly 200 Repub- 
licans have been found who will vote for 
intervention. The Democrats and Populists 
are solid for intervention. Out of the 357 
members of the House it is extremely 
doubtful whether ten members will be bold 
enough to cast their votes in the negative. 


TALK OF A BOND ISSUE, 


May Be a Controversy in Congress 
Over the Means of Raising Funds. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Notwithstand- 
ing that the responsibility for originating 
revenue measures rests with the House, and 
not with the Senate, there is still much dis- 
cussion of ways and means to this end 
among individual Senators, and the subject 


bids fair to prove the basis of sharp con- 
troversy, and especially if an attempt is 
made to secure an issue of bonds, which has 
already been suggested by some of the Sen- 
ators as the most feasible means of raising 
money. 

There is a large element in the Senate 
which will not.assent to the passage of a 
law authorizing the issuing of bonds, even 
in case of war. This element is composed 
of advocates of the free coinage of silver, 
many of whom at least will take the posi- 
tion that there is no necessity for bonds so 
long as there is uncoined | silver in the 
Treasury. 

They have already been sounded on the 
proposition, and have said in reply that 
they would urge the coinage of the seignior- 
age and the remainder of the silver in the 
Treasury vaults. Some of them. say that if 
this is not sufficient they will prefer the 
issuing of greenbacks to interest~bearing 
bonds. 

Furthermore, they .contend that the Ex- 
ecutive branch of. the Government cannot 
under existing law issue bonds except to 
maintain the gold reserve, and they say that 
as this is now intact the probabilities do not 
point to an early bond issue. 


WAR FEVER IN WASHINGTON. 


The Vast Crowd of Visitors Expectant 
and Nervous—Statesmen Calm, 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The atmosphere 
of the Capitol to-day was surcharged with 
expectation. Aside from the presence of 
unusually large throngs of visitors in the 
hallways and. lobbies, there was little on 


the surface except while Mr. Bailey was 
rousing the gallery with his speech for in- 
tervention to indicate the imminence of a 
crisis in the Nation’s history, but in the 
nervous- curiosity of these visitors and in 
the serious mien of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives themselves the universal con- 
sciousness’ that momentous events were 
about to occur betrayed itself. 
“~ seidom before, except at inauguration 
“time; has thé Capitol been so overrun with 
strangers. Streams of excursionists have 
been pouring into the city for days, and the 
flow seemed to have reached its maximum 
to-day when the tourist army invaded the 
bi marble building in battalions, crowdin 

the corridors and glutting the galleries o 

“poth Houses. “Men, women, and chiidrert 
“stood mathe Oe about the leries’ doors 
waiting until the departure of some who had 
preceded them should give room inside. The

through thenr slowly. ; 

“Tt was not’ that anybody expetted any- 
thing particular to happen to-day. It was 
known that the President's special message 
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would not be forthcoming and it was gen- 
erally understood that the Spanish question 
would be held in abeyance in both houses 
until the message came. But the public cu- 
riosity was to see the Congress on the eve 
of a possible declaration of war. The Sen- 
ators and Representatives who are the ob- 
jects of awesome regard under ordinary cir- 
cumstances became magnified for the time 
through the nearness of possible portentous 
proceedings. So it was that, while matters 
moved smoothly enough apparently on the 
floors’of the two houses, the people peered 
eagerly through the doors, gazed from the 
galleries, and wondered when the expected 
outburst would come. 

What they saw and heard in the hours of 
public proceedings gave them no clue. There 
were’ some incidental references to the one 
topic of universal interest in the early pro- 
ceedings of the House, but they were pro- 
ductive of no excitement, and that body 
soon relapsed into the dreary dullness of 
District of Columbia business. In the Sen- 
ate the war issue was exploited by the 
speeches of Messrs. Perkins, Clay, Raw- 
lins, and Mantie out ¢ orations Were 
delivered to the usual corporal’s guard of 
Senators, and the effects produced betrayed 
their presence py nu vemorstration. 

In the private converse of the lawmakers, 
however, there was no subsidence of the 
war tide. The constituents who sent in 
cards to their Co essmen asked first, 

Are we going to have war?” then ad- 
dressed themselves to the business of their 
call, The Senators who were summoned to 
the Marble Room found themselves. con- 
fronted more frequently with requests for 
information about the probable course of 
—- toward Spain than by any other 

ry. 

So far as could be inferred from isolated 
expressions of indivilual views by members 
of both houses, the weight of opinion 
seemed to be for war. There were some 
who professed to see better prospects for 
peace than were visible when Congress «d- 
journed Friday, but they adroitted that 
there had been ‘1c delin:te occurrence on 
which to base this comforting conclusion. 
In all ths talk there was perceptibly an 
apparently increasing tendency to so em- 
phasize the Maine’s fate as in itself a suf- 
ficient provocation for war. This was illus- 
trated in a report made public to-day from 
the Committee on Inva:id Pensions on the 
bill “to encourage enlistments by veterans 
of the late war during the anticipated war 
with Spain,’ in tne course of which the 
committee denounces Spain in unsparing 
terms, recounts its record of misrule, and 
declares the pene nation criminally re- 
sponsible for the blowing up of the Ameri- 
can man-of-war. 

Many Senators and Representatives re- 
ported a marked increase in the number of 
communications on the war question re- 
ceived from their constituents. Generally 
speaking, it was stated the majority of 
these, which came from individuals, were 
for war, the bulk of the appeals for peace 
coming from commercial or other organiza- 
tions. Representative Hill of Connecticut. 
who had just returned from a visit to his 
district, reported that he found a very con- 
siderable element of the business’ com- 
munity warm for war, instancing his en- 
countering a group of half a dozen Con- 
necticut bankers whom he met by chance, 
and who turned out to be as insistent on 
ponnne as the veriest jingo at the Cap- 
Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio is one of those 
who fail to find ons for war in tne pres- 
ent situation, and he is inclined not to take 
seriously the talk of its imminence. He 
said laughingly to-day that, now that the 
Naval Strategic Board had recovered from 
its ridiculous panic over the approach of 
the Spanish torpedo flotilla, he thought the 
country could breathe freely again. 


LEATHER MEN’S INDORSEMENT. 


Resolutions Favoring McKinley’s 
Policy Transmitted to Washington. 


The following resolutions were adopted at 
the meeting of the hide and leather trade 
of New York City yesterday afternoon and 


telegraphed to President McKinley, Vice 
President Hobart and Speaker Reed: 


Resolved, That we thoroughly and heartily ap- 
prove of the course of the Administration of 
President McKinley in dealing with Spain in re- 
gard to affairs in the Island of Cuba. The wis- 
dom and moderation of his policy, and his 
manifest desire to preserve ace while main- 
taining the honor of the Nation and performing 
the duty required by humanity, has won the 
confidence of the people of the United States and 
the respect of the nations of the earth. The 
business en of the country, no less patriotic 
than those-who clamor for war, believe in 
patience and in the exercise of every resource of 
peaceful negotiation before entering upon a war 
with Spain, which, while it can bring but little 
glory to the United States, will bring destruction 
- _ and property and many other evils in its 
rain. 

We believe that further negotiations with Spain 
may safely be left in the hands of the Adminis- 
tration, confident that our just rights and obliga- 
tions will be maintained in its hands, in peace 
if that be possible, and that if these can only 
be maintained my war, that we shall then have a 
cause that will make our quarrel just.

TEN AUXILIARY CRUISERS

Fleet Vessels to be Bought by the 
Naval Board on Orders 
from Washington. 


FOUR MORGAN LINERS CHOSEN 


The Steamships Princess Anne, York- 
town, Jamestown, Venezuela, Cara- 
eas, and Kansas City Also Se- 
lected—Three Other Ves- 
sels for Colliers. 


The Naval Board on Auxillary Cruisers 
received a telegram from Washington yes- 
terday to select at once ten vessels for 
auxiliary cruisers. The board went to work 
at once on this order, and last night sent 
word to Secretary Long that arrangements 
had been made for the immediate purchase 
of the following steamers: Bl Sud, El Sol, El 
Rio, and El Norte of the Morgan Line, the 
Venezuela and Caracas of the Red D Line, 
the Kansas City of the Savannah Line, and 
the Yorktown, Jamestown, and Princess 
Anne of the Old Dominion Line. 

It was announced at the offices of the 
board that the immediate purchase of these 
vessels will be made, and that they will be 
sent to the New York and Norfolk Navy 
Yards to-day for immediate conversion into 
cruisers. It is possible that if it is found 
that the wrk upon them cannot be done at 
the two yards within a few days, some of 
the vessels will be taken in hand by private 
shipbuilding firms. 

The powerful seagoing iron tug Saturn 
was purchased yesterday from the Boston 
Towboat Company and takea to the navy 
yard, where she will be converted into a 
collier. The big steam tug Lebanon was 
also purchased from the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad, to be used as a collier, 
and negotiations were practically completed 
for the purchase to-day of the big English 


steamship Irrawaddy, to be used for the 
same purpose, 

The yacht Josephine was purchased from 
P. B. Widener of Philadelphia, and M. 
C. Borden’s fast yacht Sovereign was also 
secured. Both yachts will be fitted im- 
mediately as _torepdo boat destroyers and 
sent to Key West. 


Importance of the Action, 


The selection of the ten first named ves- 
sels for immediate use aa fighting machines, 
however, is considered a most important 
and ominous move on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, These vessels represent the best 


type of merchant ships yet produced in 
America, and are considered the best of 
their kind in existence. 

The minutest detail of their construction 
was furnished to the Navy Department by 
the Inspection Board several weeks ago, 
together with that of a score or more of 
other vessels of their class hailing from 
this port, Boston, Baltimore, and Philadel- 
phia. These were finally selected as being 
best adapted to.immediate armament anc 
preparation for hostilities. They represent 
a total ~~ tonnage of 36,487, and cach 
is capable of carrying a main battery of 
from six to ten 5-inch «nd G-inch guns, be- 
sides a secondary battery of 6, 3, and 1 
pounders and Hotchkiss cannon equal to 
those of any of our cruisers of a similar 
tonnage. 

They average in speed from fifteen to 
eighteen knots an hour, and have a coal 
capacity considerably above that of other 
cruisers of their tonnage. It is believed 
that their first service in the navy will be 
as armed transports. 


The Vessels Described. 


The Morgan liners head the list in point 
of size. El Rio, the largest of the four, 
was built in 1893 by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. She 
is of steel, having two decks and five bulk- 
heads. She is 880 feet long, 48 feet beam, 


and 23 feet in depth, having a gross ton- 
nage of 4,665. She is fitted with triple ex- 
pansion engines, and was last inspected in 
August, 1897, 

El Norte is scarcely inferior in size, hav- 
ing a tonnage of 4,659. She is of iron, with 
two decks and five bulkheads, and was built 
in Newport News in 1892. She is 880 feet 
long, has a beam of 48 feet, and is 23 feet 
deep. She is also fitted with three cylinder, 
triple expansion engines, and was last in- 
spected in October last. 

El Sud is a sister ship of El Norte, and is 
her exact counterpart. Both were launched 
in the same year. 

El_ Sol was built in 1890 by the Cramps, 
at Philadelphia. She has a tonnage of 
4,523, is 890 feet long, 47 feet beam, and 24 
feet in depth. The vessel has two decks 
and five bulkheads. She is fitted with triple 
expansion engines, and was last surveyed in 
September last. 

The Yorktown, Jamestown, and Princess 
Anne, secured from the Old Dominion 
Steamship Company, are the three best ves- 
sels of that line, and represent the latest 
and best type of the American-built steam- 
ship. The Princess Anne has been com- 
pleted less than a year, and made her maid- 
en trip last Spring. She is of steel, both 
as to hull and decks. Her decks are three 
in number, and she has fire bulkheads. She 
is 304 feet long, 42 feet beam, and 27 feet 
deep. Her engines are of the triple-expan- 
sion type. She was built rf the Delaware 
River Ship and Engine Building Company, 
et Chester, Penn. 

The Yorktown and Jamestown are sister 
ships. They were both constructed at Ches- 
ter in 1804. They are each 299 feet long, 
with 40 feet beam and 34 feet depth of hold, 
with a tonnage of 2,898. Their hulls and 
two of their three decks are of steel, and 
they have 5 bulkheads. Their engines are 
triple-expansion, with the remarkable piston 
stroke of 60 inches, intended to develop a 
much greater speed than usual for vessels 
of their horse power. They were inspected 
in October last. 


The Other Vessels. 


The Kansas City of the Savannah line is 
of steel throughout, with two decks and 
five bulkheads. She was built in Chester in 
1889, is 827 feet long, 45 feet beam, 19 feet 


deep, has a tonnage of 3,679, and her en- 
gines are triple expansion, 

The Venezuela and Caracas are the crack 
boats of the Red D Line. The Venezuela 
is an iron vessel, built by the Cramps in 
1889; has a tonnage of 2,843, is 803 feet 
long, 40 feet beam, and 28 feet deep, with 
two decks, six bulkheads, and triple expan- 
sion engines. The Caracas is of iron, and 
was built by the Cramps in the same year. 
She has a tonnage of 2,584, is 283 feet long, 
40 feet beam, 20 feet deep, has three decks, 
and triple expansion engines. 

The unusual number of decks and bulk- 
heads makes these vessels peculiarly adapt- 
able to ready conversion into fighting ves- 
sels, as little buttressing and reinforcing 
will be required before mounting the heavy 
guns. Nearly all of the vessels are now in 
port, or are due within three days. Those 
of the Old Dominion Company now in Nor- 
folk will probably be transferred at once 
to the navy yard there. 

The Cromwell Line steamship Creole, 
which has been secured by the Government 
for use aS a hospital ship, arrived here yes- 
terday morning from New ‘Orleans. It is 
understood that as soon as her cargo is dis- 
charged, which will probably be this after- 
noon, she will be taken to Newport News, to 
be made ready for the service to which 
she will be assigned. The officials of the 
line were reticent yesterday concerning the 
matter. Capt. Gager of the Creole said he 
had heard that the Surgeon General of the

navy had expressed the hope that he would 
retain command of the Creole, with as 
many of the present crew as would con- 
tinue to serve under him. 

Work will be begun immediately at the 
navy yard upon the tug Saturn, the newest 
acquisition. This powerful vessel, although 
recorded as a tug, has a tonnage of 2,268, 
is 295 feet long and 40 feet beam, and was 
built in 1890. 

The Lebanon is considerably smaller than 
the Saturn, but is a powerful boat. She is 
246 feet long, 37 feet in beam, and 22 feet 
deep, with a tonnage of 1,486. 

It is probable that the steam yacht Cleo- 

tra, owned by T. G. Blackstack and Al- 

ert Gooderman, which is now at Toronto, 

will.be bought in a day or two for use as a 
torpedo boat destroyer. The naval board 
has looked over the yachts Alcedo and 
Stranger, with the object of adding them 
to the Government’s fleet. 


THE TEXAS MAY SAIL TO-DAY. 


Her Crew Were Busy Yesterday Strip- 
ping the Battleship for Action— 
Her Destination a Secret. 


The battleshir Texas, it is expected, will 
leave the navy yard this morning, as or- 
ders have been received from Washington 
for the vessel to leave as soon as she has 
taken on all her coal and other stores. She 
is to go out stripped for action, and yes- 
terday afternoon those of her crew who 
were not busy putting things on board were 
taking down Her rails, stanchions, and other 
articles that a war vessel does not carry 
when in fighting trim. It was expected that 
the Texas would leave the yard last even- 
ing, but at a late hour She was still there. 

The destination of the Texas is kept se- 
cret, One report was that she was to go 
to Hampton Roads to join the flying squa- 
dron in command of Commodore Schley, 


and another was that she was to cross the 
Atlantic and protect the San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Somers, and the newly pur- 
chased cruiser Diogenes. 

The Dolphin, which was to have sailed 
yesterday, will not get away until to-mor- 
row. Some slight defect was discovered in 
her engines, and it will be repaired before 
the boat leaves the navy yard. 

The anmor plating on the Mayflower is 
nearly finished, The new plates are all in 
position, but there is considerable riveting 
to be done yet. The two big guns that the 
old yacht will carry in her bow are ready 
to be mounted, and the mounts for the 
other guns are nearly all in position. The 
Eagle and Hornet are being plated as rap- 
idly as possible. : 

Capt. Miller of the Vermont says that he 
has all the men required to man the ves- 
sels that are to be put in commission, and 
the enlistment of landsmen, coal passers, 
and apprentices will be stopped for a time. 

The tugs Uncas and Tecumseh are almost 
ready, and crews for these boats have been 
selected. They will go South in a few days. 


MORE SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


Several Craft Likely to be Secured 
This Week in Europe—Plans 
for New Battleships. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The work of in- 
creasing the efficient strength of the navy 
by purchasing ships abroad and at home, 
and by contracting for new ships from do- 
mestic yards, which had fallen béhind the 
other interests of the Navy Department 
last week, to-day showed signs of renewed 
activity. The flag has been hoisted over 
at least one vessel purchased in England, 
and may be hoisted to-morrow over sev- 
eral in different ports of Europe. Nego- 


tiations are on foot for procuring a num- 
ber of good ships, and it is very likely that 
more first-class vessels will be bought be- 
fore the end of this week. 

The greatest energy, however, is being 
displayed at home. A_ half dozen ships 
have been bought, another half dozen are 
being negotiated for, more than a dozen 
are ing looked after with a view to get- 
ting reasonable terms, and the Construc- 
tion Bureau is busy completing plans for 
the big battleships that have been voted 
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by Congress. ‘These new vessels will be 
the most formidable of the navy, as they 
will each have a eater tonnage by 500 
than the Iowa, and 700 greater than the 
other first-class battleships. The plans for 
them are about completed, and work will 
be commenced at the earliest practicable 
moment. 

Of course, the keenest attention of the 
department is devoted now to the comple- 
tion of work on vessels that may be needed 
in the event of war with Spain, but the 
new battleships will be rushed forward as 
rapidly as they can be built. 


A CREW FOR THE DIOGENES. 


She Will Be Coaled and Provisioned 
To-day and Ready to Sail. 


LONDON, April 4.—The United States of- 
ficials here have been singularly reticent 
concerning the name to be borne by the new 
American cruiser purchased last Saturday 
afternoon from the Thames Iron Works by 
Lieut. Commander Colwell, United States 
Naval Attaché here. She now bears the 
unique name of Diogenes, but the Govern- 
ment will undoubtedly change this. 

A large force was at work all day and 
into the night coaling and provisioning her, 
and it is expected that the work will be 
completed to-morrow. 

A crew of forty was enlisted to-day to 
take her across the Atlantic. The vessel is 
now in the custody of Mr. C. W. Hazelton, 
formerly an ensign of the United States 
Navy, who has of late been in business {n 
London: He has offered his services to the 
Government, and to-day was commissioned 
as Acting Ensign. 

Lieut. John J. Knapp will take command 
when he arrives here on board the torpedo 
boat Somers, recently purchased for the 
United States at the Schichau Yards, and 


Acting Ensign Hazelton will be the Execu- 
tive Officer, 


Lieut. Col. Bates Unable to Buy Guns. 


LONDON, April 4.—Lieut. Col Alfred E. 
Bates, the United States Military Attaché 
here, has returned from his visit to Bel- 


gium, Holland, and Germany. It is under- 
stood he has fafled to secure any suitable 
guns or ammunition for the United States. 


THE FLYING SQUADRON, 


The Columbia Back from Coaling— 
Cadets from Naval Academy Arrive. 


FORT MONROE, Va., April 4.—It was 
bleak and windy to-day, and that, with the 
fact that Capt. Cook of the Brooklyn want- 
ed some turret bearings smoothed down, 
prevented Commodore Schley from taking 
his ships out to sea for target practice. It 
is his intention to mobilize the squadron 


here to-morrow morning if the divers finish 
ene the Massachusetts’ bottom, 

Supplies for a possible long trip were 
taken aboard the ships to-day, and in the 
afternoon about twenty midshipmen arrived 
from the Naval Academy and were distrib- 
uted between the Columbia and the Massa- 
chusetts. The Minneapolis lies here, half 
white and half gray, the cold wind to-day 
preventing the completion of her painting. 

The Columbia finished coaling vast night 
at Newport News and ran down here this 
morning. She is in first-class shape and 
ready for sea at a moment’s notice. 

No visitors were allowed on any of the 
—— to-day and no men were given shore 

Up te 7 o’clock to-night Commodore Schley 
had not received anything from Washington 
indicating that he is to have more than the 
five ships already assigned him. 

The announcement that the Spanish 
squadron at Cadiz had started was made 
here to-night, but caused no more than 
passiag comment. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—There was a 
rumor afloat in the Navy Department to- 
day that secret orders had been sent to 
Commodore Schley, commanding the flying 
squadron. The officials of the department 
denied that any such orders had been is- 
sued, and added that the squadron was 
anchored quietly in the Roads, awaiting the 
adjustment of the Spanish imbroglio. 


CABLE STATION ON ST. THOMAS. 


United States and France Arrange for 
It with Denmark, 
WASHINGTON, April 4—An arrange- 
ment was reached during the day by which 
the United States and France will co-oper- 


ate through their Ministers at Copenhagen 
in the establishment of a public é¢able sta- 
tion on the Danish islands of St. Thomas. 


SAILORMAN RE-ENLISTS, 


Gave Up His Place as Trolley Con- 
ductor to Return to His Old Ship. 
NEWARK, N. J., April 4-—Stanley J. 

Lunger, son of a patrolman of this city, 

who has been acting as a trolley car con- 

ductor for some time past, went to the 
office of the traction company this morning 
and turned in his shield. Then he went 
home and bade his parents good-bye, saying 
he was going to the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
to enlist. Lunger is twenty-three years 
old and has served five years in the navy. 

When his term expired he came home and 

bega. railroading. 

Saturday he received a letter from a com- 
missioned officer on one of the ships in 
Southern waters, under whom he had served 
as a petty officer. He replied at once: 
Before going this morning he said his old 
petty office was open for him and that he 
would be sent to the ship his commissioned 
friend was on. 


NEW COAL LIGHTER WRECKED. 


The Edith Howe Dashed Against the 
Indiana at Key West. 


KEY WEST, April 4.—A serious accident 
to the coal lighter Edith Howe has consid- 
erably impaired the coaling work. The 
Edith Howe is a brand-new Government 
lighter. She arrived Saturday from Phila- 
delphia with 400 tons of coal. While dis- 
charging into the Indiana during a heavy 
sea last night she was dashed violently 
against the battleship, and had to be towed 
in, and she now lies a semi-wreck, with 200 
tons of coal still aboard. It is feared that 
she cannot be repaired. 


Activity at Key West. 

KEY WEST, April 4—A_ stupendous 
amount of work has been accomplished here 
during the last thirty days in coaling and 
provisioning. This has been done by Com- 
mandant Forsyth and Paymaster Mohun. 
The expenditures during the month of March 
due to war preparation at the Key West 
Naval Station amounted to $132, , of 
which $72,000 was for ammunition. This 
was distributed among the ships, and does 
not include $70,000 worth in store, nor large 
shipments now en route. The Navy Depart- 
ment had asked for the figures, and these 
were sent to Washington to-day. 


Firemen for a Coast Guard. 


PATCHOGUE, L. L, April 4.—There is a 
movement on foot to have the volunteer 
firemen of Suffolk County organize a naval 
reserve, to patrol the Long Island coast 
in case of hostilities with Spain. Most of 
the volunteers in the county are baymen, 
and as they are accustomed to the waters 
around Long Island, would make good sea 
fighters. W. K Post of New York, and 
reputed to be a millionaire, is enthusiastic 
over the suggestion. He is foreman of the 
Bayport Fire Company. It is probable that 
within a short time a reserve numbering 
500 men will be organized.

SENATOR ELKINS EXPECTS PEAOE. 


He Thinks Sagasta Will Yet Consent 
to Cuban Freedom. ‘ 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senator Elkins 
said this afternoon that he still thinks péace 
will’ be the outcome of the present agita- 
tion over Cuba. He bases his opinion upon 
the theory that the negotiations will be re- 
opened and that Spain will yet see her way 
clear to accepting the propositions of the 
United States. ‘‘ Suppose negotiations have 
been suspended,” he said; ‘“‘they can be 
reopened, I should not be surprised if they 
had already been reopened, nor to hear any 
hour that Spain had yielded.” 

He added his expression of the belief that 
such pressure would be brought to bear 
upon Premier Sagasta that he could not do 
otherwise than yleld to the extent of per- 
mitting Cuba to become free. ‘‘ It will be- 
come a question with him,” said the Sen- 
ator, “‘of losing Cuba, Puerto Rico, the 
Philippines, the Ministry, and the present 
dynasty itself, all.of which are inevitable 
if he goes to war, anu of losing Cuba, which 
will be the only. result of acquiescing 
in our wemands. Of course these matters 
are being prought to his attention, and, of 
course, as a sensible man, interested in the 
welfare of his country, he will accept our 
terms and save all he can out of the situa- 
tion.”’ 

The Senator expressed the opinion that 
not only France and other European powers 
were exercising their influence with effect, 
but also that the financial and religious 
powers were being brought to bear in @ 
way that must bear fruit for peace. 

‘It is @ common-sense proposition,” he 
said, in conclusion, ‘‘ and in the end com- 
mon sense must win. As for the United 
States, it cannot afford to spend $1,000,000,- 
000 and destroy many thousands of lives 
to secure the independence of the Cubana, 
and if it goes to war at all it should be for 
some other reason,” 





WAR SPIRIT IN CONGRESS 
Mr. Bailey Causes the Galleries to 


Applaud Until They Are Threat- 
ened with Expulsion. 


ANOTHER WAR BILL PASSED 


Senator Perkins Holds Spain Directly 
Responsible for the Loss of the 
Maine—Senator Rawlins for a 
Declaration of War. 


WASHINGTON, April 4—<Aside from a 
little Disirict of Columbia business in the 
House and a little work on the Sundry Civil 
bill in the Senate, proceedings in Congress 
to-day related wholly to the Cuban question. 
The intense interest manifested by the peo- 
ple in evervthing that pertains to the Cuban 
question was mani.ested in the great crowds 
in the Capitol. Despite the specific state- 
ment that the President’s message would 
not be sent to Congress to-day, and the in- 
ferential understanding that the subject of 
Cuba might not be even referred to, the 
people came by the thousands. As early as 
8 o’clock many were sitting and standing 
on the steps leading up to the Capitol en- 
trances. 

Some of them carried their luncheons, evi- 
dently determined to sit through the entire 
session and see all there was to be seen. 
Great audiences looked down upon the two 
chambers when the House and Senate con- 
vened. The greater crowd was in the House 
end of the Capitol. It is estimated there 
were 15,000 in the corridors, clamoring for 
admission to the _ galleries. Everybody 
seemed to be in an excited frame of mind, 
and on the floor the most disquieting rumors 
prevailed. 

While there was no attempt to force con- 
sideration for a resolution regarding the 


Cuban situation in the House to-day, there 
was a brief outbreak, in the course of which 
the warlike temper of the crowded gallerics 
was so manifest that Speaker Reed threat- 
ened to clear them if it was repeated. The 
outbreak occurred over a bill to authorize 
the President to erect temporary fortifica- 
tions in case of emergency upon land when 
the written consent of the owners was ob- 
tained without awaiting the long process of 
legal condemnation. This led to a demand 
by Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, for 
information as to the facts which warranted 
all these war measures. The particular 
statement which aroused the gulleries was 
to the effect that while the Democrats were 
willing to wait any reasonable time for the 
President to transmit a message that would 
meet the approval of the American people. 
they would not wait a minute for him tec 
continue negotiations with “‘ butchers 
of Spain.” 

In the Senate it was frankly and openly 
charged by Mr. Perkins of California in a 
set speech that Spain was responsible for 
the Maine disaster, as it had been brought 
about by Spanish machinations and Spanish 
treachery. The speech of Mr. Perkins was 
only one of four prepared addresses upon 
the Cuban question delivered in the Senate 
to-day. Mr. Clay of Georz:a, while hoping 
for a peaceful solution of the problem ihe 
country is now facing, declared strongly in 
favor of independence of the Cubans, and 
pledged to the Administratio1 the loya! 
support of the South, which, in the event 
of war, would have to bear the brunt of the 
conflict. 

Mr. Perkins *+ook substantially the saine 
ground, and his vigorous treatment of the 
Maine disaster aroused the crowded gal- 
leries to enthusiastic applause. Mr. Manile 
of Montana, while expressing confidence 
in the Administration, maintained that the 
time for action had now arrived, and thit 
action must be to the end that Cuba should 
be free. Mr. Rawlins of Utah entirely elimi- 
nated the President from consideration in 
his speech, holding that the case against 
Spain was already made up, and that with 
Congress rested the responsibility of de- 
claring war. For Congress to wait longer 
was only to invite criticism. He declared 
for the most vigorous action immedietelv. 


WAR MEASURE IN THE HOUSE. 


Fortification Bill Passed—Mr. Reed 
Threatens to Clear the Galleries— 
Democrats Want Light. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The floor of the 
House, owing to the immense crowds which 
thronged the aisies, was cleared half an 
hour before noon. Every seat in the re- 
served galleries and the executive and diplo- 
matic galleries was occupied. 

Speaker Reed ascended the rostrum at 
noon and called the House to order. Amid 
an impressive silence that followed, the 
blind Chaplain prayed that the Nation’s 
Legislature might, with clear thought, wise 
deliberation, and unanimity of action, meet 
the grave situation which confronted the 
country. 

A resolution to print several thousand ad- 
ditional copies of the report of the board of 
inquiry on the Maine disaster led Mr. Liv- 
ingston (Dem., Ga.,) to ask why the House 
could not wait for the next message from 
the President. 

“There is an enonmous demand for this 
report in the country,”’ replied Mr. Perkins. 

*“* Where is the demand? In Spain?” asked 
Mr. Livingston. 

Mr. Cannon, Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations, asked unanimous con- 


sent for the consideration of the Senate res- 
_ Olutions suspending a portion of Section 355 

of the Revised Statutes, so as to permit the 
United States to erect fortifications in cases 
of emergency upon any land upon obtaining 
the written consent of the owner. “ This 
is another war measure,” interposed Mr. 
Bailey. “‘I shall object until I find out 
whether we are going to have any war.” 

Mr. Cannon explained that the passage of 
this bill was urgently recommended by the 
Chief Engineers. He moved to pass the bill 
under suspension of the rules. 


Mr. Bailey Brings Out Applause. 


Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, took 
the floor after Mr. Cannon’s explanation 
and made a speech, in which he called at- 
tention to the fact that on several occasions 
within the last thirty days the House had 


been called upon to vote upon several 
propositions which indicated that war was 
directly ahead of us. Yet, he said, Con- 
gress was not in possession of any fact 
which warrants this belief. He had voted, 
he said, for the extraordinary emergency 
$50,000,000 appropriation, but he had voted 
for it under the impression that we were 
erilously near to war. If a Democratic 

esident had asked a Democratic House to 
authorize such an expenditure without con- 
trol or limitation he should have denied it. 
He should have demanded the estimates. 
But in this case believing that danger was 
at hand he had voted for it. Much of that 
vast appropriation had already been ex- 
pended, yet information, except such as 
came through the newspapers, was still 
withheld. To-day the House was asked to 
meet another emergency. Last Wednesday 
when the House was asked to meet the 
vital question the majority had refused to 
meet it. It was then everywhere anncunced 
that the President would be prepared to 
send a message to Congress to-day. 

The House adjourned Friday until to-day 
with that impression. Yet now every welli- 
informed man knew there was to be none 
to-day. V/hen was the message to come in? 
he asked. “It seems to me important,” 
said he, “that the House and the country 
should know what the Government was do- 
ing and intended to do. We ought not to 
be asked to vote blindly. If the occasion 
warrants it we are ready to vote for every 
proper measure to prepare for war, and if 
war comes we are ready to vote for every 
measure designed to prosecute it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.” 

A perfect storm of applause swept 
through the galleries, which the Speaker had 
considerable difficulty in subduing. The 
Speaker warned ‘he galleries that no dem- 
onstrations of approval or disapproval 
would be permitted. But the next utterance 
of Mr. Bailey redoubled the applause. 

“Those galleries,”’ said Mr. iley, wav- 
ing his hands about the thronged galleries, 
“are but a miniature of the American peo- 
ple. If Congress could face the galleries of 
the people they would force this House to 


action.”

I say now that if 
the President wants one, two, or even three 


days to prepare a message which will meet 
the approval of the American people we on 
this side are willing that he should have 
time, but if he wants one day or one’ hour 
to continue negotiations with the butchers 
of Spain, not one minute will we give him.” 
{Great applause on the Democratic side and 
scattering applause on the Republican side.] 

Mr. Hopkins (Rep., Ill.,) suggested that 
there was need of discretion at such times 
as these. ‘‘ We cannot advertise our weak- 


; nesses,”’ said he, ‘‘nor make war prepara- 


tions with a brass band.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald (Dem., Mass.,) said that all 
measures designed to place the country in 
a state of defense should be passed at once. 

Mr. Lentz (Dem., Ohio,) said he thought 
an amendment he desired to offer to recog- 
nize the independence of Cuba should be at- 
tached to the bill. Spain had recognized the 
Confederacy within thirty days after Sum- 
ter was fired on. Why should we hesitate? 

Mr. Williams, (Dem., Miss.,) a member of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, at this 
juncture made an important statement, con- 
sidering the fact that the committee had 
adjourned within an hour, and that some 
disclosures had been made which sealed 
the lips of all the members of the commit- 
tee, Republicans and Democrats alike. He 
said the proposed amendment at this time 
was inopportune. ‘I believe,’’ said he, 
“that when we move we should move in 
phalanx and in line, On this side our posi- 
tion is known and understood by the coun- 
try. To emphasize it now might do more 
harm than good.” 

AS an emergency measure, he would, he 
said, support this bill. 

Mr. Maddox (Dem., Ga.,) thought Congress 
and the country should be fully informed of 
all the facts regarding the crisis, so that 
members could proceed with deliberation. If 
there was to be war it would be the war of 
the people of the United States and not of 
any party. But there should be no hasty, 
impetuous plunge into war. The members 
of the Congress of 1861, said he, plunged 
the country into war and then carefully hid 
away in their bomb-proofs and allowed 
others to do the fighting. He ones every 
member should be willing to fight before he 
asked others to fight. [Applause.] 


Democrats Fall Into Line. 


Mr. Bailey then said that he did not de- 
sire to oppose the bill. His purpose had 
been to see if some one on the other side 
would not venture some information as to 
the emergency that existed. Last Thursday 


the gentleman from Ohio (Mr. Grosvenor) 
notified us that this question would be set- 
tled right and settled by the Republican 
Party. Mr. Grosvenor interposed to declare 
that he had added with the help of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

Mr. Bailey said the Democrats would all 
prove this by voting for this measure. 

Mr. Cannon said there was a time for 
speech, a time for silence, and a time for 
action. This was the time for action. 
The President, he argued, should be per- 
manently empowered to make temporary 
fortifications for the National defense. 

He declared that Mr. Bailey was postur- 
ing, and saia he had thought he (Bailey) 
could well afford to let this law be changed, 
so that his own City of Gaiveston could be 
fortified, perhaps to repel a foreign fleet. 

“A fleet could never get close enough 


to bombard Galveston,’’ opserved Mr. Bal- | 


ley, “if we had the right kind of an Ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Cannon, evidently nettled, veins an- 
grily that he was talking sense. e meant 
business. The gentleman from Texas, he 
asserted, was trying to ‘“‘ muddy the wat- 
ers and to posture.’ 

Mr. Sayres, the ranking minority mem- 
ber of the Appropriations Committee, said 
the bill had the unanimous support of the 
committee. Once for all, he wanted it un- 
derstood that whatever was necessary to 
place the country in a state of complete 
defense would have his support. [Applause.] 

Mr. Dockery, (Dem., Mo.,) also a member 
of the Appropriations Committee, spoke in 


a similar strain, and in the course of his ; 


remarks said he would never believe that 
Spain would in good faith relieve the dis- 
tress and starvation in Cuba nor would 
he ever rely upon the “‘ honor” of Spain to 
avenge the victims of the Maine. 

The bill was then passed without discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Hull, (Rep., Iowa,) Chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee, moved to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the Army Reor- 
ganization bill, but, as some of the Demo- 
crats wanted opportunity to discuss and 
amend the bill, it was finally arranged that 
the bill should be made a special order for 
Wednesday, with the understanding that 
it should not interfere with a report from 
the Foreign Affairs Committee. 

The House then proceeded with the con- 
sideration of District of Columbia business, 
and at 5:10 P. M. adjourned. 


WAR SPEECHES IN THE SENATE. 


Senator Perkins on the Maine Dis- 
aster—As an Expert, He Declares 
Spain Directly Responsible. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—As soon as the 
Senate was ready for business Mr. Allen 
(Pop., Neb.,) presented and secured the 
adoption of a resolution directing the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to inform the Senate as 
to the total number of lives lost in the 
Maine disaster, the total number rescued, 
and the total number of bodies yet unre- 


covered. ; 
Mr. Turner (Pop., Wash.,) introduced a 


resolution which he asked should go over 
until to-morrow, “if, in the meantime, noth- 
ing has been done in the matter.’”’ The reso- 
lution directs the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to report at the earliest moment, 
“without waiting for the concurrence or 
advice of any department of the Govern- 
ment, what action, if any, in view of the 
Maine disaster and of the deplorable condi- 
tion of Cuban affairs, should be taken to 
preserve the honor and dignity of this coun- 


try.” 
When the resolution offered last Friday 


by Mr. Chandler, (Rep., N. H.,) requesting 
the Secretary of State to send to the Senate 


the Cuban Consular correspondence was 
laid before the Senate, Mr. Davis, Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, asked 
that the resolution ‘‘ go over until Wednes- 
day.” To this Mr. Chandler assented. 

The resolution presented by Mr. Quay 
(Rep., Penn.,) calling for a report from the 
Foreign Relations Committee on the Cuban 
question by Tuesday also went over at the 
request of Mr. Quay. 


Messages from Constituents, 


Mr. Pettigrew (Sil. Rep., S. D.,) presented 
a telegram signed by more than a hundred 
of his constituents reading: 

“All parties here want Spanish torpedo 
flotilla turned back or destroyed. Patience 
exhausted.” 

Mr. Gear (Rep., Iowa,) presented a reso- 
lution of the lowa Legislature, indorsing 
the “‘ action of the President and Congress ”’ 
upon the Cuban question, and pledging its 
support to the Administration. 

Mr, Clay (Dem., Ga.,) made some remarks, 
based, he said, upon the resolution submit- 
ted by Mr. Foraker, (Rep., Ohio,) a resolu- 
tion in favor of independence, and if neces- 
sary, armed intervention. r. Clay said 
that while he was fully prepared to support 
the Administration in action upon the Cu- 
ban matter, he was desirous that war 
should be averted if it could be, by any 
poy The Administration ought to 

e afforded every opportunity to bring about 
a diplomatic solution of the pending trouble, 
and he felt certain that so long as the Leg- 
islative branch of the Government was as- 
sured that the President was acting with 
judgment and patriotism it would wait 
upon his recommendations. Mr, Clay said 
he was satisfied that no qermaner* peace 
could be had in Cuba at did not in- 
clude independence. He fully realized, he 
said, that in the event of war the South 
would be a greater sufferer than any other 
part of the country. Her seacoast cities 
would be open to attack g the enemy, her 
people would be first called upon to defend 
their homes from invasion, and her com- 
merce would be seriously crippled. He 
would not vote for war unless every effort 
to bring about a peaceful solution of the 
present difficulty was first exhausted. 

If, however, matter could not be set- 
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tled diplomatically in consonance with the 
honor and dignity of the country, he would 
favor drastic action. ‘I believe,” he said, 
“in the independence of Cu and if Spain 
will not agree to that peacefully, the United 
States must enforce it with all the power of 
her land and naval forces. The people of 
the South believe in the peaceful sbiution of 
the question if possible, but are willing to 
employ force if necessary.” This fact 
ought, in the opinion of Mr. Clay, to be dis- 
tinctly communicated to Spain. She ought 
to be told that the American pocpte abso- 
lutely demand the freedom of the Cubans. 
Then if she does not accede to the demand 
the results would be of her own making, In 
the accomplishment of Cuban independence, 
Georgia, the empire State of the South, Mr. 
ay said, in conclusion, would do its full 
share. 


Mr. Perkins’s Speech. 


In opening a set speech upon the Cuban 
question Mr. Perkins, (Rep., Cal.,) said he 
felt it his duty to speak not only for him- 
self, but in behalf of the peoplé whom he 


represented. He eulogized the conduct of 
the President for the calm, dignified, and 
conservative manner in which he had han- 
died the grave problem presented for his 
solution, but the time for action had ar- 
rived. ‘“‘A little more delay,’’ said he, “a 
little more waiting, and the United States 
would become an accessory to the greatest, 
the most appalling crime in history. The 
patience of a great Nation has its limits, 
and in this case the limit has been reached. 
The time for the horrors in Cuba to cease 
has come, and cease they must.” 

Mr. Perkins, who has had a lifetime of ex- 
perience in the handling of great vessels, 
discussed the destruction of the Maine from 
the point of view of an expert. He de- 
clared that our sailors and officers had been 
beguiled by the deception of the Spaniards 
to a place in a friendly harbor, and there, 
without a minute’s warning, blown into 
eternity. Capt. Sigsbee, in communicating 
to this Government the first brief details 
of the awful disaster, had made himself fa- 
mous in the eyes of the civilized world by 
the diplomacy and calmness of his lan- 
guage. There was no proof of treachery by 
the Spaniards; but, while the people of the 
Nation believed, and still believe, that the 
catastrophe was due to Spanish devices, 
Capt. Sigsbee besought all to suspend judg- 
ment until the facts could be known. 


Responsibility of Spain. 


It would have been impossible, Mr. Per- 
kins said, for any man or set of men to 
place in the harbor of Havana mines 
or torpedoes without the knowledge of the 


Government authorities. No impartial 
judge would fail, after considering all the 
facts presented, to place the responsibility 
for the crime upon the Spanish Government 
through its authorized officials. This 
most hideous crime of the nineteenth cent- 
ury,” declared Mr. Perkins vehemently, 
“was an act of war, and I believe that it is 
so regarded by the nations of the world. 

The only honorable action for this coun- 
try now to take was to intervene and free 
Cuba from the yoke of Spain which she had 
so long borne. 

Mr Mantle (Silver Rep., Mont.,) followed 
with an extended speech upon the absorb- 
ing topic of Cuba, in which he declared that 
he favored the independence of the Cuban 
people who, for years had been struggling 
for their freedom. ‘I would,” said he, 
“give my unqualified indorsement and vote 
in favor of directing the President to use 
the armed forces, both land and naval, to 
suppress the savagery that is now rampant 
upon that fair island.” 

Mr. Mantle thought that the time had 
come for recognizing Cuban independence, 
but that a declaration of war would be fully 
justified by the willful destruction of the 
Maine. While holding these sentiments, 
Mr. Mantle wes willing to wait upon the 


| action of the Committee on Foreign Rela- 


tions, whose recommendations he had no 
doubt would be wise and just and cover the 
whole case. 

With Congress the Responsibility. 


Mr, Rawlins (Dem., Utah,) said the case 
between Spain and the United States was 
made up. It was no longer for the Execu- 


tive to decide what course to pursue. With 
Congress rested the responsibility of declar- 
ing war, and as this was the pressing duty 
the President was no longer the party to 
be criticised if any one was to be. Con- 
gress can, if it wills, he said, decide to have 


| peace with incidental outrage and clandes- 


tine murder. As for himself, he did not 
choose to accept peace under such circum- 
stances. Mr. Rawlins opposed further de- 
lay. He was informed that the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations had reached a con- 
clusion, and that while the President was 
advised of the probable action of the com- 
mittee that y had no such information 
as to the President’s plans. 

He was also informed that the President 
wanted further delay. Mr. Rawlins did not 
consider this necessary. The destruction of 
the Maine and the clandestine murder of 
266 of our sailors had occurred forty-eight 
days since; but this was not all. For three 
years the Spanish authorities had been im- 
prisoning and murdering American citizens. 
Of these facts the Executive doubtless had 
been fully advised by the consular reports, 
but these reports had been withheld on the 
plea that it would endanger the safety of 
our officials in Cuba to give them out. If 
this was true it revealed a wretched state 
of affairs. Continuing, Mr. Rawlins said de- 
lay had been sought last week by the 
friends of the President on the plea that a 
message was soon to be sent in from the 
President which would meet all the de- 
mands of the country. At the same time 
the private and confidential secretary of the 
President. was sending a message to his 
friends urging them to the utmost exertion 
to bring pressure to bear to secure peace. 
We were next told that an ultimatum had 
been sent to Madrid demanding the conces- 
sion of Cuban independence; now comes an 
interview with Premier Sagasta in which 
he says no demand has been made by this 
Government for the independence of the 
Cubans. Which representation was correct? 
Mr. Rawlins criticised our halting policy in 
strong language. 

In conclusion Mr. Rawlins made an argu- 
ment for an absolute declaration of war in- 
stead of a declaration for armed interven- 
tion. To pursue the latter course would be 
to throw the responsibility of declaring war 
upon the President. To pass such a reso- 
lution would be to afford opportunity for 
the peace-at-any-price party to continue its 
efforts, as the resolution would be one 
which the President could with propriety ig- 
nore because the responsibility for definite 
action rests with Congress. 

Mr. Rawlins expressed the opinion that 
four weeks would decide an armed conflict 
between Spain end the United States, and 
that it would be decided without the loss of 
a life. In support of this assertion he cited 
the accomplishment of the Cubans them- 
selves in their efforts to gain their inde- 
pendence under most unfavorable circum- 
stances. 


SENATOR MITCHELL FAVORS WAR. 


He Writes that the Maine Outrage 
Must Be Punished, 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senator Mitch- 
ell of Wisconsin, who is one of the most 
conservative men in the Senate, and has 
never advocated intervention in any way 


until since the receipt of the report of the 
Maine disaster, received a letter this morn- 
ing from Paul D. Carpenter of Milwaukee, 
Wis., a son of the late Senator Matt. Car- 
penter, in which an argument for peace is 
made, and in which the report of the Span- 
ish Court of Inquiry is cited as grounds for 
not accepting as conclusive the finding of 
our own court, that the Maine was de- 
stroyed by an external explosion. To this 
letter Senator Mitchell replied this morn- 
ing as follows: 
WASHINGTON, April 4, 1898. 

Paul D. Carpenter, Milwaukee, Wis.: 

My Dear Sir—Your favor of the 2d inst. to 
hand. I have never favored armed interference 
in Cuban affairs. I did not feel that we were 
bound to redress the wrongs of Cuba by resort- 
ing to war. But the Maine episode will not 
down. Overrefinement of argument is useless. 
It stands before the American people a plain case 
of treachery. 

Perfidy and cruelty run in the Spanish blood. 
There is little else in its history. Any nation 
that would permit such an outrage to go un- 
punished would not deserve to exist. 

There are some things worse than war. There 
are some things better than money.

Mr. Grout said that he believed the Presi- 
dent’s message would go beyond a resolu- 
tion of this kind. Some importance was 
attached to this expression on account of 
the fact tnat Mr. Grout had visited the 
White House this morning and had had an 
appointed meeting with President. 
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POPE WORKING FOR PEACE 


He Is Not, However, Mediating 
Between This Country and the 
Madrid Government. 


HIS WORK CONFINED TO SPAIN 


That Country Informed of His Wish 
for Preservation of Peace, and 
Asked to Suspend War Meas- 
ures and Decisions. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The published 
report that the Pope had offered to mediate 
between this Government and Spain, with a 
view to a peaceful solution of the difficulty, 
is again officially denied. 

This Government,-it is stated, cannot 
under any circumstances accept mediation 
or interference from any foreign power, 
nor up to this time has any been proffered. 

While the Vatican never initiates a tender 
of its services as mediator or arbitrator, 
and no request for mediation or arbitration 
has been made by this country, there is 
little doubt that unofficial representations 
have been made as to the deep interest felt 
by the Pope in the preservation of peace. 
There is reason to believe, however, that 
the Pope’s influences are being exerted 
much more directly and with greater effect 
at Madrid than at Washington, 

Pope Leo is the godfather of Alfonso 
XIII., the young King of Spain, and Pope 
Pius IX. was the godfather of the late 
Alfonso XII. This indicates the great in- 
fluence which the Vatican exercises over 
the Spanish dynasty, the royal family and 
the country at large being thoroughly Cath- 
olic. Owing to this, it is not doubted that 
the influences of the Pope would be most 
important, and probably decisive, in induc- 


ing Spain to make every concession possi- 
ble toward maintaining peace. 


ROME, April 4.—It is said in Vatican 
circles to-day that the Pope has not for- 
mally offered to mediate between Spain 
and the United States, because he has not 
been requested to do so by the two Gov- 
ernment. 

It is true, however, that the Pontiff has 
conveyed to Madrid his ardent wish for the 
avoidance of a conflict and has asked Spain 
to arrange for a suspension of, warlike 
measures or decisions. 

The Vatican refuses to publish the text 
of the communications which have passed 
between the Pontiff and Madrid, but con- 
firms the statement that his Holiness has 
asked Spain to arrange for a suspension of 
hostilities in Cuba. 

The Osservatore Romano, reviewing the 


situation unofficially, says: 

‘““We must regard America’s demands as 
excessive, especially as Spain has proposed 
to submit the whole administration question 
to the Insular Parliament. It is difficult to 
perceive on what pretext Washington could 
declare war, even if so disposed, and we 
have confidence that the wisdom and mod- 
eration of President McKinley, with the 
practical common sense of the Americans, 
will avert the horrors of war.” 

The Italia, confirming the report as to the 
communications that have passed between 
the Vatican and the Spanish Government, 
says: 

“The prospect that mediation will event- 
ually be offered is not excluded, but the 
greatest difficulty will be to induce the 
United States to accept the Pope as arbi- 
trator.” 

The solution the Vatican proposes is an 
armistice to save the Spanish troops during 
the rainy season, allay excitement on both 
sides, and prepare the way for Cuban in- 
a in the Autumn. Spain is agree- 
able to this, but there is little hope that the 
Cuban a or their American sym- 
pathizers will accede to the proposal. 

Archbishop Ireland has cabled deprecating 
a formal offer of intervention, and explain- 
ing that the Pope could only intervene suc- 
cessfully by recognizing the Monroe doc- 
trine, which would be impolitic. 

A rumor is current here that Emperor 
William first broached the idea of Papal 
mediation, and was warmly seconded by 
Austria. 


THE ALLEGED PAPAL TELEGRAM. 


How the Report Originated, Accord- 
ing to a High Personage in Madrid. 


MADRID, April 4.—The report sent out 
yesterday, and which obtained general 
credence here, that the Pope had sent “an 
eloquent telegram” to the Queen Regent 
urging Spain to grant an armistice in Cuba 
with the view of allowing negotiations to 
be carried on between the insurgents and 
the Cuban authorities for the conclusion of 
a permanent peace, was based upon a mis- 
apprehension of the facts. Leo XIII. ts cer- 
tainly bringing his influence with the Court 
to bear in the interest of peace, but no 
Papal telegram has been sent. What really 
happened was explained to-day by a high 
personage, who cannot be quoted, but who 
is eminently qualified to speak with knowl- 
edge on the subject. 

“The Spanish Ambassador at the Vati- 
can,” said he, “ was approached by Cardi- 
nal Rampolla, (the Papal Secretary of 
State,) who told him the President of the 
United States had allowed it to be under- 
stood that Papal intervention would be ac- 
ceptable. The Spanish Ambassador wired 
here to that effect, and thereupon we indi- 
cated that though, having sent a categorical 
reply to President McKinley, the terms hav- 


ing previously been conceded to the-last 
point consistent with Spain’s honor, we 
were certain the Pope would respect the 
rights and honor of Spain, and agreed to his 
ori cae ible f.

The rebels have 
been, not designedly we believe, assisted 
and encouraged by the presence of Ameri- 
can warshins in the neighborhood of the 
island. <A continuance of this would mili- 
tate against the Pope’s good offices and 
against the hopes of peace. 

‘““We know President McKinley has 
worked for peace, but an influence has been 
growing, like a rising tide, and it is now a 
question whether any barrier or embank- 
ment he would set across its progress would 
be strong enough to withstand its force. 

“Spain has shown her willingness to se- 
cure peace by concessions to the last point 
consistent with her national honor. The 
future depends upon the power of the 
American Government in controlling hostile 
public opinion.” 

The comments of the papers upon the sup- 
posed action of the Pope and the conclu- 
sions jumped at were characteristic. The 
Liberal, (Moderate Republican,) for in- 
stance, wanted the “assurance that the 
Pope’s mediation is not a pretext for the 
United States to obtain a delay of some 
months, with the view of recommencing 
later the struggle against Spain, within and 
without Cuba,” and expressed the belief 
that Spain ‘‘ should await the answer which 
— will certainly give to the Pope’s 
offer.” 

The revolutionary Pais, while welcoming 
peace from whatever quarter it comes ‘as 
enabling Spain to repair the material losses 
of two crue! wars,” inclined to the opinion 
that the Pope is in favor of Cuban inde- 

ndence, quoting an interview which an 

talian newspaper man had with the Pope 
in March last to confirm this statement, and 
also suggesting that the Spanish pastorals 
were “‘ part and parcel of a mature Vatican 
scheme to secure on the same basis the 
Silvellist policy and sell the island.”’ 


DENIAL FROM CARDINAL GIBBONS. 


Did Not Interview Mr. McKinley and 
Has Not Seen Him for Some Time. 


BALTIMORE, April 4.—Cardinal Gibbons 
was asked to-day about his reported inter- 
view with President McKinley yesterday in 
Tegard to the mediation of the Pope in the 
trouble between Spain and the United States, 


He said: 

“There is not a word of truth in it. I 
have not seen the President for some time. 
Nevertheless, I hope for peace, and to-day, 
I am glad to say, the outlook appears to be 
better. War is always to be deplored, and 
history shows that, as a rule, matters have 
always been worse after it than before. The 
ruin and distress are incalculable. 

“‘I have conversed with many famous of- 
ficers on the subject of war and have never 
found one who liked it. Such men never 
draw their swords but as the last resort. 
The conservative and thoughtful people of 
the country evidently do not desire war and 
seem to be united in the feeling. that the 
whole question may be safely left to Presi- 
dent McKinley and, in spite of a few excita- 
ble folk, to Congress as well.” 


DECRY THE POPE’S MEDIATION. 


Baptist Ministers Send a Protest to 
President McKinley. 


At the regular meeting of the Baptist min- 
isters, held yesterday at 182 Fifth Avenue, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

In view of the published suggestion from Madrid 
that the Pope mediate between Spain and the 
United States in the Spanish and Cuban dif- 
ficulty, we, the members of the New York Baptist 
Ministers’ Conference, desire to utter an em- 
phatic protest against any present or future 
recognition of the Pope by our Government. We 
regard such recognition as in direct violation of 
the principle of separation between the Church 
and the State which has been thoughtfully adopt- 
ed by us. 

It would be a precedent likely to be used in 
future to our discomfort, if not to the disturb- 
ance of civic affairs. While appreciating the 
propriety of his counsel to the Church which 
recognizes him as its religious instructor and 
head, we do not regard him as having any of- 
fice with which our Government should hold of- 
ficial relations. 

The resolution was introduced by the Rev. 
A. 8. Hobart, pastor of the Baptist Church 
at Yonkers. A copy of the resolution was 
sent to President McKinley. 


QUESTION IN THE COMMONS, 


British Government Unable to Confirm 
Report of Papal Mediation. 


LONDON, April 4.—Mr. Michael Davitt, 
member for South Mayo, in the House of 
Commons to-day asked if the report con- 
cerning the selection of the Pope as me- 
diator in the Cuban difficulty was true. 

Mr A J. Balfour, the Acting Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs and Govern- 
ment leader, 1n reply said the Government 
had received a report on the subject from 
Madrid, but it did not bear out the state- 
ment in details, and if the question was re- 
peated to-morrow he would be in a _.posi- 
tion to give fuller information.

A LIVELY DAY IN STOCKS. 


The Market Opens with an Upward 


Rush and a Scramble of the 
Bears to Cover. 


There was a scramble of shorts to cover 
at the opening of the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday, which, in the first half hour of the 
dealings, converted the floor into a bed- 
lam of wild and excited outcries, and the 
most staid and decorous of the brokers 
were as gesticulative and vehement as any. 
While the opening trading recalled the bear 
panic of March 29, the results were not so 
important, as the transactions of the day 
in shares were small, only 350,000, against 
the 858,000 of the Monday before, and $1,- 
700,000 in sales of bonds, against $3,335,000 
on the previous Monday. 

The struggle for stocks was precipitated 
by the buoyancy of the London market and 
the tendency to advances was maintained 
by pacific reports from Washington. After 
the rush of the first hour or so there was 
a reaction on profit taking by those who 
speculated on Saturday on an upward turn. 

On the subsequent conflicting news from 
the Capitol and Europe the market fol- 
lowed the mercurial course of several days 
last week. At all times there was ner- 
vous tension, but there were spells when 
the dealings were dull and featureless, The, 
speculative and professional element neither 
eliminated the short interest nor created a 
line of longs of importance, and the ex- 


pectancy and groping-in-the-dark charac- 
teristics of the recent season of advances 
and declines bade fair to continue when the 
market closed quietly and irregularly. 

There was nothing of singular importance 
in the net results of the day. Of the sev- 
enty stocks actively dealt in, five neither 
advanced nor receded—American Telegraph, 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, Laclede Gas, 
Southern Railway, and Wheeling and Lake 
Erie—and five declined—Consolidated Ice, 1 
point, to 29; Duluth preferred, 1%, to 5; 
Central Railroad of New erty, %, to 91%; 
Twin City, %, to 19%, and abash pre- 
ferred, %, to 15%. 

The average of net = for the other 
sixty stocks was less than 1%. Eliminat- 
ing from them nine stocks the most active- 
ly dealt in, and Lackawanna, which scored 
the highest advance of the day—5% points,

CLARA BARTON’S SUMMONS 


Government Wanted to Consult 
Her Regarding Relief Action 
in Event of War. 


RELIEF SUPPLIES ARE SAFE 


Should Hostilities Begin the Red Cross 
Flag Will Prevent Their Con- 
fiscation — Dr. Lesser’s 
Field Staff Ready. 


It was iearned yesterday at the offices 
of the Cuban Central Relief Committee that 
the real reason for Miss Clara Barton 
leaving Cuba for this country three weeks 
ago was that she had been called to the 
United States by the State Department for 
consultation regarding the mustering of the 
American Red Cross forces for service in 
this country and Cuba in case of war. It 
was thought by the public at the time that 
Miss Barton had left her work among the 
Cuban reconcentrados as a result of a 
misunderstanding between herself and Dr. 
Louis Klopsch, a member of the Relief 
Committee, regarding the Red Cross 
methods of distributing supplies. 

Chairman Stephen E. Barton of the Re- 
lief Committee said yesterday that previous 
to Miss Barton’s return to this country the 
Red Cross was charged simply with the 
distribvtion of supplies, assisting Consul 
General Lee. The work of collecting and 
forwarding the supplies was entirely in the 
hands of the State Department, represented 
by the Relief Committee and Gen. Lee. 

‘The Government realized that in the 
event of war these supplies would not only 
be liable to seizure and confiscation by the 
Spaniards,” said Mr. Barton, “ but the im- 
Menase stores already in Havana awaiting 
distribution would certainly be seized upon 
to feed the Spanish soldiers. Miss Bartoz 
was therefore called here, and the entire 
system of receiving, storing, and distrib- 
uting provisions and clothing was placed in 
the hands of the Red Cross Society. In 
case war should begin to-morrow we have 
arranged to place the Red Cross flag over 
our relief storehouses in Cuba, and the 
relief ship that is to be chartered by us 
will also fly the flag. By the international 
treaty respecting the Red Cross Society, 
to which Spain is a party, the relief work 
in Cuba thus soemeers will go steadily on, 
even though the two countries should be at 
war. Although Spain was one of the orig- 
inal sixteen nations who committed them- 
selves to the original treaty, at the Red 
Cross Co-vention at Geneva in 1864, her 
national society has thus far done no work 
as *# body in Cuba. Gen. Blanco and many 
other — officiais are members, however, 
and it to be presumed that the relief 
system would not be interfered with during 
a war. If Havana were invested, the 
store of provisions for the relief of the 
reconcentrados might sorely tempt the 
Spanish soldiers to loot, but a single act 
of depredation upon the Red Cross ware- 
houses would call forth the condemnation, 
if not the active intervention, of other pow 
ers, parties to the treaty.”’ 

Miss Barton, who left Tampa last night 
for Havana, was actively engaged while 
here in gathering the resources of the Red 
Cross Society for hospital work in the field. 
It was stated at the offices of the Cuban 
Relief Committee yesterday that a full 
corps of su ns and trained nurses had 
been selected, and are now holding them- 
selves in readiness for a call to service, Dr. 
A. 8S. Lesser of the society, who returned 
from Havana last Wednesday, it was an- 
nounced, has already secured his staff and 
equipments for field work. He has been ap- 
pointed Surgeon General. 

There is no cessation in the steady stream 
of contributions which has poured into the 
Relief Committee's hands since its forma- 
tion. Advices were received yesterday that 
the second section of the Oregon donation, 
consisting of seven carloads of provisions, 
had left Portland. Two carloads are en 
route from Atlanta. A large shipment was 
received from Newport, and smaller ship- 
ments from at least a score of towns in 
all parts of. the wf Nearly $2,000 has 
already been subscri toward the charter- 
ing of a vessel to carry “ees from New 
York and New Jersey to Cuba. -

MERCHANTS DISCUSS WAR. 


Two Opposing Resolutions Offered 
and Referred to a Committee 
for Report To-morrow. 


The first annual meeting of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Board of Trade 
of New York was held yesterday at 241 
Fifth Avenue. After the transaction of 
routine business Edmond R. Lyons offered 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this board extend to the Presi- 
dent its heartiest commendation upon his states- 
manlike policy, careful prudence, and sage guid- 
ance in the pending controversy between Spain 
and this country; and it is our hope and wish 
that his counsel will be followed and upheld by 
the legislative body of the United States now in 
session at Washington; and be it further 

Resolved, That we look with alarm upon any 
encroachment ‘upon his prerogative, and trust 
Congress will not force a war upon this country 
unless all honorable means, diplomatic or other- 
wise, have been exhausted. 

In discussing the resolution President C. 
C. Shayne said: 

“We have been playing into the hands of 
Spain within the last two months. I be- 
lieve the President has erred in the pacific 


yolicy which he has adopted thus far. I be- 
ieve in his patriotism as much as any man, 
but I do not believe in his advisers, I believe 
he has not the best advisers in Washington. 
Is there an occasion forwar? Iclaimthereis. 
We, as a Nation, have stooa py long enough 
and allbwed a tyrannical Government to 
abuse, lash and whip innocent people and 
drive them like cattle into a cabin to starve. 
I claim that that is sufficient for this coun- 
tdy to warrant it in demanding that Spain 
cease. Let Spain cease her continuance of 
such a policy, and if she does not do so 
peacefully compel her to do so by the 
strength of the Nation’s strong right arm. 
The money changers of Wali Street and 
London cannot control this country. 

“Is there a man in the entire country to- 
day who does not believe that the Maine 
was blown up and 266 lives. sacrificed? 
Spain knows it, and Spain’s guilty knowl- 
edge has been exposed through Weyler’s 
letter. Our duty in this present crisis is 
to call upon the President to say to Spain: 
‘ Withdraw your ariny from Cuba, pay us 
$10,000,000 for the loss of the Maine, and 
give us an answer within fifteen days.’ ’’ 

J. A, Hevkman, Secretary of the board, 
offered the following substitute for the 
resolutions introdyced by Mr. Lyons, and 
on his motion both sets of resolutions were 
referred to the National Legislative Com- 
mittee, with instructions to report to-mor- 
row: 

Resolved, That we are opposed to any continu- 
ance of the present diplomatic negotiations, which 
are based upon a false assumption of right, and 
— cannot fail to lead to an ignominous fail- 
re. 

Resolved, That we are in favor of the - 
tion of the Cuban insurgents as belligerents, ein 
all rights thereby implied. 

Resolved, That, believing that the destruction 
of the Maine was an act of war, the United 
States Congress is hereby requested to take the 
necessary and proper action as provided by the 
Constitution of the United States. 

The following officers were elected for the 
current year: President—C. C. Shayne; 
Second Vice President—R. M. Walters; Sec- 
retary—J. A. Heckman; Treasurer—William 
H, Lent. James Talcott was elected First 
Vice President, but declined to serve, say- 
ing that his business engagements would 
not permit it.

Commander Wilde, who has 
charge of the ram, was directed to sail for 
the open sea without a definite destination 
and this order was accompanied with sealed 
orders which are not to be opened till deep 
water is reached.

They Would Accept It Only as a 
Precursor to the Recognition 
of Their Independence. 


SPANISH TROOPS MUST LEAVE 


A Statement Attributed to Col. J. J. 
McCook and Discredited—Senator 
Lodge Not a Peace Man at 
This Juncture. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—It was learned 
from the highest authority that the Ad- 
ministration was informed to-day that the 
Republican Government of Cuba would not 
accept any scheme of autonomy, and that 
it would agree to an armistice with Spain 
only upon the conditions, first, that it should 
be clearly understood that Cuban independ- 
ence would be recognized immediately, or 
at the close of the armistice; and second, 
that the United States would guarantee the 
carrying out on the part of Spain of the 
first condition. 

The armistice, in view of the Cuban Gov- 
ernment, should be for no other reason 
than the making of arrangements for the 
withdrawal of the Spanish troops, and for 
the protection of Spanish citizens on the 
island. This is not the kind of armistice 
that has been suggested in the various 
plans attributed to the President, Col. J. 
J. McCook of New York, and others. It 
is, however, the only kind of armistice, ac- 
cording to the emphatic assertions of the 
Republican Government of Cuba, that the 
revolutionists are willing ts consider in 
wWfat they regard as the successful condi- 
tion of their struggle with Spain. 

A prominent Senator, who called at the 
Navy Department to-day, said that, no mat- 
ter what the President’s message may be, 
the majority of the Senate and of the House 
would found to favor the immediate rec- 
ognition and guarantee of the independence 
or Cuba. The department regards this as 
an assurance that forcible intervention must 


follow in a few days, and that forcible in- 
tervention can mean nothing short of war. 


Story Attributed to Col. McCook. 


The statement was given out at the White 
House to-day, in a manner that made it 
seem semi-official at least, that Col. Mc- 
Cook had said that he was the represent- 
ative of the Cubans as well as their best 


friend, and that he knew that they were 
willing to accept an armistice looking to- 
ward a scheme of a that would be 
broader and more liberal than the present 
programme of Spain. 

As this was exactly along the lines of the 
President’s supposed policy of last week, 
it soon became current, and was repeated 
about the White House as having received 
the President’s indorsement. It has been 
also intimated that it had materially af- 
fected Mr, McKinley’s attitude and had led 
him to modify the message to Congresg 
that he is to send in Wednesday morning. 

Col. McCook, according to the statement 
as reiterated about the President’s office, 
said that the Cubans were anxious for a 
suspension of hostilities in order to consider 
terms of peace along the lines of a suzer- 
ainty or Canadian autonomy, and they 
would be glad to have the President’s good 
offices toward this end. He added, accord- 
ing to the same statement, that the 150,000 
reconcentrados, a large part of whom is 
composed of women and children, are starv- 
ing to death, and that war at this juncture 
would complete their ruin, and that with 
three armies, that of the United States, that 
ef Spain, and that of Cuba, fighting in the 
island, there would be nothing left but a 
waste when peace was reached. 

These were almost identically the same 
statements that had been made on Satur- 
day by a representative of vested interests 
in Cuba, but they were so emphatically 
given out to-day from the White House that 
they caused something of a sensation, as 
they seemed to put the entire Cuban situa- 
tion in a new aspect. 


Business Circles Not Afraid of War. 


As soon, however, as it was learned that 
the statements had been taken quite seri- 
ously they were repudiated, and it was said 
in correction that Col. McCook had not 
called at the White House at all, and that 
the statements sent out from there had been 


casually heard on the streets as attributed 
to Col. McCook. It was postively denied 
that the President had anything to do with 
the matter, had not commented on the re- 
port of Col. McCook’s views, and was 
still firmly intrenched on the poatom taken 
uw by him last Saturday, as fully reported in 

HE NEW YORK TIMBEs of Sunday; and so 
the rumor with its sensation fell to the 
ground. 

Col. McCook did call at the Navy Depart- 
ment, however, but made no statement of 
this nature while there. According to indis- 
putable authority, he was not in a peaceful 
frame of mind on the Cuban question. He 
said that the reconcentrados would suffer 
whether war is declared or an armistice 
granted, or if the state of half war and 
rapine continues, but he did not subscribe 
to the doctrine of peace at any price. It 
was understood in the department that 
he held the view of the best element of the 
business world, that peace would be desira- 
ble if it can be obtained in an honorable 
and otherwise satisfactory way, but that it 
is not desirable if it must be obtained in 
any way that will bring discredit upon the 
courage or the humanitarian sentiment of 
this country. 

It was said that he believes that peace is 
not indispensable to the United States. He 
was accompanied by Senator Lodge, who is 
not a peace man, in this juncture. It is 
understood, also, that Senator Lodge ex- 
pressed similar views. The impression the 
visit of these gentlemen left upon the Navy 
Department was that the business circles 
of the country are not so opposed to war 
as they have been represented to be, but 
that they prefer war to a retreat at this 
stage, when retreat would have on it some 
of the stains of cowardice or inhumanity. 


ARMISTICE FOR SPANIARDS. 


Blanco and the Antonomists May De- 
clare It Without Consuiting the 
Enemy—Rubens on Dr. Klopsch. 


According to advices received in the city 
yesterday, the appeal of the Autonomist 
Government to the insurgents for an 
armistice will be followed by a _  de- 
cree of the Captain General and the 
Autonomist Government declaring an 
armistice without regard to the insurg- 
ents. Just how an armistice could be made 
effective without the consent of the enemy 
was not made apparent, but that such was 
the intention of the officials in Havana, it 
was said, would be made known in a day 
or two, when the decree would be published 
in the Gaceta Oficial. 

Regarding the appeal to the insurgents, a 
member of the Junta in this city said yes- 
terday: ‘It is merely a proclamation that 
cannot possibly reach the insurgents in the 
field. It will be published and posted, but 
ignored. The officials at Washington will 
know how to measure the significance of 
this move on the part of the Spaniards, be- 
cause they know at Washington that the 
members of the Autonomist Cabinet are but 
the puppets of Blanco. It is really a mani- 
festo issued by the Spanish Captain General, 
who presumes to address the insurgents as 
fellow-Cubans over the names of those same 
puppets. They would not dare to seek a 
personal conference with the Cuban Gener- 
als for the purpose of discussing an armis- 
tice, because they know that the insurgents 
will listen to no proposition but absolute in- 
dependence, and have given warning that 


the fate of a spy and a traitor awaits any 
one who becomes the bearer of other over- 
cares. They have not forgotten the fate of 
Ru Lo 
Horatio S. Rubens, when spoken to in re- 
gard to the appeal for an armistice, said: 
“The Cubans will reject any proposition 
that does not provide for independence as 
a preliminary to other steps. The Spaniards 
tried to force autonomy on us by means of 
gery operations. hey signally failed. 
They then tried bribery on a large scale to 
attain the same object, but without avail. 
“There would appear to be nothing more 
which they could do to dissuade the Cu- 
bans from fighting for absolute independ- 
ence. If Spain now declares an armistice, 
it would simply strengthen the Cubans in 
their conviction that Spain’s rule in Cuba is 
at an end; that she is exhausted, beaten, 
but zt with her usual diplomatic bad faith 
would try to turn defeat into victory. 
“The declaration of an armis 
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Spain would be the acknowledgment of the 
belligerency of the Cubans, and consequently 
of the strength of the revolution which they 
denied.”’ 

Mr. Rubens was asked if the Junta had 
any statement to make concerning the ut- 
terances recently attributed to Dr. Klopsch, 
He replied: . 

“If this country takes the statement of 
Dr. Klopsch, who associated only with Span- 
iards while he was in Cuba, instead of the 
statements made by the Senators who made 
tours of inspection and the Consular offi- 
cers, wé should be very much surprised. 
Asked what he thought of the prediction 
also attributed to Dr. Klopsch of the dire 
consequences of turning the island over to 
the insurgents, Mr. Rubens in replying in- 
timated that from one whose perspective 
in the observation of facts was so at vari- 
ance with that of others who had gone to 
Cuba for ocular evidence, too much should 
not be expected in the way of propaesy. 

“As for the Cubans,” he said, “ we are 
practical men, and have no_ imagination. 
We know that a people capable of sustain- 
ing a war for three years and keéping up 
a disciplin« in the army which is wonderful, 
when you remember that the men are fight- 
ing purely from patriotism, and without any 
pay and under the worst possible conditions, 
who have had abroad, prior to and during 
the revolution, an organization which has 
stood together as one man for the common 
cause, and among whom the majority of 
the educated people were educated in the 
Republie of France and in this country; 
such a people, we know, should be capable 
of governing themselves. At any rate, if 
they could not get along under republican 
| Abert warp they will not be able to govern 

hemselves under the most liberal form of 
autonomy as proposed by Spain. 

“The result of Mr. Klopsch’s observation, 
therefore, is that Cuba must be left to the 
tender mercies of the Spanish Government, 
which is incapable of administering politi- 
cal justice at home, much less to her col- 
onies.’’ 

Dr. Louis Klopsch has issued a statement 
denying certain remarks that had been at- 
tributed to him concerning his visit to 
Washington. He denies that he went to 
see the President with a ‘ peace-at-any- 

rice’ object, and says his meeting with 

r. McKinley was wholly at the suggestion 
of Assistant Secretary Day. 

The published statement that he de- 
clared autonomy in Cuba to be a success, he 
says, is unfounded. Dr. Klopsch says that 
a fair trial of autonomy is favored by the 
conservative element in Cuba, which looks 
upon the experiment hopefully. He says 
that in the event of war the reconcentrados 
would be the first to suffer. 


THE AUTONOMISTS’ MANIFESTO. 


Appeal to All Bearing Arms in Cuba 
te Cease Hostilities and Consider 
How to Secure Peace. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The home-rule 
Government of Cuba, through the Cuban 
Cabintt, of which Premier Galvez is the 
head, to-day issued a manifesto appealing 
to all those bearing arms in Cuba, insurg- 
ents as well as Spaniards, by mutual con- 
sent and understanding to cease hostilities 
and consider a re-establishment of peace on 
a strong and firm basis. The manifesto 
will appear in an extraordinary issue of the 
Official Gazette, probably to-day, explaining 
the benefits of none rule, declaring that the 
Colonial Constitution may be reformed on 


broad lines, and making a patriotic call for 
the celebration of peace, after a previous 
understanding and mutual consent. 

One of the paragraphs of the manifesto 
says: 

“The provisional Government ardently 
desires, as facts prove, that all Cubans, 
with no exception whatever, should unite 
in the noble and wise undertaking of re- 
storing peace and harmony upon a strong 
and enduring basis. The provisional Gov- 
ernment, by its own inspiration and also as 
a faithful interpreter of the warm wishes 
of the Government of the mother country, 
addresses itself to the Cubans who are in 
the field, fighting to attain what in reality 
has been attained, the triumph of right and 
justice, with perfect assurance of future 
improvement, and for the orderly and rising 
development of all the resources and ele- 
ments of society. 

“Let the noise of arms cease. Let us 
shake hands. Let us embrace each other 
warmly as brothers of the Cuban country, 
regenerated by sacrifice; let us work united- 
ly to make the Cuban people great, power- 
ful, prosperous. Let us we sons of Cuba, 
come to a frank and loyal understanding 
to deliberate calmly and resolve rightly on 
the best means to reach by common accord, 

eace without dishonor to any one, and with 

onor for ali. Let us suspend hostilities in 

order to hear the voice of patriotism be- 
tween brothers. equally interested in the 
fate of Cuba. 

“The provisional Government comes for- 
ward to take the initiative to attain the 
high ends that have been enumerated, 
solemnly offering every assurance and al- 
ways relying on the approbation of the 
Government of the mother country.” 


CUBANS WILL NOT COMPROMISE. 


No Armistice Until Their Indepen- 


dence Is Recognized, Says Quesada. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senor Quesada, 
representing the Cuban Junta in Washing- 
ton, said to-day: 

“The Cubans will never consent to an 
armistice until their independence is recog- 
nized. Until that time they will not cease 
fighting. When independence is recognized 
the Cubans will consent to an armistice for 
the settlement of the conditions in the isl- 
and.” 

This statement was made in reply to a 
query as to what the Cubans would do 
with regard to the recent appeal by the 
Cuban autonomist Cabinet. 


HAVANA MAN SAYS NO WAR. 


Spain, He Will Withdraw 
Peaceably in May—English Ac- 


Asserts, 


tive in Investments. 


Acting on information received from a 
prominent business man of Havana, who 
has large interests in Cuba, James C. Hol- 
den, President of the National Safe De- 
posit Company, has been endeavoring for 
some weeks to form a syndicate to buy up 
sugar estates in Cuba, from which, so Mr. 


Holden’s informant writes, there is bound 
in time to be a fortune realized, and which 
can now be purchased very cheaply. So far 
Mr. Holden has met with no success. He 
anticipated none, as investors, he says, are 
very shy of Cuban property while affairs 
are in their present unsettled condition. 

The letters of the Havana merchant as- 
sert, however, that war is not a probabil- 
ity, and Mr. Holden says that his correspon- 
dent is in a position to know whereof he 
writes. In a letter to Mr. Holden, sent 
from Havana on March 16 last, his corre- 
spondent says: 

Referring to the present political situation, I 
can say that there is no foundation in war talk. 
Matters here will be arranged to the satisfaction 
of the United States without the firing of a 
gun either by Spain or the United States, all 
the reports of strained relations notwithstanding. 

In a letter written on March 23, Mr. 
Holden’s correspondent says: 

In regard to the situation here I reiterate that 
Spain, after a show of resistance, will give in 
to the United States and leave the island. Such 
is a pre-arranged affair between Washington and 
Madrid. All indications here point that way. 

As I plainly indicated before, Uncle Sam is to 
have his own way i!n all respects, and Spain will 
be compelled to evacuate this island on or about 
the middle of May. Such will be brought about 
without any war. English capitalists, whose 
representatives are now here, have been buying 
up about fifteen cigar factgries, big and little, 
and: have deposited with a foreign banking house 
£100,000, about 12%4 per cent. of the total pur- 
chase price. This happened twelve days ago. 
Another syndicate acquired about 500 square 
miles of land for £50,000, and so it goes, and we 
who have the best chances in the world are let- 
ting our opportunities slip. What a pity it is to 
have to reeord stc. a d'smal tale. 

The final letter from the Havana man 
was receivea yesterday, after Mr. Holden 
had written that buyers were shy and the 
formation of a syndicate now not possible. 
It says: 

I regret that you do not seem to take my sug- 
gestions about forming a syndicate as suggested 
in my report of the 16th inst. It is really as- 
tonishing that so many brilliant chances tre al- 
lowed to pass by without being utilized by peo- 
ple in the States. Well, what is their loss is 
FEngland’s gain. Many of their representatives 
ar2 active just now, as explained in the previous 
letters.

Believed that One Hundred Per- 
‘sons Lost Their Lives in the 
Rush of Waters. 


SCENES DESOLATION 


A Telephone Operator Gave Warning 
of the Approaching Waters and 
Escaped with His Instruments 
—Relief for Starving People. 


OF 


RIDGEWAY, Ill., April 4.—The latest 
news from Shawneetown shows that the first 
reports of the flood were exaggerated. It 
is believed that the death list will not ex- 
ceed 100, and may not run over 50. The 
lighting plant was destroyed, and in 
the flickering gaze of lanterns and electric 
lights from the steamers the _ search 
in the town for bodies is made. 

‘the Mayor of the town has telephoned to 
meighboring towns that a quarter of the 
population has been lost. The towns along 
the Ohio River and in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Shawneetown have responded liberal- 
ly with supplies, and there are now half a 
dozen boats en route to the town with pro- 
visions and clothing, while Gov. Tanner 
has sent a special train from Springfield 
with emergency rations and beds and cioth- 
ing for 2,” people, which will greatly alle- 
viate the sy.ierings of the people. The train 
was given the right of way from Spring- 
field to as ciose a point as possible to 
Shawneetown, : 

Sunday was a beautiful day, and hun- 
dreds of people were along the levees that 
are built at the north and south ends of 
the town and as a result many escaped 
death. Many of those who perished turned 
back at the first alarm in an effort to save 
Valuables in the house. 

There are score: of stories told of heroic 
deeds. One man was seen on the roof of his 


house, but slipped off into the flood in an 
eiiort to rescue a woman who was clinging 
to a part of - house. 

Another man was safe on a section of a 
roof and leaped off to rescue a baby. He 
Saved the child, but was lost himself. At 
the first alarm hundreds ran for the boats 
tied up at the wharf and for the levee and 
high hills back of the town, never stopping 
to gather up household goods or valuables, 
and escaped. 


Telephone Manager Gave Warning. 


George Benneker, the manager of the 
Cumberiand Telephone Company, when he 
looked out of the window and saw the flood 
coming, telephoned to Mount Vernon that 
the town was doomed, and then escaped. 


The cry that the north levee had broken 
was spread with lightning rapidity through 
the town. The noise caused by the break 
was heard for miles. 

Those who acted ~romptly and ran for 
safety escaped, but the majority of those 
who did not heed the warning and hesi- 
tated were lost. To-night water stands 
over nearly every foot of the town, the 
business section being under from ten to 
twenty feet, and other sections to three and 
four teet. 

The entire business section of the city, it 
is believed, has been ruined, as in many of 
the stores the water is above the counters 
and in others it has reached the ceiling and 
is pouring into the upper floors. 

The town had just purchased a mammoth 
ump in St. Louis, a.d this led many to 
elieve that there was no danger of the 
leve. which cost $350,000, giving way, al- 
though the river was very high. 

he rush of water was stopped when it 
got to the south levee and the town began 
to fill. Men, women, and children fied for 
their lives. Four feet of the front levee re- 
mained out of water. To tnis slight hope 
for life clung humans and animals, all fight- 
ing for a foothold. The Court House, bank 
building, and Riverside Hotel soon filled 
with people. 

The Riverside to-night is a refuge for 400 
women and children. Not a pound of pro- 
visions has been saved, and very little fur- 
niture, the town being surrounded by a 
levee. All bodies will be recovered when 
the water recedes. 


Sunday School Children Escaped. 


A line of big hills rises a mile back from 
the town. To this rushed the people in 
tears. Some reached the hills, many did 
not. To see anxious ones seeking those 
whom they will not find until the waters 


give up the dead is far more pitiful than 
eo 2” describe. 

The rain came to a stand yesterday and 
Jacoacu curee feet and over of reaching the 
top.

The Sunday schools had just let out, and 
most of the children were walking on the 
levee.

After his first escape, Manager Benecker 
of the telephone company secured a boat 
and fought his way through the torrent to 
the foot hills with his instruments, and 
tapped the wire to Mount Vernon, Ind., and 
Evansville, which he notified as well as he 
could of the extent of the terrible calamity. 
Mayor Aiken of Evansville reported he had 
two boats. 


Rescued Sixty-seven Persons. 


Two thousand people are huddled on the 
levee and in the hotel to-night, and not a 
mouthful of food is in sight. The relief 
boats from Evansville are hourly expected. 
The force of water was so great that 
two-story frame houses. were crushed like 
ehells. Many people sought refuge in these 
frame buildings, because they were safe in 
otW#tr floods. The ferryboat and another

Floating on a house roof. the father and 
mother had perished.

At 8 o’clock to-night the steamers Isabel 
ard Royal have arrived from Evansville 
with some provisions, but not near enough 
to feed the starving people. To add to the 
manifold horrors to-day a cold rain has 
blown from east from off the river. The 
people on the levee have no protection 

whatever.

Father Buckman Rang a Church Bell. 


Mrs, Harriet Dumont was one of the arri- 
vals to-night from the flooded district. Mrs, 
Dumont, in company with a friend, was 
walking along the levee at the time the 
break occurred. She said: 


“It was about 4:25 in the afternoon when 
we were startled by hearing the bells of the 
churches clanging. People began running in 
all directions, and somebody shouted that 
the levee had broken We ran to my friend’s 
home and went up stairs. Within ten 
minutes the water came pouring down the 
street, and within twenty minutes more it 
had risen almost to the second floor of the 
house. My friend’s husband then came to 
us with a skiff and took us to the Riverside 
Hotel. The first alarm was given by Father 
Buckman, who began ringing the bell of the 
Church' of the Immaculate Conception.”’ 

The lower portions of Carmi, Ill., on the 
Wabash River, is entirely flooded. The wa- 
ter reaches half way to the second stories 
of the houses. 

Gov. Tanner this afternoon started from 
ceeaoee 100 tents, blankets enough for 

people and a sufficient amount of pre- 
pared food for the immediate relief of 1,200 
peop:e. He also wired W. 8S. Phillips, Presi- 
dent of the Gallatin County Bank here, to 
draw upon him for $3,000 as an immediate 
fc f fund.

Many Negroes Unable to Escape. 


Edward Flake, whose wife was drowned 
to-day, said there were fifteen people in his 
house when the flood struck the building. 
Only himself and one other succeeded in 
escaping. Mr. Flake was hysterical from 


grief and could not give the names of the 
thirteen who were lost. Marsh Callicutt, 
the son of W. Callicutt, who perished, made 
a heroic effort to save his parents. 

He secured a rowboat and got within forty 
feet of the home where his mother and 
father were imprisoned, but the swift cur- 
rent prevented him from coming nearer. 
The parents stood in the yard, in water to 
their armpits, awaiting the arrival of the 
boat. Suddenly a wave swept them into 
the current, and they were drowned before 
their son’s eyes. 

George Harrietson, a merchant, seized his 
little grand-daughter when the water struck 
his store, and, holding her above his head, 
waded, armpit deep, toward higher ground. 
A boat picked them both out of the water. 
David Rookendoffer and wife were in their 
home directly in the pe of the huge wave 
that swept through the broken dike. Their 
little son in the yard saw the wave coming 
and hurriedly climbed a tree. 

The father and mother had time to rush 
up stairs before the house was swept from 
its foundations. They climbed to the roof 
as the house floated off, and heard their 
little. son in the tree crying, ‘‘ Good-bye, 
puya and mamma.”’ The agonized parents 
were powerless to go to his assistance, and 
in a few moments the ‘house had been car- 
ried beyond the reach of the boy’s voice. 
They floated from the north levee to the 
south levee, the distance of a mile, and 
were taken off in safety. The little boy 
was subsequently rescued. Mr. Rooken- 
doffer suid that as he floated down the 
current on the house top he saw people 
drowning on all sides. 

The colored quarter of the city was com- 
pletely inundated. It is believed that a 
large number of colored people perished, as 
the ground was flooded in a twinkling, and 
to-night the water is twenty-five feet deep 
in that locality. Every means is used to 
provide food and shelter for the hundreds 
of homeless refugees. Last night all build- 
ings situated on high ground were crowded. 
Hundreds are to-night sleeping on the river 
banks under such rude shelter as they can 
construct. 


Loss of Life in the Bottoms. 


PADUCAH, Ky., April 4.—According to 
news received here to-night Shawneetown 
was not the only point that suffered from 
the bursting of the levee. The water has 
. spread over a wide area of farming country 


above and below Shawneetown, doing in- 
calculable damage and causing, it is said, 
some loss of life in the bottoms. The names 
of the victims in the country could not be 
learned. Boats loading for up-river points 
to-morrow will carry many from this city 
who have friends and relatives in Shawnee- 
town. 

It is impossible to get a correct list of the 
dead. Great uneasiness and distress exists 
here. A relief meeting will be held at once 
in Paducah, and a fund subscribed, for the 
benefit of the sufferers at Shawneetown. 
aeey volunteer subscriptions are being 
made. 


TALE OF AN EYE-WITNESS. 


A River Sailor Saves Himself with 
Others on a Wharf Boat and 
Sees the Flood. 


PADUCAH, Ky., April 4—When death 
swept into ill-starred Shawneetown yester- 
day on the crest of a mighty flood, there 
were few who watched the progress of the 
monster that lived to tell the awful] tale. 
But among the eye-witnesses who lived is 
Edward Waiton, who has reached Paducah. 
Walton is a steamboat hand; he had left 
the packet at Shawneetown, and was spend- 
ing an idle Sunday afternoon in that vil- 
iage when the levee broke. Possibly, of all 


those in Shawneetown, he had the clear- 
est view of disaster. 

Walton says a wall of water twenty feet 
high came without warning. The first inti- 
mation he had was when he heard a roaring 
behind him to the north, as he lounged 
along the bank of the main levee. Then he 
saw the yellow torrent coming. He declares 
that it looked like a low hill, the spreading 
waters forming the sloping sides, and the 
crest of the flood the top. 

Walton was near the wharf boat. Real- 
izing what had happened he ran for that 
vantage ground and reached its decks as 
the waters began to fill the streets and 
yards of the well-kept place. Hundreds re- 
siding in the front part of town were, like 
Warner, more fortunate than those living 
in the lower part. They caught an inkling 
of the oncoming disaster, and fear of an 
awful death gave them speed. Men, women, 
end children ran like deer. The big, clumsy 
wharf boat, anchored at the narrow iand- 
ing, offered a place of refuge. The panic- 
stricken mob poured on board, and none too 
soon, 

In a few moments the land they had left 
was submerged, but, safe for the time bein 
upon their ark of salvation, they wachet 
the destruction of their homes and the 
death of family, friends, and neighbors. 

Walton assisted women and children on 
board the wharf boat; then he watched the 
hideous panorama that spread out below in 
this second Johnstown. 

In less than fifteen minutes Shawneetown 
was lost. From where Walton stood he had 
a good vie-y of the town. Once he passed 
through a cyclone on the Upper Mississippi, 
but he declared that its terrors were feeble 
compared to the power of the flood at 
Shawneetown yesterday. Big houses, 
sta \chly built, were overturned and smaller 
ones were carried away. He saw one man 
slide off a floating roof to help a child 
which clung to some floating wreckage, and 
both perished before his eyes. Victims 
would run from their houses before the 
water reached them, but by the time they 
had traveled a few rods the waters would 
overtake them and then the end was speedy. 

A few strong swimmers saved themselves, 
but some were engulfed in the huge wave. 
For the women and children and older per- 
sons there was no hope. One or two who 
gained some piece of drifting débris kept 
their heads above water for a little while, 
but most of them finally perished. Walton 
watched a mass of lumber from a millyard 
come right down the middle of a street with 
two young men upon it. When he looked 
again the timbers were scattered and the 
youths were gone, 

“TIT never saw anything rise like that wa- 
ter,” said he. ‘‘It seemed to me that it 
was hardly a minute before the flood was 
twenty feet deep and was up to the second 
story of houses down in the lower part of 
the town. A whole lot of people, I heard, 
were caught in a church ana drowned be- 
fore they got out of doors. The water ran 
down the streets swifter than any river 
channel I ever saw. I noticed a man start 
to climb out of a second-story window into 
a tree after he found that he could not run, 
but the water was right up around his feet 
in a second. He saved himself, but he had 
to move as fast as lightning.”’ 


Shawneetown, Ill. 


Shawneetown is a post village and the 
county seat of Gallatin County, Ill. It is 
on the Ohio River, about 62 miles below 
Evansville and 162 miles by rail southeast 
of Springfield. It is the southeastern ter- 
minus of the Springfield Division of the 
Ohio and Mississippi Railroad, and is on the 


St. Lous and Southeastern Railroad. It 
contained a Court House, five churches, a 
National bank, a banking house, a large 
hotel, three newspaper offices, two steam 
grist mills, a foundry, a machine shop, and 
manufactures of wagons, staves, sash, 
blinds, &c. Coal was mined there, and 
there are lead deposits near the place. The 
population numbered about 2,000.

CUBANS HtAR OF A PLAN 


H. S. Rubens Protests Vigorously 
Against an Alleged Scheme 
of Intervention. 


MONEY INTERESTS ACCUSED 


Charged with Pushing a Proposition 
to Seize Cuba and Hold It for 
the Expenses of War and 
a Maine Indemnity. 


The general tenor of reports from Wash- 
ington yesterday were of such a nature as 
to cause great satisfaction among the 
crowds of Cubans who gathered in the 
waiting room at the headquarters of the 
Junta, in New Street. Yet there were evi- 
dences of high nervous tension, hinging on 
the prospective message of the President 
and the anticipation of what the week may 
bring forth. 

It was not commonly known, however, 
among the Cubans that any question caus- 
ing misgivings had arisen among their lead- 
ers. ‘‘ Will Cuba be free?” is the question 
that has thus far brought forth only one 
answer from those in authority at the 
Junta. In the fight with Spain they have 
ever shown the’ utmost hope of the ultimate 
outcome, and in reply to all the reports of 
alleged propositions from this country to 
Spain looking to the pacification of the isl- 
and without the proviso of independence 
first, they have invariably said that the 
Uniced States could oring the Cubans to 
terms on such a basis only at the point of 
the bayonet, but that the people of this 
country would never ally themselves with 
the Spanish monarchy against an oppressed 
people, who were only following their own 
illustrious example. 

In the armistice plan, as originally dis- 
cussed, by which it was understood the 
United States Government was to use its 


influence to secure the agreement of the in- 
surgents, the Junta saw only an attempt on 
the part of Spain to bring about an antag- 
onism between the Cubans and Americans, 
It was not believed, however, that by any 
diplomatic arrangement which Spain could 
make the Cubans and the United States 
could be arrayed against each other. There 
is no fear now that Spain may accomplish 
such a result, but a new ground for appre- 
hension has arisen. 


Mr. Rubens Shows Feeling. 


Horatio S. Rubens, counsel for the Junta, 
rarely displays an emotional side to his 
character, but h2 spoke with very evident 


feeiing yesterday when he made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I am informed,” said he, “on reliable 
authority that the financial element among 
the so-called ‘ peace-at-any-price’ men, 
finding that action is inevitable on the 
Cuban question by the United States, now 
propose, that instead of recognizing the in- 
dependence of Cuba and then intervening, 
the United States shall simply intervene, 
without recognition of independence, shall 
seize Cuba and hold the island to cover the 
expense of the war and an indemnity for 
the Maine. According to this plan a — 
tense will also be made of seizing the Philip- 
pines and Puerto Rico, but the real object 
will be either to force the Cubans to annex- 
ation with the United States, or to sell the 
island to the highest bidder, which would 
have to be Spain, since this Government 
has gone on record that under no circum- 
stances will the United States tolerate the 
possession of Cuba by any other European 
power than Spain. ; 

“It is intended to ignore absolutely the 
fact that the Cubans have not only for the 
last three years, but also from ‘1868 to 1878, 
fought for independence, and that they have 
made sacrifices of blood and money un- 
equaled in the history of the world. These 
persons would now treat them, not like 
human beings with high political aspira- 
tions, but like cattle which pass as property 
with the title of the land. 


Would Be an Unholy War. 


“The President is quoted as saying that 
he would rather have his Administration go 
down in ignominy than to wage an unholy 
war. To come in at the eleventh hour and 


carry out this programme of the money- 
changers would be the most unholy war 
ever fought under the banner of a republic. 
Rather let the Cubans be exterminated 
fighting like men for independence than to 
be betrayed and sold like slaves. 

“*T cannot believe that the American peo- 
ple would uphold such a movement. Po 
not think that for such a purpose there 
would be any volunteers; the American peo- 
ple would have to be driven to enlistment. 
The Cubans in arms would certainly never 
co-operate for such an object with the 
forces of the United States. 

“The programme involves force as much 
against the Cubans as against the Span- 
iards. The President in his message de- 
nounced as a crime the annexation of Cuba 
by force. To intervene without proviousiy 
recognizing the independence of the Cuban 
Republic is to deprive the Cubans of the 
territory which they have succeeded in oc- 
cupying. of the mi-itary force acquired by 
untold sacrifices, of the advantage of their 
present position at the opening of the wet 
season, and of the independence for which 
alone they have fought against such bar- 
baric methods as have hitherto been un- 
known to civilization.”’ 

Mr. Rubens closed by repeating that any 
plan which failed to provide for the inde- 
pendence of Cuba as a preliminary step 
could be prosecuted, only against the protest 
of the Cubans. 


HEAVY CLAIMS AGAINST SPAIN. 


$16,000,000 Demanded by Americans 
Who Have Suffered in Cuba, 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Claims against 
Spain aggregating $16,000,000 for injury and 
loss incident to the war in Cuba have been 
filed with the State Department by citizens 


of the United States residing in that coun- 
try. They cover claims for personal injury, 
imprisonment, loss of. stock, burning of 
sugar plantations, &c. 

All are properly indexed at the State De- 
partment, and then sent to Minister Wood- 
ford at Madrid, where es are presented to 
the Spanish Government for adjudication. 


CLERGYMAN’S PICTURE OF CUBA, 


Revocation of Reconcentrado Order a 
Farce, Saye the Rev. Bugene May. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Rev. Eu- 
gene May, who has been traveling in Cuba, 
returned to his home here yesterday. His 
report of the conditions in the Island differs 
in no essential detail from that of Senators 
Proctor, Thurston, Gallinger, and others 
who have recently spoken and written on 
the subject. Dr. May says, in addition: 

“The recent revocation of the reconcen- 
trado order is a farce, as the people to 
whom it applies are too ill to work and 
have nothing with which to start had they 
the strength. Blanks have been issued to 


the starving wretches which are to be filled 

out with requisitions for whatever they 

need and sent to Havana. The mockery of 

it is that the farce ends with sending in the 

a Nothing more is ever heard of 
em. 

“The relief work is going forward rapidly 
in 210 towns, but there are between 50,000 
and 110,000 reconcentrados who must die, 
however generous the relief, for they are 
already beyond help.” 


SPANIARDS KILLED *™ AMBUSH. 


Two Hundred Insurgents Surprise 25 
Soldicrs in Puerto Principe. 


HAVANA, April 4.—A Spanish _ report 
says that a party of 200 insurgents, at the 
Plantation of El Dessuldo, Province of 
Puerto Principe, recently surprised twenty- 
tive Spanish soldiers by an ambuscade, kill- 
ing one officer and twelve soldiers and 
wounding six soldiers. 

It ie added that a detachment of 100 
Spanish troops went to the assistance of 
the eres Spaniards, who were sur- 
rounded, ead dispersed the insurgents, in- 
flicting considerable loss upon the enemy.

FOR VOLUNTEER RESERVES. 


Mr. Wheeler of Alabama Introduces a 
Bill in the House. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Representative 
Joseph Wheeler of Alabama introduced a 
bill in the House to-day to provide for the 
organization of volunteer reserves to the 
land and naval forces of the United States. 

The members are to be divided into three 
classes. The First Reserve is to be subject 
to the first call for service in time of war 


or invasion, and the second and third 
classes, to be known as the Second and 
Third Reserves, respectively, are to be sub- 
ject to the second and following calls to fill 
the ranks in the organization to which they 
belong. 

The Adjutant General of the army and 
the Adjutant Generals of the several States 
and Territories are to take charge of ,and 
carry into effect the organization pre- 
scribed. AN officers of and below the grade 
of Colonel in the military reserve and of 
Captain in the naval reserve are to be ap- 
pointed by the Governors of the States. 
Higher officers will be appointed by the 
President when necessary. 

The muster roll of the Volunteer Reserve 
is to be revised on the first day of January 
in each year by the addition of members.

VOLUNTEER RESERVE AFFAIRS, 


Enlistments and Letters of Approval 
Coming In Rapidly. 

Several hundred additional enlistments in 
the National Volunteer Reserve arrived yes- 
terday from all sections of the country, and 
many men of all classes applied personally 
at the reserve headquarters to enlist for 
war with Spain. 

It was said by Secretary Kelley that the 
bill asking for a charter for the organiza- 
tion, together with National sanction for 
the reserve, would be presented by Gen. 
Schofield to Congress to-day. It is expected 


ee the bill will be passed without oppo- 
sition. 

A communication was received from Gen. 
John P. Donohue of Washington, the Na- 
tional Commander of the United Veteran 
Legion, stating that he would be in this 
city Tuesday to lend to the movement what- 
ever aid was in his power. 

Gen. James R. O'Beirne has asked to be 
allowed to join the reserve. He says in his 
letter:

WORK ON COAST DEFENSES. 


Arrangements Made for System of 
Submarine Minés in Harbors, 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—Gen. Wilson. 
Chief of Engineers, has taken action for the 
immediate utilization of the additional al- 
lowance of $1,000,000 made to his depart- 
ment by the President. Orders have been 
given for the resumption of work on forti- 
fications and arrangements have been made 
also for the establishment of a system of 
submarine mines and torpedoes at harbors 
along the coast. where such means of de- 
— are deemed essential in case of hostill- 

re 

These orders have necessitated a partial 
rearrangement of the engineer department 
as at present organized. Nearly all the 
younger members of the corps engaged in 
river and harbor works in the interior have 
been detached from such duty for the pres- 
ent and ordered to report to the officers en- 
gaged in strengthening the defenses of the 
coast by the erection of batteries and sub- 
marine mines, 

This action will not result in any neglect 
in the prosecution of river and harbor work 
in progress, as other arrangements have 
been made for that, but on the other hand 
will enable the department to expedite the 
preparations for the National defense, 


VETERINARIANS TO VOLUNTEER. 


University of Pennsylvania Society 
Would Help in War. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 4.—It has been 
decided at a meeting of the Veterinary Col- 
lege Society of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia to offer the Government the services of 
the members of the society in the event of 
war with Spain. 

The resolution adopted by the meeting 
states in substance that if there should be 
an invasion of Spanish territory and need 
for cavalry, artillery, and wagon trains, the 
members of the society feel that they could 
be of service in maintaining the efficiency 
of the horses and mules employed, and in 
inspecting animals for these branches of the 
service as well as the meat-producing ani- 
mals consumed by the army. 


REGULAR TROOPS READY TO MOVE. 


Infantry at Plattsburg and Cavalry 
at Fort Ethan Allen Prepared. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., April 4.—The Twenty- 
first United States Infantry, stationed at 
the Plattsburg, N. Y., barracks, is held in 
readiness to move at an hour’s notice in 
the event of hostilities with Spain. The 
Delaware and Hudson Railway keeps two 
locomotives and a train of twenty-four cars 
in constant readiness for the prompt trans- 
portation of the regiment to the seaboard. 


Fifteen members of the above-mentioned 
regiment, ae been transferred to the 
Seventh United States Artillery, left Platts- 
burg last night for New York. The United 
States Cavalry in barracks at Fort Ethan 
Allen, near Burlington, Vt., has for several 
days been in a position to move at an hour’s 
notice. A railway train has been placed at 
the disposal of the cavalry. 


Government Land on Staten Island. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 4.—Gov. Black to- 
day formally transferred to the United 
States Government absolute right, title, and 
jurisdiction over the land on Staten Island 
which has been purchased by the Federal 
Government from private individuals to be 
used to form a part of the New York Harbor 
defense. This action on the part of the 
Governor was necessary, although the prop- 
erty belonged to private individuals, because 
the State has bottom title to all its terri- 
tory. The transfer of jurisdiction in cases 
of this character can be made by the Gov- 
erase under authority of Chapter 391 of

Ten-Inch Guns fcr Key West. 


BETHLEHEM, Penn., April 4.—This aft- 
erernoon the Bethlehem Iron Company 
shipped two big ten-inch guns to Key West. 
These, together with one shipped on Satur- 
day, will be loaded on a vessel at Jersey 
City and sent quickly as possible to their 
destination. A disappearing gun carriage 
was also shipped to-day, and another will 
follow in a few days. Every branch of the 
company’s ordnance works is running day 
and night, and scores of extra mechanics 
are at work. The guns and fixings shipped 
to-day weighed fifty tons each. 


More Beef Ordered in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, April 4—G. H. Hammond &

SECRETARY LONG SPEAKS. 


Gives Some Points Concerning the 
Message After a Cabinet Meeting | 
—Satisfactory to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The President 
has completed his Cuban message, and it 
will be presented to Congress on Wednes- 
day. Secretary Long, after the special 
Cabinet meeting to-night, .authorized the 
publication of this statement: . 

The message, which in itself is long, will 
not be accompanied by the Consular re- 
ports dealing with the state of affairs in 
Cuba. These will go to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations of the Senate for their 
private information and will not be made 
public just now. The diplomatic correspond- 
ence between the United States and Spain 
will not be submitted at present. 

The Cabinet meeting lasted from 8 until 
after 11, and was devoted entirely to the 
careful reading and discussion of the Presi- 
dent’s draft of his message. Every member 
of the Cabinet was present. The document 
was gone over point by point, and met with 
the approval of the Cabinet m.every mate- 
rial respect. The only changes made were 
in a few points of verbiage. When the 
meeting was over and the members dis- 
persed, there was a general air of relief 


and satisfaction on all faces, as though the 
air had been cleared of doubt and the mem- 
bers, firmly resolved on what they deemed 
the proper course of action, had ‘set out tu 
follow the course to its logicak conclusion. 
The suspense evidently was_ over. 
Secretary Long apparently’ had’ been 
deputed as spokesman for the meeting, and 
gave the aboye brief statement. . As to the 
character of the. message, he refused to

From the fact that the diplomatic corre- 
spondence is not presented with the messag: 
it is inferred that its main features aré 
touched on in the message itself, whether 
in the form of extracts or merely in sub- 
stance. The fact that the Autonomist Cab- 
inet of Cuba had issued an appeal to the in- 
surgents for an armistice with the idea of 
arranging peace is regarded here by the 
best-informed members of the Administra- 
tion to be simply a covert effort to induce 
the Cubans to sutrender. It is not taken 
seiously, as the opinion is general that the 
insurgents will consider nothing of the 


kind. 
ON PAPAL MEDIATION. 


The London Times Believes that the 
President Gave Some Encour- 
agement to the Idea. 


LONDON, April 5.—The Times says ed- 
itorially this morning: “It is to be sup- 
posed that President McKinley gave some 
encouragement to the idea of Papal media- 
tion, but found the country not likely to 
accept it. The truth is, mediation and ar- 
bitration are very beautiful theoretically, 
but very difficult in practice, and the dif- 
ferences between Spain and the United 


States are too great and too substantial 
to be treated by that rose-water method.” 
The general drift of the editorials in the 
morning papers is that, however desirable 
peace may be, there is little hope left that 
the Pope will succeed, as the insurgents 
are not likely to consent to an. armistice. 
All the forecasts of Presidént McKinley’s 
message regard it as rather warlike: 


BERLIN, April 5.—The Berliner Post says: 
“The attempts at joint European inter- 
vention between Spain and the United 
States failed owing to a divergence of 
views. Emperor William declined to mix 
himself in the affair. It is doubtful if the 
United States at the Pope’s word would 
consent to have a fat morsel torn from its 


grasp.” 
FRANCE PROMPTED BY THE POPE 


M, Hanotaux Induced te Instruct M. 
Cambon to Try and Prevent War. 


LONDON, April 5.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of The Daily News says: 

‘“*I now learn from the best source that, 
besides his action through the American 
prelates in the United States, the Pope 
worked especially through France, inducing 
M. Hanotaux to send to M. Cambon, the 
French Minister at Washington, most pre- 
cise and urgent instructions to do his best 


to prevent war. 

“T am assured also that the Pontiff in- 
duced France to take the initiative for a col- 
lective European action, to take effect at 
Washington and also at Madrid; but at the 
latter only nominally. However, the project 
had to be abandoned, as, while Spain has 
kept the different Cabinets informed of her 
proceedings, the United States, on the con- 
trary, has maintained complete silence.” 


CAPT. CROWNINSHIELD’S TRIP. 


Report that It Referred to the Pur- 
chase of an’ Island, 


From sources believed to be authentic it 
was learned yesterday that when Capt. 
Crowninshield, Chief of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation of the Navy Department, made his 
recent trip among the West Indies, for the 
purpose, as It was eventually reported, of 
studying available coaling stations, he went 
to Samana Bay, at the eastern end of Santo 
Domingo. 

There ‘is an island in Samana Bay which 
belongs to the San Domingan Syndicate in 
which Smith M. Weed is interested. It has 
a particularly fine, deep harbor, and fs re- 


garded in every way as affording unexam- 
pled facilities for a coaling station. The 
position would dominate both Cuba and 
Puerto Rico. 

That the proposal to purchase St. Thomas 
was suddenly abandoned, taken In connec- 
tion with a report that Mr. Weed was 
yesterday in Washington, gave rise to a 
belief yesterday that the Government has 
in view the purchase of the island in 
Samana Bay. It is also said that there 
will be no impediment to successful negotia- 
tion with the San Domingan Government.

CYCLONE IN NEW’ CALEDONIA. 


French Gunboat Sunk, Many Vessels 
Stranded, Buildings Demolished, 
and Crops Damaged. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., April 4.—Reports of 
the most severe cyclone since 1880 come 
from New Caledonia. It did considerable 
damage to shipping, demolishing buildings 
and damaging crops in the interior. 

In Noumea Harbor the small French gun- 
boat Loyalty sank at her moorings. Thé 
steamer Neoblie, the bark Pactole, the pilot 
cutters were all thrown ashore. The four- 


masted ship Falls of Garry and also the 
Danish ship Professor were stranded on the 
Kinder Reef, ,the crews of both being 
saved. In the towns of Tchio, Kone, and 
Bourail almost all the houses were blown 
down. Heavy losses were done to mining 
and agriculture at Noumea. A large church, 
newly erected, was unroofed, and its stone 
walls fell. Many ‘houses were unroofed. 
The Italian Consul’s house was completely 
demolished. 

In consequence of telegraph lines being 
down, no cable news was obtained from 
England for three days. The complete ex- 
tent of the damage was, at the time of 
writing, not known.

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THE POPE AND CUBA. 

Of course the suggestion that the Pope 
shall be chosen either to arbitrate or to 
mediate between Spain and the United 
States is not admissible. This is not a 
Catholic country, and would not be even 
though a majority of its inhabitants were 
Catholics. Spain, on the other hand, is 
not only a Catholic country, but a Cath- 
olic power. She is almost the only Cath- 
olic power that is left, in the sense of 
being a power which is influenced in its 
secular politics by considerations of the 
welfare of the Church. It is not merely 
by a rhetorical flourish, but as the ex- 
pression of a fact, that the style of a 
King of Spain is that of a ‘“‘ Most Catho- 
lic Majesty.” It is the first qualification 
of an arbitrator that he should be “in- 
different between the parties.’”’ It is im- 
possible that the Pope should be indif- 
ferent between Spain and the United 
States. Therefore it is impossible that, 
even if we were prepared to accept the 
mediation of anybody, we should accept 
that of the Pope. As a matter of fact, 
we are not prepared to accept the medi- 
because we all have 
in our own 


ation of anybody, 
an ultimatum formulated 
minds. We know what want and 
upon what we mean to insist. It is that 
Spain shall take herself out of this hem- 
isphere, and cease to exert the baleful 
influence which has reduced her Ameri- 


we 


can possessions to Cuba, and made into 
a hell an island intended by nature for a 
paradise. 

But it does not follow that the Pope 
may not do good by offering to mediate 
between Spain -and the Cubans. They 
are all alike Catholics. It is true that the 
difference between.the demands of Spain 
and the demands of the Cubans is quite 
irreconcilable. The demands of the Cu- 
bans are that Spain shall cease to con- 
trol or in any real sense to govern Cuba. 
That secured, there would be no great 
objection to “‘saving the face”’ of Spain 
as to the form of the transaction by 
which she released her hold upon the 
island. The Pope will of course advise 
her, as all European nations would advise 
her, that it is mere madness for her to 
attempt to retain control of Cuba by 
war with the United States.. The first 

~ gun that was fired in such a war would 
liberate Cuba. However the fortunes of 
war might subsequently fluctuate, no 
sane Spaniard can imagine that Cuba 
could ever be reconquered. But if the 
Pope and,the powers all advised Spain to 
yield without war what she would surely 
have to yield in the event of war, the as- 
surance might be of great use as a salve 
to Spanish pride. It could not save Cuba. 
Nothing can do that. But it might pos- 
sibly save the Ministry and it might very 
probably save the dynasty. 


OUR INTEREST. 

What is our interest in Cuba? Why do 
we care whether it is bond or free? Is 
the pacification of the island worth its 
cost to us in blood and treasure? These 
questions continually greet the advocates 
of intervention, 

Fcr one thing it is for our interest not 
to let the Cuban question become an is- 


sue of party politics. If we fail now, when 

the parties are united and the Nation 
speaks as one man, to settle the question 
forever by making the island independ- 
ent we shall have nothing but Cuba in 
our politics for years to come. 

If intervention is not now made an ac- 
complished fact, the Congressional elec- 
tions next Fall will turn on that issue. 
Beyond all doubt a ‘“ war Congress” 
would be elected. An inspection of the 
letters and telegrams sent to members of 
the present Congress during the past six 
weeks would probably convince the most 
skeptical on that point. But the Con- 
gressmen elected next November will 
not take their seats uritil December, 1899. 
Does anybody imagine that business 
would go on swimmingly, that the coun- 
try would be prosperous, and that we 
should all be contented, happy, and mak- 
ing money hand over fist during those 
thirteen months that the war Congress 
was waiting for its innings? 

In 1900 we elect a President. There is 
a free-silver question in the country; not 
dead, but sleeping. Would the party of 
sound money enter with light hearts upon 
a@ campaign in which the 16 to 1 candi- 
date for President was also a loud and 
skillful advocate of war with Spain? 
Texas was a foremost issue in our poli- 
tics for twelve years until she became a 
State, and we had whipped Mexico. We 
have juster cause for war with Spain, 
and though there may be no organized 
interest working for the independence of 
Cuba as the slave interest worked for 
the acquisition of Texas, yet a cause 
that is solidly based upon justice and 
humanity will never lack either advo- 
cates or converts. A political canvass 
that made war for Cuban independence 
its keynote would sweep the country like 
a prairie fire, and flame and fuel will 
await the hand of him who can bring 
them together until all danger of such 
a kindling is removed by the hauling 
down of the Spanish flag in Cuba. 

The pest and danger of a foreign issue 
becoming dominant in our home politics 
is one of those forms of menace to our 
peace and security which constitute legal 
ground for intervention. No American 
citizen with his eyes open can fail to see 
that the danger exists, no prudent Amer- 
ican will counsel any other policy than 
that of removing it altogether. Make- 
shifts cure no evils, and temporizing is 
not a settlement. We have come now to 
the point foreshadowed in the messages 
of CLEVELAND and MCKINLEY. The con- 
ditions we have all along declared to be 
intolerable are worse than ever before. 
We are ready to apply the remedy. Yet 
some among us would have our Govern- 
ment weakly draw back and hold inter- 
minable parleys for peace with this faith- 
less people who blew up our warship and 
are notoriously of all the peoples of the 
earth the readiest to make and break 
promises. 

Either Spain must give up Cuba or we 
must back down from a just, lawful, and 
necessary position. Will the peacemak- 
ers tell us which is the more likely to 
promote our National contentment and 
well-being? 


THE TWO NAVIES COMPARED. 

In case of a naval war between Spain 
and the United States, the effective fight- 
ing in direct battle on the sea must take 
place between the first-rate armored 
vessels of the two powers, and it will be 
well to see how they compare in this kind 
of equipment. The modern battleship is 
mainly a fighting machine, intended to 
carry heavy defensive and offensive arm- 
ament and to accommodate a large com- 
plement to work machinery and guns, 
with speed for manoeuvring and not for 
chasing or running away. Some of the 
cruisers are quite as large as some first- 
rate battleships and as heavily armed 
and armored, but they are built more for 
speed. 

Spain has but one effective battleship, 
the Pelayo, which has been fitting with 
new boilers and undergoing some change 
of armament at Toulon, and has been or- 
dered to Cartagena unfinished. She has a 
displacement of 9,900 tons, is 330 feet 
long, 66 feet beam, and 24 feet 11 inches 
draught, and hag a speed of 16 knots. 
She has a steel belt of 17% inches, in- 
creasing to 1914 at the gun positions, and 
a four-inch steel deck. Her armament 
consists of 2 12.5-inch, forty-eight-ton 
guns, one forward and one aft, in pro- 
tected turrets; 2 eleven-inch guns, simi- 
larly disposed; 1 6.2-inch, 12 4.7-inch, 6 
quick fire and 12 machine guns, on spon- 
soned barbettes on the sides. The battle- 
ship Vitoria, 7,250 tons, has been used as 
a training ship, and has a speed of only 
11 knots. She has been fitted with fight- 
ing masts and some new armament, but 
cannot be regarded as formidable. The 
cruiser Emperador Carlos V., on the 
other hand, is a powerful vessel of 9,235 
tons, which can carry 1,200 tons of coal 
and make 20 knots an hour. She is 380 
feet long, 67 feet beam, and 25 feet 
draught, has a twelve-inch belt of Har- 
vey steel, (ten inches at the gun posi- 
tions,) and 6% Inches of deck plating. 
Her armament consists of 2 eleven-inch 
guns, single, in fore and aft turrets, 8 
5.5-inch quick-fire guns, 4 3.9-inch, 2 2.7- 
inch, 4 2.2-inch, and six machine guns .on 
the barbettes. 

There are six of the 7,000-ton armored 
cruisers of the Almirante Oquendo type— 
that vessel, the Cardinal Cisneros, the 
Cataluna, Infanta Maria Teresa, Princess 
de Asturias, and the Vizcaya. To these 
the Cristobal Colon, of 6,840 tons, must 
be added. These 7,000-ton cruisers are 
nearly alike, being about 347 feet long, 
61 feet beam, and 22 feet draught. They 
have twelve-inch armor belts, (10% at 
gun positions,) two and three inches of 
steel deck plating, twin screws, 1,200 tons 
of coal supply, and make 20 knots an 
hour. Their armaments differ in detail, 
but are practically equivalent. That of 
the Almirante Oquendo, taken as @ sam- 
ple, consists of 2 eleven-inch and 10 5.5- 


inch Hontoria guns, ‘8 2.2-inch, and 8 1.4-— 


inch quick fire, and 2 machine guns. They 
have each six torpedo tubes. The Cristo- 
bal Colon is of slightly smaller dimen- 
sions and lighter armament, and has but 
six inches of armor plate. The first-rate 
fighting force of the Spanish Navy, then, 
lies in this one belated battleship and 
eight fine armored cruisers, 


Let us see what we have to correspond 
to it. We have to leave out our five for- 
midable 11,525-ton battleships, the Ken- 
tucky, Kearsarge, Illinois, Alabama, and 
Wisconsin, which are either still on the 
stocks or but newly launched and not 
ready for service. We have, then, the 
four battleships—Iowa, 11,340 tons; In- 
diana, 10,288; Massachusetts, 10,288; Or- 
egon, 10,288, (now on the Pacific;) the 
two armored cruisers, Brooklyn, 9,215 
tons, and New York, 8,200 tons; the pro- 
tected cruisers Columbia, 7,375, and Min- 
neapolis, 7,375; the second-class battle- 
ship Texas, 6,315 tons; the double-tur- 
reted monitor Puritan, 6,060, and the pro- 
tected cruiser Olympia, 5,870 tons, (now 
on the Asiatic station.) Here are eleven 
vessels against the Spanish nine, but, 
counting out the Texas and the Puritan, 
which is slow and rather a harbor-de- 
fense than a sea fighting vessel, and set- 
ting the nine effective first-raters against 
the Spanish nine, we outclass them in 
everything but speed. The battleships 
have a speed of only 16 or 17 knots an 
hour, but both classes of cruisers are 
fast. The Brooklyn and New York are 
credited with 20 knots, the Columbia 
with 22.8, and the Minneapolis with 23. 
Our first-class battleships have armor 
belts of fourteen to eighteen inches thick 
and three-inch deck plating, but the fast 
cruisers are not heavily armored, carry- 
ing belts of about four inches of steel, in- 
creasing to seven at the gun positions. 
The armaments of the battleships are 
heavier than those of the Spanish cruis- 
ers. Take that of the Iowa as an exam- 
ple: It consists of 4 twelve-inch, 8 eight- 
inch, 6 four-inch, (rapid fire,) 20 six- 
pounder, 6 one-pounder, and 4 machine 
guns. The armament of the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn is 8 eight-inch, 12 five- 
inch, (rapid fire,) 12 six-pounder, 4 one- 
pounder, and 4 machine guns, and that 
of the New York is substantially equiv- 
alent. The protected cruiser Columbia 
carries 1 eight-inch, 2 six-inch, 8 four- 
inch, (rapid fire,) 12 six-pounder, 4 one- 
pounder, and 4 machine guns, and the 
armament of the Minneapolis is precisely 
the same. The Texas has 2 twelve-inch 
and 6 six-inch guns, besides 12 six- 
pounder, 6 one-pounder, and four ma- 
chine guns, and the Puritan (monitor) 
has 4 twelve-inch, 6 four-inch, (quick 
fire,) 4 three-pounder, 4 one-pounder, and 
4 machine guns. While the Spanish 
cruisers are formidable craft, we cannot 
be said to be overmatched in first-class 
fighting vessels. 

When it comes to those of second rate, 
or less than 5,000 tons’ displacement, 
(down to 2,000,) we are far ahead of 
Spain. She has the Alfonso XIII., 5,000 
tons; the Lepanto, 4,826; Reina. Chris- 
tina, 3,520; Aragon, 3,342; Castilla, 3,342; 
Navarra, 3,342; Alfonso XII., 3,090, and 
Reina Mercedes, 3,090. These are unpro- 
tected, of moderate speed, except Alfonso 
XIII. and the Lepanto which are cred- 
ited with 20 knots. Their size and arma- 
ment fairly correspond with the indicated 
tonnage. The heaviest guns of the Al- 
fonso XIII. and the Lepanto are 7.8-inch 
Hontorias, and those of the Aragon type 
6.2-inch Hontorias or 5.9-inch Krupps. 
Corresponding to this list of second-class 
cruising vessels we reckon the following 
sixteen, of 3,000 tons or more: Chicago, 
4,500 tons; Baltimore, 4,413; Philadel- 
phia, 4,824; Newark, 4,098; San Fran- 
cisco, 4,098; Charleston, 3,730; Lancaster, 
3,250; Cincinnati, 3,218; Raleigh, 3,213; 
Atlanta, 3,000; Boston, 3,000, (all pro- 
tected cruisers;) the Monterey, barbette 
turret, low freeboard monitor; the Mian- 
tonomoh, Amphitrite, Monadnock, and 
Terror, double-turret monitors of 8,990 
tons each. The monitors are of course 
armored and heavily armed, but are 
not fast, and are for defense rather than 
for cruising. 


Spain is reported to have bought the 
Giuseppe Garibaldi from Italy, and she 
has fcr some time been trying to buy the 
Carlo Alberto. These are both first-class 
armored cruisers, the former of 6,840 
tons and the latter 6,500; they both have 
six inches of Harvey steel in their armor 
belts, and make 20 knots an hour. To 
offset this acquisition, actual or possi- 
ble, we have the two new Brazilian cruis- 
ers and are negotiating for more. These 
cruisers, which have been renamed the 
New Orleans and the Albany, are of the 
second class, each having a displacement 
of 3,600 tons and a speed of 20 knots. 


But we have a large number of cruis- 
ers and monitors, which in our classifica- 
tion are called third-rate vessels, rang- 
ing from 1,000 to 38,000 tons, and Spain 
has scarcely anything corresponding to 
it. She has nothing between 2,000 and 
3,000 tons, while the United States has 
the cruiser Hartford, 2,790 tons; the har- 
bor defense ram Katahdin, 2,155; the un- 
protected cruisers Detroit, Montgomery, 
and Marblehead, of 2,089 tons each, and 
the single-turret monitors Ajax, Canon- 
icus, Mahopac, Manhattan, and Wyan- 
dotte, of 2,100.° The monitors are slow, 
but carry 2 fifteen-inch guns each. The 
cruisers have a high speed capacity and 
a good armament of four to six-inch 
guns and smaller. Spain has a few cruis- 
ers of a little over 1,000 tons—the Velas- 
co, 1,152; the Conde de Venadito, Don 
Antonio de Ulloa, Don Juan de Austria, 
Infanta Isabel, and Isabel II., of 1,130 
each, and the Isla de Cuba, Isla de Lou- 
zon, and Marques de la Ensenada, of 
1,030 each. These have a speed of 14 to 
16 knots, and their heaviest guns are 
4.7-inch Hontorias. Within the range of 
displacement from 1,900 tons down to 
1,000, the United States Navy has nine 
cruisers: Marion and Mohican, 1,900 
tuns; Adams, Alliance. Essex, and Enter- 


prise, 1,875 each; Thetis, 1,250; Alert and 
Ranger, 1,020; eight single-turret moni- 
tors of 1,875 each, the Comanche, Cats- 
kill, Jason, Lehigh, Montauk, Nahant, 
Nantucket, and Passaic; three gunboats 
of 1,710 each, the Bennington, Concord, 
and Yorktown; the dispatch boat Dol- 
phin, 1,486 tons; two light-draught gun- 
boats of 1,392, the Wilmington and Hele- 
na; two of the same, of 1,371 tons, the 
Nashville and Monocacy; two 1,177-ton 
gunboats, the Castine and Machias, and 
five 1,000-ton composite gunboats, the 
Annapolis, Vicksburg, Wheeling, Mariet- 
ta, and Newport. The monitors in this 
list carry 2 big fifteen-inch smooth 
bores, and the cruisers mostly 6 ‘or 8 
four-inch rapid-fire guns and some small- 
er pieces, including machine guns. The 
gunboats carry mostly six-inch guns as 
their heaviest ordnance. 

Spain has a number of gunboats and 
other cruising craft of less than 1,000 
tons’ displacement, including much of the 
coast guard of Cuba, but it is an inef- 
fectual force for war purposes. We have 
seven vessels that are classed as fourth 
rate. They are the dynamite gun ves- 
sel Vesuvius, 929 tons; the cruiser Yan- 
tic, 900; the gunboat Petrel, 892; the 
transport steamer Fern, 840; the gunboat 
Bancroft, 839; the cruiser Michigan, 685, 
and the gunboat Pinta, 550. 

In the important line of torpedo craft 
the Spanish Navy is far better equipped 
than ours. Unless by very recent pur- 
chase, we have no torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers, while Spain has two of the largest 
size, quite new, with a speed of 30 knots 
—the Audaz and Osada—and three others 
searcely less dangerous, the Furor, Ter- 
ror, and Pluto. She has also several very 
large torpedo boats, 147 feet long, with 
a speed of 26 knots, of which the Ariete 
and Rango, in the flotilla at Cape Verde, 
are samples. Her entire torpedo outfit 
includes thirty-eight of the first class— 
that is, 115 feet long or more—and many 
smaller ones, which are not likely to 
cross the ocean in any case. Our torpedo 
fleet consists of twenty-two boats in all, 
barring additions just made, and none of 
them compare in size and power with the 
best of the Spanish. A considerable num- 
ber of sailing vessels and many tugs and 
smaller craft belong to our navy, but in 
the two most effective branches for war 
upon the sea, large armored vessels and 
torpedo craft, we cannot claim any de- 
cided advantage over Spain. 


CUBA AND THE MAINE. 

It is given out from Washington that 
the President will not deal in his forth- 
coming message with the destruction of 
the Maine. As everybody in and out of 
Congress knows, it is that event which 
has aggravated and made acute the cri- 
sis. But for that, our intervention might 
for an indefinite time to come have been 
limited to feeding the reconcentrados, a 
measure which, although it infuriates 
the more brutal Spanish organs, the 
Spanish Government could not decently 
resist or even obstruct. 

It is strange, though not unprecedent- 
ed, that the real cause of war should be 
almost ignored in the diplomatic corre- 
spondence that may lead to war. The 
Spanish coast guard off Havana who 
tore off the ear of Capt. JENKINS in 1731 
had no intention or expectation of bring- 
ing on a general European war by in- 
dulging his natural propensity, and in 
fact it was not until 1738 that the story 
of JENKINS, submitted to a committee of 
the House of Commons, in connection 
with the amputated organ, roused the 
British public. ‘‘ The story of JENKINS,” 
said PULTENEY, “ will raise volunteers.” 
According to the latest British authority, 
“it was an important factor in bringing 
on the war with Spain in the following 
year.” 

The destruction of the Maine, like the 
assault upon JENKINS, was one of the 
acts which seem to make it impossible to 
come to any terms with the perpetrators. 
It is undoubtedly the destruction of the 
Maine which has caused the public opin- 
ion, or rather the public feeling, of this 
country to settle into a determination 
that Spain must quit this hemisphere. 
This determination exists quite independ- 
ently of the sufferings of the reconcen- 
trados, which we might relieve, or of the 
rigors of Spanish government in Cuba, 
which Spain is showing a disposition to 
soften. Yet the cause of it cannot be 
made a subject of diplomatic correspond- 
ence, for if it was an act at all, and not 
an accident, it was an act of war. The 
belief of the American people since the 
report of the court of inquiry is all but 
universal that it was an act of war. A 
correspondent whose letter we published 
on Sunday dissents from this belief, and 
supports his dissent by arguments that 
Wwe cannot regard as fair. It is true that, 
according to the usual procedure when a 
ship of war is lost, we instituted an in- 
quiry into the loss of our own property. 
But there is no reason for imputing 
“bias” to the investigation. If the court 
had found that the Maine was destroyed 
by an internal explosion, for which the 
officers of the ship were not to blame, 
there is no reason for supposing that its 
members would not have made that re- 
port as willingly as 4t;would have been 
received with relief by the country. On 
the other hand, it is, and was from the 
first, simply inconceivable that a Spanish 
court of inquiry should report that the 
destruction of the ship proceeded from an 
external cause. Its conclusion that the 
explosion was of internal origin was so 
absolutely foregone that it did not affect 
the judgment of any disinterested per- 
son. We have since seen that it did not 
even prevent the Spanish Minister from 
adducing evidence to show that the de- 
struction of the Maine might have been 
caused by an ‘external explosion, con- 
trived by Cubans! 

That the actual explosion was unau- 
thorized we may readily believe, just as 
the English who were stirred up to mak- 
ing war upon Spain a century and a half 
ago by the story of Capt. JENKINS may 


haye believed that the author of the out-— 


rage acted without orders. In each case 
the act may have been that of an individ- 
ual, but in each case the act was typical 
of Spanish rule in Cuba. What that rule 
was in 1731 it remains in 1898. The 
universal conviction of Americans is that 
it has lasted too long, and that it must 
last no longer. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—tIn commenting the other day on the 
charge—a peculiarly irritating one, since it 
comes from the Spanish editor of a Havana 
newspaper—that the people of the United 
States had gained possession of a great 
territory by exterminating its original in- 
habitants, we stated that there are more 
Indians in this country now than there 
were when English colonization began. This 
assertion has often been made by those 
who have studied the subject carefully, but 
it seems to have wakened surprise as well 
as doubt in the minds of several readers, 
and they are writing to ask if we are quite 
sure of our facts. To be frank, we are 
not. The matter is one on which certainty 
is impossible, for nobody can do much more 
than guess as to the exact number of In- 
dians that lived here in the early days, and 
even the latest census is confessedly more 
or less inaccurate in its enumeration of the 
Nation’s wards. Still, sufficient data exist 
to justify an opinion, if not a helief, that 
our claim was true. Early estimates of the 
Indian population were wildly exaggerated. 
The first explorers and settlers counted— 
or guessed—the number of savages drawn 
by curiosity or hostility into their immediate 
neighborhood, and concluded that the whole 
country was as densely populated. Figures 
like 16,000,000 were gravely set down as 
about right, but these have been steadily 
decreasing as observers examined more 
closely the conditions of Indian life, and 
the view now taken is that the aggregate 
of all the tribes was less than 500,000. At 
present we know that there are about 300,- 
000 of them, and that, as a whole, their 
birth rate exceeds the rate of deaths. Civ- 
ilization undoubtedly bears hard on the In- 
dians, but they no longer war among 
themselves, and this in the old days did 
much more to keep down their numbers 
than does even the white man’s whisky. 
The census reports show a slight decrease 
of enumerated Indians in recent years, but 
the chances are that this is due, not to a 
fading away of the tribes, but to an im- 
provement in both the accuracy and the 
honesty of the enumerators. Many In- 
dians, too, have so closely identified them- 
selves with their white neighbors that they 
no longer appear in the returns, and, taking 
everything into consideration, there is little 
reason to do more than qualify our original 
statement with a “ probably.” 


—-It is impossible, apparently, for the 
Latin mind, at least in its Spanish mani- 
festation, to realize that, among people of 
other races, a controversy which has been 
fought out comes to an end and the con- 
testants proceed to think of other things 
than revenge. The idea that the South will 
take advantage of a foreign war to settle 
old scores with the North excites only 
amusement among those who understand 
the situation here, but the Iberians cling 
to it in spite of all attempts to instruct 
them. El Pais of Madrid gravely asserts 
that “great yuneasiness prevails at Wash- 
ington concerning the attitude of the South- 
ern States.’””’ Now, that is so absurd as to 
be almost pathetic. Come to think of it, 
though, there may be some ground for un- 
easiness after all. The Southerners have 
an advantage in their proximity to the 
probable scene of action, and they may 
be selfish enough to pitch in and do the 
whole business before the rest of us can get 
within gunshot. Perhaps that is what 
Washington worries about. 


— New Yorkers in the past have once or 
twice complained gently that the elevated 
railway was not quite so considerate of 
their convenience as it might be, but they 
should find comfort in the fact that the 
Londoners have to endure wrongs with 
which we are as yet unacquainted. An 
angry Britisher thus voices his agony: ‘“ On 
last Sunday, at 11:20 o’clock at night, I 
accompanied a lady visitor to North End 
Road, West Kensington, to put her on an 
underground train fur Charing Cross. The 
train service had been discontinued for the 
night. Fancy that! A railway system, pro- 
vided for the accomodation ef 5,000,000 per- 
sons, suspending operations between two 
important centres of the capital of the world 
at 11:20 o’clock! But there !s another side 
to the picture. Fancy 5,000,000 persons 
supinely permitting a public corporation to 
skim the cream of the trade for which 
they have given it a practical monopoly; 
giving service when it can most easily make 
the most money, and cold-shouldering the 
public when each day’s rush is over!” Well, 
do as he says and “ Fancy that!” Would 
we stand it? Don’t answer too quickly. 
Remember all that we have stood—and 
stand. 


PERSONAL. 


—-Senator MASON’s course in respect to 
Cuba has elicited disapproving criticism 
from a humber of Chicago’s prominent busi- 
ness men, the general tenor of their objec- 
tions being thut he is too eager for war 
and does not sufficiently consider the com- 
mercial interests of the country. In a long 
dispatch to The Chicago Tribune Senator 
MASON takes up the various points raised 
by the apprehensive merchants, and an- 
swers them courteously but with consid- 
erable vigor. He is especially insistent on 
the justice of his view that ‘Spain blew 
up the Maine” and denies the right of 
critics necessarily less well informed than 
himself to assert that there is no basis 
for this assertion. ‘‘I have,” the Senator 
says, ‘‘ studied international law for twenty- 
five years, and I am familiar with Spanish 
diplomacy for more than 100 years, as it is 
laid down in the books. Under the order of 
Gen. WEYLER, which has not yet been 
published, but which is known to every 
Senator, every ounce of all explosives was 
absolutely and entirely under the control 
of the Spanish Government, and I say, what 
is approved by every student of interna- 
tional law, that the discharge of a mine is 
the same as the discharge of a cannon.”’ 
As to the explosion itself, Senator MAson 
declares: ‘‘The court of inquiry declined 
to fix responsibility on ‘person or per- 
sons,’ but I know that it was fixed on 
Spain.” To the charge that his jingoism 
is due to a desire for re-election he answers 
that his term doesnot expire until 1903, and 
that there is time before then for many 
things to be done—and forgotten. 


—Chirna has at last found something to 
be angry about—something that moves her 
statesmen to vigorous action. It is not 
the acquisition of one port after another 
by the hated foreigner, but the suspicion 
that Li Hune Cuane has been getting more 
than his share of Russian gold. This 
thought is unendurable to the neglected 
Mandarins, and they are clamoring for the 
old man’s head and the confiscation of his 
presumably enormous fortune, Li has 
weathered many a similar storm in the 
past, and, as China still needs him, this 
one, too, will probably leave him unharmed. 
But how characteristic the episode is! 


—So far as has been noticed, all the 
men who Have written letters to the news- 
papers about Mr, H. CARROLL WHITE haye 
expressed more or less vehement disap- 
proval of his conduct. The women have 


mostly held their peace, as though, to their 
minds, the matter were one of small conse- 
quence, while the few of them who have 
been moved to publish their views have de- 
fended the young theologian on the ground 
that his mother, by her neglect and dissi- 
pation, had forfeited all claim either to love 
or to assistance. Here is new evidence of 
the fact that sentimentality is an attribute 
distinctively and almost exclusively mascu- 
line, and that those who would find a calm 
recognition of facts and unqualified willing- 
ness to act upon them must look among 
the feminine half of humanity. The letter 


‘in which Mr. Wuirte stated his reasons for 


refusing ‘help to Mrs. WHITE was a model 
of logic, There was no reason, in the lit- 
eral sense of that word, why he should send 
her any money, and several reasons have 
since developed why he should not have 
done so, and yet every half-decent man who 
read that precious communication instantly 
decided that the writer of it is a miserable 
fellow, unworthy of admission to the min- 
istry, or, indeed, to any other calling likely 
to bring him into intimate association with 
honest people. Full weight to all the cir- 
cumstances in the case was given, how- 
ever, by a number of women who have 
taken part in the resulting controversy, 
and they plead for the son against the 
mother with a logical consistency that can- 
not be denied, even by the most impulsive 
of the impulsive sex. Unfortunately for Mr. 
Wuitt, his prospects depend on the -opin- 
ions of men, not of women. California, we 
hear, will have none of him, and the rest 
of the country is likely to be no less “ un- 
just.” 


THE PRINTING OF “EXTRAS.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with a great deal of profit the able 
editorials in which you from day to day 
keep pace with the times, and have duly 
noted the dignity of your utterances. It is 
a source of wonder to me that citizens of 
a great city like New York, so ready to 
respond when their patriotism is touched, 
should be so easily misled into mistaking 
“sensation” and claptrap for patriotic 
sentiment. Those who read your editorials 
can be filled with patriotism, but those read- 
ing your yellow contemporaries must be ani- 
mated rather with a species of bulldog 


rage such as overpowers a prizefighter 
when his friends in the rear appeal to his 
finer feelings in such temperate words as 
“Soak it to him, Bob!” ‘‘ Hit him on the 
solar plexus!” &c. 

It is painful to note that our President 
is being so unjustly attacked. Audiences 
in music halls, &c., go so far as to hiss the 
mention of his name. I wonder how per- 
formers who sing such patriotic (?) ballads 
attacking him would act were they in his 
place. Does it not ill become us, who are 
so patriotic (?) as to remain seated at all 
times while our National anthem is being 
sung, to hiss our chosen President the mo- 
ment our passions are appealed to? I pre- 
fer the course you take—namely, to “be 
sure you are right, and then go ahead,” to 
that of your contemporaries who seem to 
be aching for bloodshed in order to show 
their prowess in causing and depicting it. 

I fear that our unprejudiced neighbors 
must look upon us as being easily led. But 
a short time ago our sensational press was 
shouting for arbitration, and we arose en 
masse and prayed for arbitration. To-day 
the press howls ‘“ Loose the dogs of war,” 
and we echo ‘‘ War! war! war!” 

In my humble opinion, if we desire to up- 
hold our fame as a great Republic, a peace- 
pursuing and peace-loving people, we should 
seek to be dignified in our patriotism, and 
should remember it is our duty to act with 
the same deliberation toward Spain as we 
would were it Germany, Great Britain, or 
any other of the first-class powers whose 
territory we were about to invade. Above 
all let us uphold our President, for he is no 
coward. It requires at least as much cour- 
age to dare to do right in spite of public 
clamof as to rush to do a wrong in blind 
obedience to it. It is no light matter to 
plunge two great nations into a terrible 
conflict. However, it seems more profitable 
to print terrible “extras” attacking our 
honored President than to heed the admoni- 
tion of men, who, trained in the art of 
diplomacy and peace, are willing to trust 
to his courage rather than appeal to his 
bravado.

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BRITAIN GETS WEI-HAI-WEI 


To be Turned Over When China 
Has Paid the War Indemnity 
and Japan Evacuates. 


RUSSIA AND GERMANY OUTDONE 


The Arrangement Made After an Un- 
derstanding with Japan Which 
Was Kept a Secret—The Place 
to be Strongly Fortified. 


LONDON, April 4.—It was seml!-officially 
announced this afternoon that Great Britain 
has made arrangements with China to take 
over the port of Wei-Hai-Wei, on the 
Shang-Tung Peninsula, when the Chinese 
Government has paid the war indemnity 
due to Japan and the Japanese troops have 
evacuated the place. 

The arrangement, it is added, was made 
with the knowledge and approval of Japan, 
with which country an understanding had 
previously been arrived at. The latter fact 
was kept secret until China had actually 
agreed to the lease and the British fleet 
had assembled in the vicinity. 

It is said on good authority that neither 
Russia nor Germany is pleased at the ar- 
rangement, and it is added that the Island 
of Leu-Kung-Tau, at the entrance of Wei- 
Hai-Wei, will be strongly fortified. It is 
said to be capable of being successfully de- 
fended, while the land batteries destroyed 
by the Japanese can speedily be recon- 
structed. 


COALING STATION FOR FRANCE. 


Place at the Mouth of the Min River 
to be Demanded. 

LONDON, April 5.—The Pekin 
spondent of The Times says: 

“The indications are that France will 
demand a coaling station at the mouth of 
the Min River, near Fu-Chou, Province of 
Fo-Kien, where the French engineers con- 
trol the arsenal and dock. The delay in the 
concession of the recent French demands is 


attributed to English opposition and the 
lack of Russian support.”’

REDMOND LOSES HIS TEMPER. 


In the Commons He Denounces a Sail- 
or’s Sentence for Wearing the 
Shamrock and Is Put Out. 


LONDON, April 4.—There was a scene in 
the House of Commons to-day on the ac- 
knowledgment by the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, Mr. George J. Goschen, that a 
seaman belonging to the British first-class 
battleship Resolution had been sentenced 
to a fortnight’s confinement in a cell and 
to be deprived of his good conduct badge 
for wearing the shamrock on St. Patrick’s 
Day in disobedience of orders. 

Mr. Goschen explained that it was a mat- 
ter of discipline, whereupon Mr. William 
Redmond, Parnellite member for East 
Clare, hotly replied to Mr. Goschen, and 
was called to order by the Speaker, Mr. 
William Court Gully. Mr, Redmond, how- 
ever, persisted, and was again called to 
order by the Speaker, who declared that 
his conduct was grossly disorderly. 

Mr. Redmond refused to resume his seat, 
and said that at the risk of being grossly 
disorderly, he must dencunce as an outrage 
the sentencing of a sailor to a fortnight’s 
imprisonment for wearing the shamrock. 
The remark was followed by loud cries of 
“ Order!”’ 

The Speaker then drew the attention of 
the House to Mr. Redmond’s conduct and 
cailed upon him to withdraw, but Mr. Red- 
mond did not leave his seat until the Ser- 
geant at Arms advanced, when he yielded 
and followed that officer out of the House, 
repeating, “It is an outrage!’”’ 

n an interview later, Mr. Redmond con- 
fessed he ‘lost his temper. But he claimed 
there was some provocation in the action 
of the Speaker in hastily cutting him short, 
as he intended to appeal to Mr. Goschen 
to mitigate the seaman’s punishment. 


Yo Longer Any Doubt of the Feasi- 
bility of the Ochoa Dam—The 

Castillo.

CASTILLO, Nicaragua, 
spite of revolutions, abortive and other- 
wise, threats of war on the Costa Rican 
border and failure of supplies in various 
directions, the survey under the Nicaragua 
Canal Commission goes on. This is es- 
pecially true of the hydrographic party un- 
der Lieut. G. C. Hanus, U. S. N., and the 
transit party working in connection with 
them, under charge of Francis Lee Stuart. 
These parties have now reached the Toro 
Rapids, and by the end of this week they 
will be in Castillo. This means that the 


survey of the canal route will then be com- 
eae from twenty miles west of San Car- 
os, in the lake, to a point half way down 
the San Juan River from San Carlos to 
Ochoa, This upper half of the river is the 
more important in case of the adoption of 
the Ochoa dam scheme, for everything be- 
low Castillo would be deep enough without 
any dredging once the dam was built and 
the level of the lake raised and maintained 
at 110 feet. The boring party have finished 
at the Ochoa dam site, and have found 
rock at a depth of twenty feet below sea 
level. This settles the practicability of the 
dam. It may cost more than previous es- 
timates have called for. But it has been 
asserted that the dam could not be built. 
Now ft is known it can be built. 

This dam is a much vexed question. It 
was at first proposed to make the Ochoa 
dam both a dam and a weir. That is, the 
water when high would flow over its sum- 
mit and thus esca to the Atlantic by 
the old bed of the San Juan River. 

That there will be surplus water is ad- 
mitted on all sides, but the methods of dis- 
posing of it have been various. Mr. EF. S. 
Wheeler, Chief Engineer of the present 
commission, proposes a plan which will 
probably solve the problem. His scheme 
is to build the dam higher than any pos- 
sible level and throw the water westward 
over a weir on the Pacific side, whenever 
there {s a surplus. This is a completely 
new departure, and, as such, deserves con- 
sideration from all who take an interest 
in great engineering undertakings. 

The boring party are at present at work 
about the entrance of the San Juan River 
from the lake. No reports as to the re- 
sults of these borings have yet reached 
Castillo. 


AGAINST SUNDAY FUNERALS. 


Fhe Kansas City Ministers Make an 
Effort to Stop Them. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.—The Minis- 
ters’ Alliance, at its meeting to-day, ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with the un- 
dertakers and with the cemetery assocta- 
tions to bring about the abolishment of 
Sunday funerals. The ministers contend 


that Sunday funerals require unnecessary 
manual labor on the part of cemetery em- 
ployes, while the Sunday funeral overtaxes 
the energy of the minister who conducts 
the services, since he already has as much 
work in his regular Sunday programme as 
any man ought to do. 

The ministers adopted a resolution to the 
effect that the Sunday funeral very gener- 
ally desecrates the day, and it frequently 
outrages the finer and more delicate sensi- 
bilities of the sorrow-stricken whose dead 
are being laid to final rest. 


GOOD RE-ELECTED MAYOR. 


Democrats Ousted by the Garfield Law 
at Springfield, Ohio, Gets Back. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, April 4.—John M. 
Good, the Democratic Mayor ousted under

State Senator McCarren will probably be 
named Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee at to-morrow night’s meeting. His atti- 
tude of uncompromising opposition to Tam- 
many’s attempt to dictate the local distri- 
bution of patronage has gained him many 
supporters, and it is not thought likely that 
there will be any opposition to him. 

Hight of the Brooklyn Assembly district 
leaders are pleased at the increased repre- 
sentation which the new pay law will 
give them in the County Committee; nine 
are displeased, and four are indifferent. The 
number of delegates will remain the same 
as it is now, 210, but the number from each 
district must be determined py the vote cast 
for Governor in 1896. The total vote for 
Wilbur F. Porter in Kings County was 
80,285. Divided-by 210, that will give one 
delegate to the County Committee for each 
882 votes.

ACCUSES HIM OF MURDER. 


Holdridge’s Friend Says He Killed a 
Watchman Fourteen Years Ago. 


John Holdridge was accused by Herman 
P. Havender, in the Centre Street Police 
Court, yesterday, of commiting a murder 
fourteen years ago. The murder was com- 
mitted, the complainant said, at Astor’s 
Tunnel, near Barrytown, N. Y., where the 
mutilated body of a watchman for the New 
York Central Railroad, named Dyckman, 
was found in a cabin. 

Havender and Holdridge were friends at 
the time, and both lived at Barrytown. 
Havender was clerk of the Coroner's jury 
that considered the case. For years the 
murder remained a mystery. Recently the 
two men, long after moving away from 
Barrytown, met by chan in a lodging 
house at 460 Pearl Street. They have been 
living there since. Havender told Mazgis- 
trate Simms that Holdridge, while intox- 
icated, had confessed to him the murder 
of Dyckmar. Holdridge denied that he 
had made a confession. 

On Havender’s statement Holdridge was 
committed to the Tombs without bail. The 
police will communicate with the Dutchess 
County authorities,

THE CANAL COMMISSION. 
Actual Investigation Begun with Ex- 
amination of State Engineer and 


Surveyor Adams. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 4—The Canal 
Commission recently appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to investigate the expenditure of the 
$9,000,000 for canal improvement, met at 3 
o’clock to-day and began its actual investi- 
gation. Of the seven Commissioners, Messrs. 
Clinton, Weed, Mc@Echron, and Brainard 
were present. 

The work of the commission to-day was 
devoted to an examination of State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor Adams, which was con- 
ducted by Attorney Blackmar, counsel to 
the commission. Mr. Adams’s examination 
was of a preliminary nature. It was de- 


voted to the gathering of all the facts in the 
possession of the State Engineer's Depart- 
ment relative to the condition of the canals 
before the improvement was commenced, 
and also of the original construction of the 
canals. 

Testimony was also given by Mr. Adams 
as to the method which had been pursued 
in making the necessary preparations for 
the improvement and the manner in which 
the work had been laid out, and how much 
of the canals were under contract for im- 
provement. 

As no canal contracts have been awarded 
since the first of the year Mr. Adams’s tes- 
timony was but a reiteration of the volum- 
inous report made public by him on the 
condition of the canal improvement when it 
was formally announced that it would take 
$7,000,000 more to complete the improve- 
ment. 

After holding a hearing for three hours 
an adjournment was taken until 10 o’clock 
to-morrow. when the examination of Mr. 
Adams will be continued on the same lines. 

Chairman Clinton announced that the en- 
gineers of the commission would make a 
personal inspection of the entire canal im- 
provement next week, and that the Com- 
missioners will personally inspect certain 
portions of the work. This will enable them 
to get a footing on which to work intelli- 
gently. After this has been accomplished 
the investigation of the accounts and con- 
tracts will begin.

TWO LUNAR HALOS SEEN. 


A Beautiful Phenomenon in the Sky 
Watched by Thousands of 
Persons. 


Two lunar halos appeared in the heav- 
ens last night shortly after 8 o’clock, and 
presented a picture that was admired by 
thousands. Street corners were occu- 
pied by groups who watched the phenome- 
non until it disappeared. 

The moon was nearly full, and as the sky 
was clear it shone brightly. One of the 
halos was an arc, having the moon for its 


centre, and the other, a ring, bisected this 
are, and the southern end of the ring passed 
through the.moon. The large ring was of a 
brilliant white and the are soon after it 
appeared graduaily assumed the colors of a 
beautiful rainbow. The colors then grad- 
ually faded away, but the points of intersec- 
tion of the two halos and the point in the 
tentre of the arc grew brighter and bright- 
ér, and looked like sun dogs. 

At the Weather Bureau it was said that 
ther2 was nothing unusual in the phenome- 
non, and that the halos were caused by 
the refraction of the moon’s light pass- 
ing through ice crystals floating in the air. 
The refraction of the moon’s light on cu- 
mulo-stratus and alto-stratus clouds would 
give the same effect. 

At this time, when every one is looking 
for war or Yumors of war, those who are 
superstitious were inclined to regard the 
phenomenc as an omen, but of what kind 
no one seemed to be able to figure out. As 
it took the form of a bow, some took it as 
an omen of-.peace. By 9:30 o’clock it had 
faded completely away. 


ROUGH PLAY MAY BE FATAL. 


John Miller Held Responsible for In- 
juries of Edward Egan. 


John Miller, a porter in the New York 
Trade School, at First Avenue and Seventy- 
seventh Street, was arrested yesterday on 
a charge of having inflicted possibly fatal 
injuries upon Edward Egan, aged sixteen, 
of Tompkins Avenue, New Brighton, 8. I., 


a pupil in the school, from which he is like- 
ly to die. 

The two were playing in the school a 
couple of weeks ago, and Miller struck 
Egan with a broomstick in the stomach. 
Egan was taken home, complaining of pain 
in the abdomen, and the family physician 
said there was danger of peritonitis. The 
boy grew gradually worse.

TALKS ON SPAIN AND CUBA 


Speakers at a Meeting in Plymouth 
Church Favor Further Ef- 
forts for Peace. 


ADDRESS BY PROF. W. S. PERRY 


He Tells of His Recent Visit to Spain— 
William Willis Howard, Just Re- 
turned from Cuba, Also Inter- 
ests a Large Audience. 


A public meeting was held last night in 
Plymouth Church to corsider certain phases 
of the Cuban question. The Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott presided, and speeches were made 
by Prof. Walter S. Perry of Pratt Institute, 
who has just returned from Spain; William 
Willis Howard, who has just returned from 
Cuba, and Thomas G. Shearman. The meet- 
ing was to be in the lecture room, but so 
many people came that the audience was 
allowed to go into the church. 

“There are times,” said Dr. Abbott in 
opening the meeting, “when a great de- 
mocracy must follow its leader, provided its 
leader has proved himself worthy of being 
followed. Such a time this seems to me to 
be, and such a leader President McKinley 
seems to me to be. [{Applause.] I hardly 
think the American people generally realize 
how much he has already accomplished by 
pacific measures. 

“I for one shall trust the President, shall 
wait to hear what he has to say, sure that 
he will not say war if war can be avoided; 
ready to follow him if he calls on us for 
that last and awful resort, and hoping and 
praying, as I believe he hopes and prays, 
that Cuban relief, Cuban succor, Cuban 
liberty, if not literally Cuban independ- 
ence, can be secured by pacific measures.” 


Prof. Perry’s Experience. 


Dr. Abbott then introduced Prof. Perry 
to speak on his observations in Spain. Prof, 
Perry said, in part: 

“Judging from all that has been said to 
me since my return, I ought to think myself 
lucky to have escaped from Spain with my 
life, but the people are most courteous, po- 


lite, and hospitable to visitors. The fact 
that I was an American made no difference 
whatever. I never traveled among a people 
who treated me more courteously.” 

The military discipline of Spain Prof. 
Perry declared to be exceedingly lax, but 
added that the Spanish were brave, and 
when aroused would fight desperately. The 
people of Spain, he said, knew little of the 
Cuban war, and did not believe it was 
waged with cruelty. “To them,” he’ said, 
“it is a question of real sorrow for so 
many of the youth’ of their land who have 
gone to that far-away island, never to re- 
turn. Such has been the drain on the popu- 
lation that boys ranging from sixteen to 
twenty years of age are being sent to Cuba, 
while their mothers regort to the churches 
and pray for their safe return, and In all 
sincerity and faith make offerings upon the 
altar of gold and silver. 

“It is not the masses who are at fault; 
it is such brutes as Gen. Weyler, against 
‘whom no language can be too severe. So 
far as I can learn, the majority of the 
Spanish people hold him in supreme con- 
tempt, and say that he has prolonged the 
war to fatten his own purse. The Spaniard 
does not desire war with the United States; 
he is not creating strife. The best men of 
Spain have been at their wits’ end to know 
what to do. Revolution is threatening the 
Government. The Queen Regent has at all 
times had to face a most trying position, 
and yet this woman has shown much tact 
and wisdom. With the Carlists threatening 
the throne, with the republican spirit 
threatening the Government, with war in 
Cuba and the Philippines, with wretched 
finances, with changes of Ministry, she has 
given wise counsel, and holds the reins of 
power with firmness. She has done every- 
thing in her power to avoid war, but knows 
too well that to yield too much at one time 
means most disastrous internal 1evolution.” 


A Mausoleum Nearly Filled. 


Prof. Perry spoke of the mausoleum of the 
Spanish Kings, where the monarchs from 
Charles V. down are buried, and noted as 
strange and ominous the fact that only two 
niches are left in the mausoleum—one for 
the Queen Regent and one for the young 


King. 
The rest of his address was an earnest 


plea'for pacific measures until the last re- 
source of diplomacy had been tried. One 
sentence which aroused applause was, 
“President McKinley is a statesman and a 
Christian, and a man altogether worthy of 
his high position.’’ Spain had felt, up to a 
short time ago, that she had the moral sup- 
port of the world, and this was true be- 
cause our position had been misunderstood, 
and it had been thought that we wished to 
annex Cuba. Now that our position was 
understood sentiment was veering to our 
side, and when Spain understood this she 
would yield, provided concessions were 
asked one at a time, even if the last con- 
cession asked was the independence of 
Cuba. 

Mr. Howard's address was confined to the 
outlining of a plan fer aiding the reconcen- 
trados. He declared chat, all reports to the 
contrary notwithstanding, the reconcen- 
trados are free to return to their homes, 
and many of them have done so. Those who 
remain in the towns stay there because they 
do not know what else to do. His plan was 
to rent a large tract of land, place a com- 
petent American at the head of it, and em- 
ploy the reconcentrados as farm hands, 
thus aiding them without making them 
paupers. 

The last speaker was Thomas G. Shear- 
man, who advocated pacific and diplomatic 
means of dealing with the Cuban question.

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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 
New Enterprise Started at the Wind- 
sor—Chauncey M. Depew on 


Social Conditions. 


An audience listened at the Windsor yes- 
terday afternoon to the discussion of ‘A 
Model Manual Training School for Girls,” 
on which Miss Margaret Pickering Pascal 
read a paper. She discussed plans for a 
school which would turn out skilled labor- 
ers in housework and dressmaking, and be- 
fore the session wage through a scheme to 
erect it had been started. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Eaton presided, 
and ex-Mayor Hewitt, ex-Mayor Strong, 
Assistant Secretary Theodore Roosevelt, 
John Vinton Dahlgren, J. Kennedy Tod, and 
Chauncey M. Depew, who made a stirring 
speech, were among the indorsers of the 
movement. Miss Pascal’s paper describ- 
ing the various departments of the pro- 
posed school aroused much interest, and 
Mrs. Theodore Sutro delivered a eulogy on 
its author and her work. 

J. D. Cola of Bombay, India, followed, and 
said that Lady Brooke, now Countess of 
Warwick, had started in London an institu- 
tion in which girls were taught to make 


laces, and then induced her fashionable 
friends to buy them. 

The subject of the manual training school 
awakened a trend of sociological discussion 
and brought out a speech from Dr. Depew. 
He said that he ha oo been reading the 
book written by Walter C. Wyckoff, de- 
scriptive of his two years’ experience as a 
laborer in various trades, undertaken for 
sociological study. ; 

“In reading the pages of his current 
work in serial form,’’ said Mr. Depew, “I 
almost came to the conclusion that our 
modern civilization, with all its luxury and 
refinement, is based on a volcano, the cap 
of which might come off at any moment 
and involve us in a rack «and ruin like that 
of the French Revolution, unless some rem- 
edy can be found by which common labor 
can be assisted out of its plight, and some 
career opened up for it. f things are so 
bad for an untrained man; how much worse 
for a girl. 

“ Fitty years ago, when a large propor- 
tion of the people lived in the country and 
living was cheaper, every one could manage 
to get on. But in our own time all that has 
passed away. Technical schools turn out so 
many trained workers now that untrained 
labor bas no show. People don’t want to 
wear orem gowns and antiquated hats 
nowadays, and the unskilled dressmaker or 
milliner is of no use. It is Hood’s ‘Song of 
the Shirt’ all over again. The song is the 
moan of the multitude of common labor. 

“We hear a good deal about heaven and 
hell, but the difference between heaven and 
hell isn’t a circumstance to that between 
$10 and $3 a week. People don’t want char- 
ity and pauperizing. hey want the God- 
given chance to earn their own bread, and 
that’s what we must help them to do.” 

R. A. Carden, O. W. Buckingham, and 
Mrs. M. W. Lent each gave a scholarship of 
$10 toward Miss Pascal’s enterprise, and Mr. 
Cola volunteered to give a lecture on India 
for the cause. Miss Paulding, Mrs. A. H. 
Eaton, Mrs. W. L. Strong, Mrs, J. Ken- 
nedy Tod, Mrs. Howard Potter, and Mrs. 
R. H. Lynde were among the membe: of a 
Committee on Organization appointed.

CHICAGO CARPENTERS STRIKE. 


5,000 Men Go Out and the Contractors 
Are Coming to Their Terms— 
Plasterers Threaten to Strike. . 


CHICAGO, April 4.—The greatest strike 
of workmen in one trade in Chicago since 
the famous strike of 1890 began this morn- 
ing, when 6,000 union carpenters refused to 
go to work until their employers signed the 
agreement adopted last week. The strike of 
the carpenters had the effect of forcing 
many workmen in other trades to quit, as 
nothing could be done by them on some 
buildings as long as the carpenters were not 
at work. 

From reports received at headquarters 
‘the tie-up is practically complete, but many 
contractors have declared their willingness 
to sign the scale adopted in order to have 
their employes return to work. The indica- 
tions are that the strike will be a short 
one as well as a complete victory for the 
carpenters. 

At least 200 contractors called at the gen- 
eral headquarters of the carpenters before 
2 o’clock to-day and said they were willing 
to sign the agreement. No work will be 
permitted before Wednesday morning. Con- 
tractors as well as vroperty owners who 
have employed men directly will be subject 
to the rule, and no tavors wiil be: snown. 
It is believed that at least 3,500 strikers will 
return to work Wednesday for contractors 
and others who have signed the scale. 
Every contractor who refuses to pay the 


scale will have a strike of plasterers on his 
hands to-morrow. 


WHOLE FAMILY DROWNED. 


An Arkansas Traveling Man Meets 
Death Near His Home. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 4.—John W. 
Wenderdorf, his children, sister-in-law, and 
brother were drowned in the St. Francis

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Mary Ella Pratt Houghton. 


Mary Ella Pratt, the wife of Prof. Henry 
C. Houghton, and President of the Amer- 
ican Female Guardian Society and Home 
for the Friendless, died suddenly of cerebral 
apoplexy on Sunday right at her home, 7 
West Thirty-ninth Street. Mrs. Houghton 
was born in Yarmouth, Me., fifty-three 
years ago, and was educated at Mount 
Holyoke College. She left college in 1868 
and married Dr. Houghton Dec. 29 of that 
year. Immediately after their marriage, Dr. 
and Mrs. Houghton settledinthis city, and 
both joined the New England Church, in 
which Mrs. Houghton was baptized by im- 
mersion by the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 

While in the New England Church, Mrs. 
Houghton formed a friendship that was 
lifelong with Helen E. Brown, the poetess, 
who interested her in the work of the Amer- 
ican Female Guardian Society and Home for 
the Friendless, of which organization Mrs. 
Houghton soon becamne one of the Board 
of Managers. She was in succession a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, Vice Pres- 
ident, and President. 

After the disbandment of the New Eng- 
land Church, Mrs. Houghton joined the 
Church of the Disciples, and on the disrup- 
tion of that church she reverted with her 
husband to the Broadway Tabernacle, 
where she was an active member up to the 
time of her death, and for many years as- 
sociated with the Society for Woman's 
Work. She was a member and one of the 
organizers of the New York and Brooklyn 
Alumnae of Mount Holyoke College, and 
was instrumentai in securing some large 
gifts for the building of the new Mount 
Holyoke College. : 

Her husband and a brother and sister sur- 
vive her. Mrs. Houghton had a severe at- 
tack of nervous prostration about eight 
weeks ago, and was confined to her hed up 
to Sunday night, when the final apoplectic 
stroke caused her death. The time of the 
funeral services, which will be held in the 
Broadway Tabernacle has not been derided 
upon. The body will be shipped to Yar- 
mouth, Me., for interment. ‘ 


Thomas A. Ledwith, 


Thomas A. Ledwith, who died on Friday 
last at his home, 28 West Seventy-second 
Street, was at one time prominent in this 
community, but for some years he had lived 
retired from public view. He was a native 
of New York City, having been born here 
in 1840. He studied law, and entered pdli- 
tics as a Democrat, but an active opponent 
of Tammany Hall. He obtained a consider- 
able following and was elected to the As- 
sembly in 1862, and then a Police Justice. 
To the latter office he was re-elected in 1869. 
In 1870 he was an unsuccessful candidate 
for the Mayoralty. In 1871 he made his 
peace with and joined Tammany Hall, and 
was a candidate for Judge of the Supreme 
Court, being defeated by George C. Barrett. 
He was elected to the State Senate in 1874 
and then quitted public life. 


Dr. William H, Jchnston. 


Dr. William H. Johnston, brother of Gov. 
Joseph F. Johnston, and one of the founders 
and the Dean of the Birmingham Medical 
College at Birmingham, Ala., died Sunday 
night from apoplexy, aged seventy-nine 
years He was born in Lincoln County, N. 
C., educated in the State University, and 
served gallantly in the Twenty-third North 
Carolina Regiment, Confederate Army. 


After the war he was graduated in medicine 
at the University of the City of New York, 
was eighteen months at Bellevue Hospital, 
and practiced a while in New York City. 
In 1872 he moved to Selma, Ala., and in 
1886 to Birmingham. He was in active and 
successful practice to the time of his d. ath, 
and held important positions in medica) as- 
sociations.

THE FINANGLAL MARKETS 


Stock market strong. 


In response to the more pacific tone of 
the press dispatches and the consequently 
improved speculative sentiment, the stock 
market opened yesterday at a considerable 
advance above Saturday’s closing. In the 
first fifteen minutes of business gains of 
from 3 to 4 points were common among the 
active stocks. Some advances, as that in 
Sugar Trust, were more than 6 points. Fol- 
lowing this sensational opening came a 
quick reaction, in which the early gains 
were partlv lost. 

*,* 

The market’s early strength was due 
chiefly to the higher prices for American 
stocks abroad. Early London quotations 
were at an advance of 1-to 3 per cent. above 
the New York Saturday closing on the re- 
port that Pope Leo had made his appear- 
ance as a mediator between Spain and the 
Cuban rebels. Responding to these bullish 
developments the short interest in Wall 
Street became panic-stricken, and in its 
rush to cover stocks brought about the vio- 
lent advance. At the higher level so es- 
tablished there was considerable selling of 
stocks bought at the extreme declines last 
week, when many people bought securities 
which they had no intention of holding. 
When the excitement among the bears died 
away this selling broke the market again, 
and, as a result, before noon stocks were 
from 1+to 2 per cent. lower than their open- 
ing. 

*,* 

Thereafter the Street showed a disposition 
to await news from Washington, it being 
generally expected that Congress would give 
some deiinite intimation as to its future 
course. After noon dullness characterized 
the market, and the failure of the powers 
that be at Washington to furnish any rea- 
sons for speculative activity was responsible 
for an uninteresting market up to 4 o'clock. 
In the last three hours but little more than 
100,000 shares of stock changed hands. In 
the first two hours the transactions were in 
excess of 200,000 shares, 


*,* 


Yesterday’s market was largely profes- 
sional. There were no evidences of activity 
on the part of the larger interests except in 
some few cases where insiders continued 
the policy of taking care of their own 
stocks. Wall Street heard many rumors 
during the day, but few of them carried 
confirmation, and they received scant atten- 
tion. The afternoon inactivity was accom- 
panied by firmness resulting from an ab- 
sence of selling pressure.

GOLD FOR IMPORT. 


Gold to the amount of $1,000,000 was yes- 
terday announced as engagéd for importa- 
tion. Of this $275,000 is for Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., $275,000 for L. Von Hoffmann & Co., 
$250,000 for the National City Bank, and 
$200,000 for Blair & Co. This brongs up the 
total engaged in or imported from Europe 
since Feb. 25 to $37,780,000. In addition to 
this there has been drawn from Australia 
by San Francisco banks $6,100,000, and it is 
reported that there is $2,000,000 more en 
route to San Francisco. 

Sterling exchange was decidedly weak 
yesterday, responding to the strength of the 
New York money market and to the large 
offerings of investment bills. Rates for 
both sight and sixty-day sterling declined. 
Exchange market authorities look for fur- 
ther weakness, unless there is a further de- 
cline in money market rates. Large im- 
portations of gold are predicted for the 
coming week. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS HIGHER. 


Government bonds were strong yesterday, 
although the transactions in them were 
light, being confined to the old 4s and the 
registered 2s. The old 4s sold at 110%. The 
new 4s, without transactions, closed at an 
advancc of 1% points over Saturday’s clos- 
ing bid. The bid prices for all the other is- 
sues of Governments were advanced frac- 
tionally. On the European Bourses Spanish 
4s showed notable strength, selling up to 
5144 in London. 


THE ADVANCE IN COFFEE. 


At the opening of the market yesterday 
Sugar Trust sold at 122. It closed on Sat- 
urday at 115%. The whole market had a 
wild opening, but Sugar Trust’s was the 
wildest of that of any stock on the list. 
At the same time sales were made at 122; 
they were also made at 119% Thereafter, 
in common with the rest of the market, the 
stock fell back rapidly, selling close to 117. 
Tt closed with a net gain of about 3 points 
for the day. 

As a bull argument on Sugar Trust stock, 
its speculative friends are pointing to the 
advance of 4c. per pound in the price of 
coffee, which has been made by both the 
Arbuckles and the Sugar Trust’s coffee 
trade branch. It is contended that this ac- 
tion is significant of a settlement of the 
whole fight between the Arbuckles and the 
Sugar Trust—the same story which has 
been used for a long time past by the bulls 
on the stock. The fact of the matter is 
probably that the advance in the price of 
coffee is due solely to the rumors of a tax 
on that staple in case of war. The coffee 
trade has been excited by this possibility 
for some time, and as the fears of war have 
grown more acute, the fears of a coffee 
tax have increased proportionately. The 
Sugar Trust’s campaign against its com- 
petitors is not yet over. 


CALL MONEY LOWER. 


Call money rates declined yesterday, 
loans at the opening being made as high as 
44%4 per cent., and at the close as low as 
1% per cent. The lowering of rates was 
due to heavy offerings of call money by 
some of the larger banking houses and to 
the light demand for accommodation of 
that class. Time money continued firm. 
That market yesterday was not active, but 
rates remained without change. Bank of- 
ficers are pointing out that it is only the 
small demand for money that is keeping 
rates from advancing further, 


GRANGER STOCKS STRONG. 


All the Granger stocks advanced 2 points 
and more yesterday, and at the opening 
showed gains of about 3 points over Satur- 
day’s closing. Bull speculators were buyers 
of St. Paul and Burlington on a large scale, 
and of the first-named stock the London 
houses were also heavy purchasers. Rock 
Island was active and strong, there being 
commission house buying of it, as well as 
large purchases by inside interests, 


THE BUYING OF TOBACCO. 


American Tobacco was notably strong 
yesterday, touching 1034, a new high figure 
for the present movement. The stock was 
bought and bid up by the same brokers 
who have been active in that way for some 
time past, and who are credited With acting 
for speculative interests in the manage- 
ment of the company. At no time recently 
has there been any outside buying of To- 
bacco Trust, even the bolder traders fear- 
ing to identify themselves with a stock in 
which there has been so much open manip- 
ulation. 


IRON BUSINESS BOOMING. 


In an article dealing in detail with the 
iron markets, The Pittsburg Dispatch Says: 


“‘Iron business continues to move along 
without seeming to pay any attention to 
war reports. The volume of transactions 
foots up well. Prices for leading products 
are steadily maintained, any variation be- 
ing governed by time of delivery. Mills and 
furnaces are all running to their utrmpst 
capacity. 

‘The production report for April will be 
watched with considerable interest. It is 
expected to break all previous records. It 
would be difficult to find an establishment 
whose order books are not filled. Many 
of them will keep plants employed for many 
months to come, 

“There is a good deal of inquiry for ma- 
terial, but bidding for the orders is so close 
that prices seem to have no chance of 
working upward. Buyers are also influ- 
enced by the evident anxiety of sellers; 
otherwise it is probable that larger lots 
would be taken, as consumption continues 
quite up to the highest mark, with no pros- 
pect of recession, 

“Structural material appears to be want- 
ed in Europe, one contract for 50,000 tons 
coe been closed in Paris within the 
past few days. This order, however, was 
taken by mills on the Continent, and further 
sales are likely to be made by American 
houses, negotiations for which are now go- 
ing on. 

“European advices show a steady in- 
crease in production, accompanied, however, 
by rising prices for all kinds of raw ma- 
terial. This will, ,no doubt, stimulate busi- 
ness on this side.’’

The grounds of the application were that 
the capital of the company was greatly im- 
paired, that the corporation was insolvent, 
and that it would be for the best interests 
of all concerned that it be dissolved. An 
affidavit of Sylvester Strickland, an expert 
accountant, was.presented to the effect that 
the Habilities are largely in excess of the 
assets, and, further, that many of the as- 
Sets are outstanding accounts, which can- 
not be collected and are worthless.

JERSEY JUSTICE EXPENSIVE. 


The Grand Jury Complains of Ex- 


travagance in Hudson County. 


The Hudson County Grand Jury, which 
was discharged yesterday by Judge Lippin- 
cott at Jersey City, made two presentments. 
The first was to the effect that the admin- 
istration of justice in the county is too ex- 
-pensive, the cost having increased over 100 


per cent, in twelve years. The presentment 
Says that the increased cost is attributable 
to the fact that tne county is saddled with 
expenses that should be borne by the mu- 
nicipalities. 

The second presentment objects to the 
manner in which the Assessors discharge 
their duties. The greatest evil exists in 
Jersey City, where the rate varies,- some 
property being assessed at double its value, 
while other property is only assessed at half 
its value.

Several Years Ended. 


Justice Maddox, in the Supreme Court, in 
Long Island City, yesterday dismissed the 
suit brought by William D. Marvel against 
the estate of the late George F. Stone and 
Robert L. S. Hall and Edward N. Hill for 
$3,000,000 damages growing out of the col- 
lapse of the firm of William D. Marvel & 
Co. and the Marvel Iron Company, Limited, 
which were formed in 1886 for the purpose 
of developing iron mines in Spain. 

The suit, which has been hanging fire in 
the courts since the death of Mr. Stone, in 
1894, came up for hearing last in January, 
but at the request of Mr. Marvel it was 

ostponed, and yesterday when further de- 
ay was asked for by Marvel's attorney, Jus- 
tice Maddox refused to consider it, and 
called the case for trial. As Marvel’s at- 
torney offered no appearance the case was 
dismissed, and the plaintiff was ordered to 
pay costs amounting to $1,000. 


THE PRINCETON STOVE IN. 


Tug Struck the Ferryboat, Tearing a 
Hole in Her Cabin. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad ferryboat 
Princeton was in collision yesterday with 
the Standard Oil Company’s tug Tea Rose. 
The Princeton was on her way from Des- 
brosses Street to her slip at Exchange 
Place, Jersey City, at 9:20 o’clock A. M. 

Capt. L. M. Decker, who was in the pilot 
house, says he blew one whistle, signifying 
that he would go to the right, but, as he 
alleges, the Tea Rose kept on her course. 
She struck the Princeton on the port side 
just abaft the paddlebox, staving a big kcle 
in the side of the men’s cabin and tearing 
away the rear guard rail. There was great 
excitement among the few passengers on 
board, and in the rush to get out of the 
cabin two men were thrown down and 
slightly hurt. 

Bernard Goldstein of 84 Mangin Street, 
this city, was prostrated by the shock. He 
was sent to the City Hospital. The damage 
to the Princeton is estimated at $400. The 
Tea Rose was not injured. 


DIED AFTER EATING SHAD. 


fhe Coroner's Physician Says It Was 
Not Ptomaine Poisoning. 


Mrs. Kindleberger, wife of Dr. Kindle- 
berger, a naval Director at Washington, 
died Sunday evening at the Hotel Gerard. 
West Forty-fourth Street, Dr. Davis of 153 
West Forty-fourth Street attributing her 
death to exhaustion, heart failure, and 
ptomaine poisoning. She ate some shad 
for her dinner Friday evening, and com- 
plained of feeling ill a few hours later. 
She grew worse Sunday afternoon, and Dr. 


Davis was called in, but could do nothing, 
Mrs. Kindleberger dying at 8 o’clock. He 
thought death was superinduced by pto- 
maine poisoning from the shad she had 
eaten. 

The Coroner’s office was notified, and Dr. 
Williams, who called to make an autopsy 
on the body, found it unnecessary, as upon 
examination he declared that death had 
been caused by heart failure and acute in- 
digestion, He issued a permit for the re- 
moval of the body, which was taken to 
Washington. Mrs. Kindleberger had been 
in the city only a few days on a visit. 
She was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Henry Poor of Virginia. 


POVERTY CAUSED HIS SUICIDE. 


Druggist Merritt Writes He Was Re- 
trayed and Robbed. 


“Merry Sarta Claus.” as H. Bdward 
Merritt, a sixty-year-old druggist of 1,202 
Myrtle Avenue, Brooklyn, was called, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by in- 
haling illuminating gas. Poverty, brought 
about by those whom he trusted, had tired 
him of life. He lived the life of a recluse 
in a boarding house at 1,218 Bushwick Ave- 
nue, while his wife, who is said to be dan- 


gerously ill, is stopping with a relative of 
the name of Alexander Lee, in Pleasant 
Valley Station, near Mount Vernon. 

Upon investigation a letter, which read 
as ollows, was found under a bottle: 

“TIT caniot stand this any longer; they 
have robbed me of everything, and I’ve 
trusted them as if they were my sons. 
When I came to New York two years ago 
: er plenty of gy A. friends. Now 

ave no money, no friends, an . 
Gas and rum will do the rest.” ee 

Merritt undoubtedly referred in his letter 
to his agents, whom he had sent all over the 
country with a patent horse liniment. He 
Was non-communicative and rarely spoke 
with his neighbors; for children, however, 
he Poe had a penny and a friendly 
word.

ereas, Until it shall have been definitely 

determined whether the nation shall be at peace 
or whether it shall be embroiled in war, and 
until the important and -vexed questions affecting 
Cuba shall have been fully solved to the satis- 
faction of the American. people, it would mani- 
festly be unwise, and certainly not in accordance 
with the dictates of good taste or sound judg- 
ment, to proceed with any municipal festivities, 
however interesting the occasion, to commemorate 
which they are given; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the celebration of Charter Day, 
heretofore arranged to take place on May 4 next, 
be deferred; that the Executive Committee be 
clothed with power to determine hereafter, at 
such time as to them shall appear proper, the 
date when the meeting of the Committee on 
Celebration shall again take place for the pur- 
pose of definitely arranging the date and method 
of the deferred celebration; that it is the sense 
of this committee that prior to its resumption 
of work for the celebration the Honorary Presi- 
dent, the Chairman, and Vice Chairman, who 
constituted the committee which appointed all 
committees, be empowered to reorganize the 
various committees; that the executive officers 
be directed to pay all indebtedness of the com- 
mittee to date, and that no further indebtedness 
be created; that the balance of the funds to the 
credit of this committee remaining after such 
payment be left with the Treasurer of the com- 
mittee, either for use at such deferred celebration 
or for proportionate redistribution to the sub- 
scribers of such funds as to the Executive Com- 
mittee shall seem proper. 


Jollification Out of Place. 


After Mr. Roosevelt had read the resolu- 
tions. he said that owing to the present 
troubles, which he hoped would have a 
peaceful solution, although it did not at 
present seem probable, a period of jollifica- 
tions, banquets, balis, and parties would be 
out of place and unworthy of the occasion. 

Thomas W. Pittman said that he heartily 
seconded Mr. Roosevelt’s resolution, but 
hoped that all outstanding debts would be 
honorably paid, and if it was finally decided 
to have no celebration that the surplus re- 
maining the thought should be distributed 
pro rata among those who had contributed 
to the movement. 

Ex-Judge Diittenhoefer asked if May 4, 
which had been declared a legal holiday, 

_should not be taken into consideration, and 
while there was no time to arrange a great 
celebration, he thought something shouid 
be done, as the banks and all business 
houses would be closed. He therefore offered 
the following amendment to Mr. Roosevelt's 
resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Executive. Committee be 
empowered and authorized to take the legal holi- 
day into consideration and do what is necessary 
to carry out the intent of the same. 


The amendment was unanimously carried. 
Mr. 


Just as Mr. Washington was about te put 
Mr. Roosevelt’s resolution to a vote Timo- 
thy J. Campbell, who had arrived late, arose 
and said that he would lik» to ask the 
“ distinguished gentleman,”’ referring to Mr. 
Roosevelt, what his resolution was about, 


and Secretary Garnett was ordered to read 
the resolution for his edification, which was 
done. As Mr. Campbell seemed unable to 
eee fully the reason for such a measure, 

r. Garnett was asked to read the pream- 
bles, which fully cleared up all Mr. Camp- 
bell’s doibts on the question, and he arose 
to address the meeting. 

“Very true,” he said, “very true, but 
what evidence have we that we are in a 
state of war. [Laughter.] I thought, per- 
haps, the trouble was a financial one, and I 
want to say right here that while I haven’t 
got as much money as I used to have, I am 
one citizen se to celebrate, and I will 
write my check for $100 to-night, and let 
four hundred and ninety-nine other patri- 
otic citizens do likewise, [Mr. Campbell had 
worked himself into a high state of right- 
eous indignation by this time,] and then 
Wwe won't have to ask the Common Council 
or anybody else for funds to carry on the 
celebration. Well, I remember,” he thun- 
dered, ‘“‘ how, when I used to represent this 
State in Congress I used to say New York 
City is New York State, and New York 
State is the United States! 


Anxious About Shame’s Blush. 


“ But,” he continued, his voice quivering 
with emotion and full of reproach, “ oh, 
Shame, where is thy blush! You go all over 
the country, telling every one what a grand 
city this is, the imperial city of the Empire 
State, but [hissing ‘the words between his 
teeth] you haven’t got the courage to put 
up the $50,000 that is needed to insure the 
grand celebration of the birth of the great- 
est city in the world. I don’t think we 
are going to have war, and I want to say 
right here, let us either drop the idea, once 
for all, or let us carry it through, subscribe 
the money that is needed, and hold the 
celebration, which will bring thousands upon 
thousands of dollars to New York.” 

Mr. Campbell then sat down, overcome 
with his emotion, and out of breath, and 
wvaited for the applause to come. It failed 
to arrive. 

Mr. Washington then said that even if 
the committee had the wealth of the Indies 
at its disposal it would certainly not be 
appropriate to hold the celebration, and 
asked all who were in favor of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s resolutions to say ‘‘ Aye.” After a 
loud chorus of “ayes,” Mr. Washington 
asked all opposed to say “ No,”’ and, while 
the, committeemen sat with bated breath, 
Mr. Campbell, spectre-like, arose from his 
chair in sepulchral tones said: 

‘Mr. Chairman, I, solitary and alone, 
vote no,” 

The meeting was then adjourned, sub- 
ject to the ¢all of the Executive Committee. 


CITY DEBT LIMIT QUESTION. 


Ex-Mayor Strong and His Associates 
Not Worried by Threats of 
Indictment. 


None of Mayor Strong’s Board of Dsti- 
‘mate and Apportionment were much 
alarmed at Mr. Croker’s statement that 
their reckless handling of the city’s finances 
had rendered them liable to indictment.

LEGAL NOTES. 


POWER OF REMOVAL UNDER CHARTER.— 
Justice Freedman, in Supreme Court, Spe- 
cial Term, yesterday, denied the applica- 
tion of Frank K. Bowers for a mandamus 
to compel William Dalton, Commissioner of 
Water Supply. to reinstate him as foreman 
of Company 6, Department of Water Sup- 
ply. Bowers, who was appointed foreman 
of repairs under the Chief Engineer of the 
Croton Aqueduct Department in May, 1896, 
at $5 a day and $2.25 a day for a horse and 
wagon, was assigned to the same position 
in the Department of Water Supply, as con- 
stituted by the new charter. He was dis- 
charged on the 4th of last January, without 
charges being preferred and without a hear- 
ing. The difficulty with the contention of 
Bowers, that his removal was illegal be- 
cause made without cause, and not for the 
purpose of abolishing an unnecessary posi- 
tion, was, Justice Freedman said, that the 
provision in that respect applied only to 
employes who before the consolidation could 
be removed only for cause. At the time of 
the removal of Bowers authority was con- 
ferred upon the head of every department 
and every other officer having power to ap- 
point, to remove at pleasure every subor- 
dinate appointed or employed whose term of 
employment was not specially protected 
by some statutory provision. Inasmuch as 
he did not stand protected by some special 
provision or rule of law, it was competent 
for the Commissioner of Water Supply to 
remove him without any cause whatever 
and without abolishing the position held by 
him as an unnecessary one, as he was not 
an honorably discharged soldier or sailor of 
the war of the rebellion, or an honorably 
discharged fireman, or regular clerk or 
head of any bureau in any department of 
the municipality. Any subsequent change 
in the law could not be considered.

WHEN A BicycLy Is Not AN ARTICLE OF 
NECESSITY.—Mary Rice, nearly two years 
ago, she being then seventeen years old, 
and employed as a servant in a family in 
Syracuse, purchased a bicycle from Will- 
iam A. Butler for $45, of which she paid 
$15 down, and agreed to pay the remainder 
in weekly installments of $1.25, the title to 
the wheel to remain in the vendor until the 
purchase price should be fully paid, with 
the right to take and sell the machine in 
case it was not kept in good repair, or in 
case the stipulated weekly payments were 


not made. After having had the wheel 
three months the girl returned it, assertin 
that she had been defrauded, and demand 
the repayment of $26.25, the total aggregate 
of her payments. Mr. Butler took the wheel, 
but refused to return the money, asserting 
that the use of the wheel was worth more 
than the sum paid, and that it had been 
damaged by use to the extent of $15. The 
girl’s suit, by guardian, against Butler in 
the Municipal Court of Syracuse to recover 
this money was dismissed, and the judg- 
ment was affirmed by the County Court, 
but the Fourth Appellate Division directed 
a reversal. Justice Follett, giving the opin- 
ion, held that a bicycle was not an article 
of necessity for a girl of that age, who was 
working as a servant, and living with her 
employer, and she might rescind the condi- 
tional executory contract for its sale and 
recover the payments she had made with- 
out any deduction being made for the use 
of the machine, or for damages which had 
been occasioned to it by such use. Justice 
Adams gave a dissenting opinion, in which 
Justice Ward concurred, saying the real 
question was whether the plaintiff could 
avail herself of her infancy to perpetrate 
@ wrong upon the defendant. “There is 
one oe. Justice Adams said, “‘ espe- 
cially applicable to the facts of this case, 
which has received very general recognition, 
and which, as stated by so eminent an au- 
thority as Chancellor Kent, is this: ‘If an 
infant pays money on his contract and en- 
joys the benefit of it, and then avoids it 
when he comes of age, he cannot recover 
back the consideration paid.’ ” 


PrRooF oF GOOD CHARACTER IN SLANDER 
Suit.—The judgment obtained by Ida L. 
White, on a verdict for $2,500, in her suit 
in Monroe County to recover damages from 
Thomas W. Newcomb for an alleged slan- 
der, uttered on two occasions, has been 
reversed by the Fourth Appellate Division 
because of the improper admission of tes- 
timony on the part of the plaintiff, and be- 
cause the verdict was for excessive dam- 
ages. The plaintiff was an unmarried wo- 
man, doing business in Rochester in the 
manufacture of infants’ shoes. The defend- 
ant was in the same business, and she 
had worked for him at first, but finally 
decided to go into business herself. Diffi- 
culties arose, and defendant became angry 
at her, charged her with stealing his lasts 
and patterns, and with taking a list of 
his customers, and finally charged her with 
unchastity. No evidence was given to show 
the truth of these charges, while a num- 
ber of good witnesses testified to plaintiff’s 

ood character and behavior. Justice Fol- 
ett, giving the opinion of the Appellate 
Division, held that when, in an action for 
slander imputing unchastity to an unmar- 
ried female, an issue was raised as to the 
character of the plaintiff, she may prove, 
as part of her case, that by the speech 
of people, her reputation is good. Justice 
Ward, in a dissenting opinion, said he 
doubted whether a case could be found in 
the books where a verdict of this size in 
such a case of assault upon a woman’s 
chastity and honor, had been disturbed.

UNEQUAL ASSESSMENT AGAINST RAILROAD, 
—The New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad Company was assessed at $356,400 
upon its 105 acres of realty in the town of 
Schuyler, Herkimer County, in 1897. Com- 
plaint was made before Arthur Budlong 
and others, the Assessors, last August, that 


the assessment was unequal, and made at 
a higher proportionate valuation than was 
laced on the other property assessed upon 
he same roll, and a reduction which was 
asked was refused. Then the company pe- 
titioned to the Supreme Court, under the 
tax law of 1896, for a writ of certiorari to 
review the alleged erroneous assessment, 
stating that the valuation placed by the As- 
sessors upon the relator’s property was 9 

r cent. of its full value, while the valua- 
ion placed upon all other prepenty in the 
town was only 50 per cent. of its full value. 
The Fourth Appellate Division has reversed 
an order of the Special Te which dis- 
missed the writ vecause it did not specif 
the instances in which the alleged i uali- 
ty existed, and its extent. The Court held 
by Justice Follett, that the facts stated, if 
.true, entitled the relator to relief, and that 
where the allegations of the petition d 
writ were indefinite, the rem of the de- 
fendant was to move, before g i. 
turn, to have them made more definite and 
certain.

HE CITY WORKS SCANDAL 


F. Milne, a Minor Member of the 
Alleged Ring, Pleads Guilty to the. 
indictments Against Him. 


HE SAYS HE OBEYED ORDERS 


When Told by His Superiors to “O 
K” Bills He Did So—His Coun- 
sel Says He Was a 
Scapegoat. 


One of the City Works ring in Brooklyn 
pleaded guilty yesterday. He was one of 
the minor members, but his course has 
spread panic among the other members of 
the ring. The question which every one 
was asking yesterday was ‘ Who next?” 

Frederick Milne, who under the Wurster 
administration was an Inspector in the 
Water Purveyor’s office, appeared in the 
Courity Court yesterday immediately after 
the impaneling of the April Grand Jury, 
which is to investigate the pond-cleaning 
scandal and probably many others. He 
Was accompanied by District Attorney 
Marean, Chief Clerk Walkley, Assistant 
District Attorney Clarke, and Mirabeau L. 
Towns his lawyer. Judge Bird asked the 
District Attorney what his business was, 
and Mr. Clarke called Milne to the bar. 

“If your Honor please,” said Mr. Towns, 
“in behalf of Mr. Milne I plead guilty to 
a misdemeanor in willfully omitting and 
neglecting his duty not to consent or con- 
nive at the audit of a bill mentioned in the 
indictment, and to each indictment I sub- 
mit this plea. I wish to say in his behalf 
that he has made this plea without any 
understanding with any one and without 
any hope of reward or mitigation of. pun- 
ishment. I might urge that he is a young 
man with a family, inexperienced in resist- 
ing the wiles and allurements of dishonest 
people, but I make my request for mercy 
only on the ground that he has taken the 


earliest opportunity to make full reparation, 
so far as he can. 


Ready to Testify When Wanted. 


“His plea must have a great moral effect 
upon those who stand accused of similar 
offenses, and is a powerful aid to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office and the administra- 
tion of justice. What he did was not as an 
engineer, but as a mere Inspector. The 
bills which he passed for audit had been 
previously sent to the Auditor without his 
signature, and he only signed them after 


he was told to do so by his superiors. Mr. 
Milne will remain here, ready to testifyi on 
any and all occasions when he may be 
called upon.’’ 

“Do you know what this plea means?” 
said Judge Hurd, gravely, to the young pris- 
oner. ‘“‘Do you know that the penalty is 
one year’s imprisonment or a fine of $5007” 

“I do,” said Milne. 

“TI ask your Honor to impose the lightest 
sentence possible,’’ said Mr. Towns. 

Judge Hurd said he would announce his 
decision on Wednesday. Mr. Milne refused 
to talk to reporters, and Assistant District 
Attorney Clarke would only say: “ Con- 
science is making witnesses.”’ But Mr, 
Towns made the following statement: 

‘““When I investigated this matter I be- 
came satisfied that the principals in the 
crime were trying to make this young man 
a scapegoat. They wanted to saddle him 
with the responsibility, pleading that they 
would not have done these things but for 
his ‘O. K.’ I did not wish this young and 
inexperienced man to become a scapegoat 
for craftier men. There was but one course, 
and he has followed it.’”’ 


A Carefully Arranged Scheme, 


Mr. Towns also made the surprising state- 
ment that Milne placed his ‘“‘O. K.”’ on the 
bills while intoxicated, and that he had been 
deliberately made drunk for the purpose. 
“If there was a scheme,” he said, ‘‘ the 
schemers, from the beginning, carefully ar- 
ranged matters so that in case of discovery 
the subordinates would bear the blame. I 


have most carefully investigated this mat- 
ter, and I know what I am talking about.” 
There are three indictments against Milne. 
It is already rumored that another of the 
ring is wavering. No one knows what will 
happen next, and the fact that one man 
was likely to break down was evidently sus- 
pected, for a number of politicians were in 
the courtroom before Milne entered, all 
wearing an air of expectancy. 

The ie Grand Jury, sworn in yester- 
day, will have before it matters of as 
grave importance as those which were dis- 
posed of ke / its predecessor. It is made 
up of intelligent and substantial citizens, 
and consists mainly of merchants and real 
estate men. There are two brokers and an 
artist. The foreman is James P. Heffer- 
man, a manufacturer, of 18 Madison Street. 
The first business before this jury will 
robably be Michael J. a pond-clean- 
ng contracts and his relations with City 
Works Commissioner Willis. 


RAPID TRANSIT AFFAIRS. 


Charles Stewart Smith Is Expected 
on Thursday, and Progress Is 
Then Hoped For, 


The Board of Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners will meet Thursday afternoon, when 
it is expected that Charles Stewart Smith, 
whose absence abroad has made the board 
dependent upon the willingness of the 
Mayor or the Controller to attend and take 
part ia its meetings, will be present. The 
Controller, who has attended several of the 
meetings of the board and has heretofore 
declined to vote on the proposed franchises 
to the Manhattan Railway Company, on 
the ground that he was not sufficiently fa- 


millar with their scope to act intelligently, 
a f be ready by Thursday to express him- 
gelf. At any rate, with the return of Mr. 
Smith, it is not thought that there will be 
much further delay in disposing of the 
Manhattan franchises and clearing the way 
oe with regard to the underground 
road. 

The draft of a form of contract for build- 
ing, equipping, and operating this road was 
submitted last week to the Corporation 
Counsel, with a request that he examine 
and approve it as xX as possible, and 
it is hoped to hear from him at this week’s 
meetirg. The next step of the board, after 
the approval of this form of contract, will 
be the preparation of the advertisement 
for bidders. 

Regarding a rumor that the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company would again ap- 
pear as a bidder for the contract to build 
the underground road, Secretary Delafield 
said yesterday that the Metropolitan Com- 
pany had given no notice of such an inten- 
tion and that he knew of no reason to ex- 

ect to hear from the company at this

TROLLEY LINEMAN KILLED. 


Was Struck by an Engine of the 
Brooklyn Elevated Road. 


A fatal accident occurred yesterday on 
the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, at the cor- 
ner of Adams and Concord Streets. Thomas 
Sweeney, a trolley lineman of the Nassau 
Road, who was repairing the trolley feed 
wires, and had his head above the elevated 
railroad ties, was struck by a train and 
killed. Sweeney’s death seems to have been 
the result of his interest in his work. He 
had been warned repeatedly by his fellow- 
workmen, but did not heed them. . 

At 11:30 A. M., Sweeney was sitting with 
his head just above the ties. He was pull- 
ing a feed wire which was fastened to a 


cleat to the iron work of the sub-structure. 
William McEvoy was behind him, hauling 
on the same rope. Engine No,’ 100, going 
from the Brooklyn Bridge to Bay Ridge, 
was coming along the tracks, and McEvoy 
saw it and shouted “ Look out!” At the 
same time he ducked his head and dropped 
below the track, but Sweeney was so much 
interested in his work that he apparently 
did not hear the cry nor the train. His 
back was turned to the oncoming engine. 
The next moment the engine struck him on 
fhe ie ee of ae ~ co pung at 
ng, for two minutes, ore his hor 
associates could release him. 

Sweeney came to Brooklyn from Chicago 
ten days ago, and had recently buried his 
wife and mother. His position with the 
Nassau Company was secured on Friday 
last. He leaves a young daughter. 

The engineer, Frank G. Isenberg, was en- 
tirely ignorant that he had killed a man 
until arrested at Bay Ridge. When he 
learned the news ne was utterly prostrated. 
He was held at the Adams Street Court.

New York East Conference. 


The New York East Conference was con- 
tinued yesterday in the Janes Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Brooklyn.

DR. BRIGGS TO MAKE A CHANGE. 


He Is to be Ordained as Deacon in the 
Priesthood of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Theology at Union Sem- 
inary, Park Avenue and Sixty-ninth Street, 
has intimated to Bishop Potter of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Diocese of New York his 
desire to be ordained a Deacon in the priest- 
hood of that communion, and it is said 
that this will be done at the Trinity or- 
dinations in June. Prof. Briggs has also 
sent his resignation to the Stated Clerk of 
the New York Presbytery, of which body 


he is now a member in regular standing, 
although formally suspended from exer- 
ane the functions of a Presbyterian min- 
ster, 

The fact that Prof. Briggs has once been 
ordained as a Presbyterian will not be taken 
account of by the iscopal Church, which 
will require him to begin as if he were a 
layman, namely. to be ordained a Deacon, 
and remain such for one year before being 
advanced to the priesthood. 

Dr. Briggs was suspended p< gee Presby- 
terian General Assembly of 1893, which met 
in Washington, upon the report of a com- 
mittee which declared that ‘Charles A. 
Briggs has uttered, taught, and propagated 
views, doctrines, and teachings contrary to 
Scripture, to the Westminster Confession, 
and his own ordination vows.”’ The General 
Assembly suspenued Dr. Briggs “ until such 
time as he shall give satisfactory evidence 
of repentence.”’ 

Efforts have been made to get this sus- 
pension removed, the i:eader in the effort 
being the Rev. Dr. Hiram C. Haydn of the 
First Church, Cleveland. Had not Prof. 
Briggs taken this present course, it is prob- 
able that the matter of removing the sus- 
pension would have come up in the ap- 
proaching General Assembly next month. 


THE CASE OF DR. CLEAVELAND. 


A New Indictment Substituted for the 
First One Which Was Found 
Against Him, 


It came to light yesterday that a new in- 
dictment superseding the first against Dr. 
Trumbull W. Cleaveland, charged with man- 
slaughter, was found by the Grand Jury 
last Thursday. The new indictment charges 
the same offense as did the first, but is 
worded differently. It was found for the 
reason that the first indictment was defect- 


ive, or supposed to be, owing to an over- 
sight on the part of the District Attorney’s 
ottice. When making his motion to quash 
the first indictment a few days ago, Bartow 
S. Weeks called attention to the fact that 
the indictment did not bear the signatures 
of either the druggist who compounded the 
medicine given to the child whom the de- 
fendant is accused of killing, or of the 
child’s father, James L. Carhart, who car- 
ried the medicine from the drug store. As- 
sistant District Attorney Townsend, who 
has charge of the case, profited by Mr. 
Weeks’s statement, and caused the omis- 
sion of the names to be rectified. In what 
other particulars the new indictment differs 
from the first could not be learned yester- 
day for the reason that the contents of the 
former were kept secret. 

Mrs. James L. Carhart said yesterday to 
a reporter that Bessie Pike, the woman who 
nursed Mrs. Carhart’s child while it was 
ill, had destroyed important records in the 
case. This statement the woman denies. 

“The woman was sent to my house by Dr, 
Cleaveland,” said Mrs, Carhart, “and, al- 
though I did not want her, he insisted on 
her staying. She promised that she would 
testify against Dr, Cleaveland, but since 
his arrest she has been employed by him at 
his home. Now she is going to Europe, so 
I don’t suppose she will testify at all.’ 

The Pike woman made a deposition yes- 
terday to the effect that she was going to 
Europe, but would be back by May 30. As 
the case will not be placéd on trial until 
after that date, the District Attorney’s of- 
fice and the defendant’s counsel decided to 
let her go. F 


MRS. CARRINGTON IMPROVING. 


Her Physicians Believe She Will Re- 
cover—To Arraign Hill To-day, 


Mrs, Blizabeth Carrington of 158 Law- 
rence Street, Brooklyn, who was shot by her 
husband, Albert B. Carrington, on Saturday 
night, was much improved yesterday, and it 


was said at the Homeopathic Hospital that 
she would probably recover. When she was 
first brought to the hospital it was thought 
she would die. 

William P. Byrnes, who was shot in the 
neck, will be able to leave the hospital in 
a day or two. Charles Hill, who is now in 
Raymond Street Jail, will be arraigned in 
the Adams Street Police Court to-day on a 
charge of homicide. 


CHURCHILL IS IN CHARLESTON. 


The ex-Consul’s Letter to His Wife 
Shows Mental Incompetency. 


It was definitely made known yesterday 
that William Churchill, the missing ex- 
United States Consul General at Samoa, 
who left his home at 168 South Ninth Street, 


Brooklyn, a week 250, has been located at 
Charleston, S. C. rs. Churchill on Satur- 
day received a letter from her husband and 
showed it to the police of the Clymer Street 
aa to whom the disappearance was re- 
ported. 

Mrs. Churchill first denied having received 
the letter, but admitted yesterday that she 
received it on Saturday, and that at the 
request of friends she kept it a secret. 
Churchill wrote that he was compelled to 
take flight, as the people whose secret he 
possessed were hounding him. The tenor of 
the letter seerned to show that his mind is 
dranged.

OVATION TO MRS. BOOTH 


Big Demonstration at Anniversary 
Gathering of the Volun- 
teers of America. 


GLAD TO RESUME HER WORK 


Commander Ballington Booth Receives 
Over $1,000 on Appeal for Con- 
tributions—Great Enthusiasm 
Evoked by Patriotic Songs. 


The anniversary gathering of the Volun- 
teers of America at Carnegie Music Hall 
last night took on something of the nature 
of a jubilee meeting, because of the first re- 
appearance there in public beside Command- 
er Ballington Booth of Mrs. Booth since 
she was stricken down by sickness last De- 
cember. The meeting was also marked by 
an exhibition of patriotic feeling and of an 
apparent willingness to “‘ have a go” at the 
Spaniard as well as at the devil. 

Tne hall was crowded, down stairs and up, 
and many of the boxes were occupied. The 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, the Rev. 
Dr. W. R. Huntington, Charles D. Stick- 
ney, S. Otis Livingston, and Dr. Thompson, 
with ladies, were among the box occupants. 
The stage picture was an effective, and at 
times a most annimated one. In the centre 
were a number of Sunday school girls in 
white, with sashes of red, white, and blue, 
while behind them were the Hope Hall boys, 
former inmates of Auburn, Clinton, and 
Sing Sing Prisons. To the right were the 
headquarters band and members of the vol- 
unteers in uniform. The left of the stage 
was occupied by friends and patrons of the 
Volunteers. In front seats sat Commander 
and Mrs. Ballington Booth with their offi- 
cers, among whom were Col, and Mrs. J. 
W. Merrill, Col. and Mrs. Walton, Col. and 
Mrs. Hartwright, Col. Robert Gardner, 
Lieut. Col. Fred Gardner, Col. Pattie Wat- 
kins, Major Hattie McFadden, Lieut. Col. 


Fred Lindsay, and Major John J. Habecker 
of Philadelphia. 

The band ern the coming of Com- 
mander and rs. ooth, played patriotic 
airs and aroused great enthusiasm, which 
culminated in a great outbreak of age 
and waving of handkerchiefs when Col. 
Fred Gardner came to the front with a 
flag and the band struck up ‘“ The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” Half a dozen National 
flags and a number of Volunteer banners 
were waved me the children and the Hope 
Hall boys on the stage. The demonstration 
continued while ‘‘ Yankee Doodle”’ 
“John Brown’s Body” were played, 
latter causing renewed enthusiasm. 

Mrs. Booth, when she ascended the plat- 
form with her husband, received a welcome 
so hearty and prolonged as to cause her 
pale face to flush with pleasure and to be- 
come wreathed in smiles. She still shows 
traces of her illness and did not sit with her 
usual erect bearing, but as one who is yet 
weak after illness. Commander Booth, 
after a brief prayer, asked all in the 
house to rise and join in ae ** Amer- 
ica,” which they did with good will. After 
prayer by Col. Robert Gardner, and a song, 
Commander Booth read messages of regret 
and good will from the Governor of New 
Jersey, William E. Dodge, and John Wana- 
maker. 

He then made a short address. He be- 
gan by saying: “‘ This meeting should be 
Mrs. Booth’s meeting,’’ and that sentiment 
was so liberally cheered that he took an- 
other tack and said: “Ill put you out if 

ou don’t behave yourselves.” Commander 

ooth expressed his gratitude to God at 
his wife’s presence with them once more, 
and at the steady and permanent advance 
of the Volunteers. 

Commander Booth made an appeal for 
funds to carry on the work of the Volun- 
teers. While efforts were being made by 
individual members of the Volunteers among 
the audience, Col. Habecker told stories 
and made appeals from the stage. He said 
that the feeling in Philadelphia about the 
threatened war with Spain was that if war 
comes “ we'll knock them into smithereens.” 
More than $1,000 was raised. 

Mrs. Booth was the last speaker. Her 
voice gave evidence of her pnysical weak- 
ness, but she courageously delivered her 
message. She said she felt that it was not 
as easy for her to speak as usual, and asked 
her auditors to fill in mucn of what she 
would like to say. She expressed her joy 
and thankfulness that once more she was 
able to go out and take up the work she 
loves. Her address was an appeal for sym- 
pathy for the inmates of prisons and a 
statement of the good work done among 
them. She said that more than 500 of the 
inmates of Joliet State Prison are members 
of the Volunteers’ Prison League. 

The ceremonies were concluded by the 
presentation to Mrs. Booth for these prison- 
ers of a banner, which she will shortly car- 
ry to them in person.

EAST SIDE KINDERGARTENS, 


The Association Fears a Deficit and 
Asks for Contributions, 


The appreciation of the down-town east 
side kindergartens was appropriately shown 
a couple of days ago by a mother, who pre- 
sented to the teachers of one of the kinder- 
gartens a beauti‘ul oxalis or flowering sor- 
rel in full bloom, which she had carefully 
raised all Winter. The kindergarten, she 
said, had made a great change in her little 
boy. It had made him quiet and orderly, 
even when at play at home, and the other 
kindergarten children who played with him 
were equally orderly, and not noisy and 
rough like other children. 

The work of the New York Kindergarten 
Association, which conducts these institu- 
tions, has done much of peck. but the means 
within its reach are inadequate for the 
enormous work before it. There are about 
50,000 young children in the city that need 
such tuition, and the association, with its fif- 
teen kindergartens, can take charge of only 
600. There is difficulty in securing funds to 
keep up even that work, and for the first 
time in its history the association is threat- 
ened with a deficit. Contributions to aid 
the work are earnestly solicited, and can be 
sent to the "reasurer, Snancer Trask, 27 
Pine Street.

C. F. BEACH, JR., IS IN LONDON. 


When He Announced that He Would 
Sail from Here, He Went from 
Philadelphia. 


It is definitely known that Charles .F. 
Beach, Jr., whose marital troubles have 
been aired in the courts of Oklahoma and 
this city, and against whom an order of ar- 
rest, signed by Justice Daly of the Supreme 
Court, now stands, is in London. A letter 
received yesterday by a lawyer in this city 
shows that Mr, Beach has established him- 
self in London and intends to remain there. 
Part of the letter is as follows:

Telegraphic address, Ignosco, London. 

I sailed on the day wanted to, and on the 
ship I wanted to, and exactly as I wanted to, 
and I have had a little fun in making fools of 
the old woman and her youthful attorney. Did 
the idiot think I would let him catch me when 
I took pains to announce my departure? * * * 
Business is coming in so nicely that I wonder 
why I ever thought of leaving London, and the 
shadow of the Book. I shall not make the mis- 
take again. 

Mrs. Beach is so happy here, and so discon- 
tented in New York, and my work here is 80 
pleasant, that we are fully determined to settle 
in England and give no thought to the matter 
of returning to America. As we now feel about 
it, we are determined to make our permanent 
home in London, and I am already making plans 
to take chambers in the Inner Temple, so that 
I may eventually come to the English bar. * * * 

I do not give a penny for anything my ex-wife 
can do, nor would I pay 10 cents in American 
money for anything that she can concede or 
give to me. In England my present marriage is 
perfectly good. Here I shall make my home. * * * 

The Spanish war scare and the tomfoolery of 
the hayseed politicians in America is disgusting 
people here, and we can’t do any serious busi- 
ness until that folly abates. 

CHARLES F. BEACH, Jr. 


The first part of Mr. Beach’s letter refers 
to the fact that on Feb. 18 last he wrote a 
letter from the Continental Hotel, in Phila- 
delphia, stating that he would sail for Bu- 
rope on the Normandie on the following day 
and asking that the announcement be made 
in the newspapers. As the order of arrest 
was in force then, the steamers were 
watched, but without result, and on the 


same day Mr. Beach sailed from Phila- 
delphia. 

Beach secured an absolute divorce in Okla- 
homa from Anne M. Beach, and immediate- 
ly afterward married Mrs. Driscoll of New 
Orleans, in Illinois. She had only a short 
time before secured a divorce from her hus- 
band. Mrs, Anne Beach appealed, and the 
decree against her was set aside. This 
made the marriage of Mrs. Beach No. 2 
void, but as the law of Illinois does not 
hold a person for bigamy if a decree in any 
court is pending at the time of the mar- 
riage, and cannot be made retroactive, 
Beach is safe from any prosecution on that 
score. 

Charles Lex Brooke got an order of arrest 
for Beach in December last, which required 
him to give $2,500 security to meet any ali- 
mony awarded against him for his first wife 
in an action for limited divorce which she 
brought. Since the granting of the order 
Beach has kept out of the jurisdiction of the 
court.
